Son,  L,  D.  Leivelling,  Oavemor  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Sib — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  an  act  of  the 
legislature  of  this  state  approved  March  6,  1883,  concerning  railroads  and 
other  common  carriers,  we  have  the  honor  to  transmit  you  herewith  the 
eleventh  annual  report  of  this  Board.  It  has  been  somewhat  delayed  by 
the  failure  of  several  of  the  railroad  companies  operating  in  this  state  to 
furnish  to  the  Board  the  returns  mentioned  in  section  7  of  the  act  cited 
above  until  a  few  days  before  the  date  fixed  for  the  submission  of  the  re- 
port to  you.  The  delay  on  the  part  of  the  companies,  however,  we  believe 
was  not  occasioned  by  any  disposition  on  their  part  to  ignore  the  law  or  ob- 
struct the  Board. 

This  report  embraces  such  details  of  the  administrative  acts  of  the  com- 
mission since  the  date  of  the  preceding  report  as  are  of  importance  and  in- 
terest to  the  public  and  the  railroad  corporations,  together  with  the  reports 
made  to  this  Board  by  the  difierent  railroad  companies  operating  roads  in 
this  state.  Some  complaints  have  been  settled  by  correspondence,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  all  parties  concerned.  In  all  complaints  where  there  is  no 
principle  involved,  the  Board  have  deemed  it  their  duty  to  bring  about  a 
compromise  by  mutual  concessions.  Many  such  cases  do  not  appear  in  this 
report,  because  they  concern  only  those  directly  interested. 

Frequently  complaints  relating  to  interstate  shipments  and  rates  are 
filed  with  the  Board,  and  it  seems  that  some  otherwise  well-informed  per- 
sons entertain  the  opinion  that  such  matters  properly  come  under  the 
saperyision  of  the  state  Commissioners.  For  the  information  of  all  such, 
we  wish  to  state  that  this  Board  has  no  jurisdiction  over  shipments  origi- 
nating outside  the  state,  or  shipments  from  points  within  the  state  to  points 
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in  other  states.  All  such  complaints  should  be  filed  with  the  interstate 
commerce  commission,  Wafihington,  D.  C. 

In  the  matter  of  freight  rates  within  the  state,  the  Commissioners  regret 
that  their  power  is  so  limited.  The  only  authority  given  this  Board  under 
the  law  is  contained  in  sections  14  and  18,  in  the  act  of  the  legislature  ap- 
proved March  6,  1883,  which  reads  as  follows : 

''Sec.  14.  In  all  cases  where  complaint  shall  be  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  18,  hereinafter  provided,  that  an  unreasonable 
charge  is  made,  or  that  the  rates  charged  for  freight  are  unjust,  unreason- 
able, or  extortionate,  and  the  Board  shall  find  such  complaint  to  be  true, 
they  shall  require  a  modified  charge  for  the  service  rendered,  such  as  they 
deem  to  be  reasonable,  and  shall  certify  their  finding  to  the  managing  ofiicer 
of  the  road  against  which  complaint  is  made;  and  the  rates  so  determined 
by  the  Board  to  be  reasonable  shall  be,  by  the  railroad  company  affected 
thereby,  accepted,  and  posted  up  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  each  depot  on 
the  line  of  its  road  that  may  be  designated  by  said  Board ;  and  such  rates 
so  found  shall,  in  all  actions  arising  in  any  court  in  the  state,  be  taken  to 
be  reasonable  compensation  for  the  services  for  which  they  are  provided, 
until  the  contrary  is  proven ;  and  all  compensation  demanded  or  received 
by  any  such  railroad  company  in  excess  of  the  rates  so  determined  by  the 
Board  shall  in  any  such  action  be  taken  to  oe  unjust,  unreasonable,  and 
extortionate,  until  the  contrary  is  proven.  All  cases  of  a  failure  to  comply 
with  a  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  be  embodied 
in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  to  the  governor,  and  the  same 
shall  apply  to  any  unjust  discrimination,  extortion  or  overcharge  by  said 
company,  or  any  other  violation  of  this  act  by  such  company." 

''Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners,  upon  the  com- 
plaint and  application  of  the  mayor  and  council  of  any  city,  or  the  trustees 
of  any  township,  to  make  an  examination  of  the  rate  of  freight  tariff  charged 
by  any  such  company,  and  of  the  condition  or  operation  of  any  railroad^ 
any  part  of  whose  location  lies  within  the  limits  of  such  city  or  township ; 
and  if  25  or  more  legal  voters  in  any  city  or  township  shall,  by  petition  in 
writing,  request  the  mayor  and  council  of  such  city,  or  the  trustees  of  such 
township,  to  make  the  said  complaint  and  application,  and  the  mayor  and 
council  or  the  trustees  refuse  or  decline  to  comply  with  the  prayer  of  the 
petition,  they  shall  state  the  reason  for  such  noncompliance,  in  writing,  upon 
the  petition,  and  return  the  same  to  the  petitioners;  and  the  petitioners  may 
thereupon,  within  10  days  from  the  date  of  such  refusal  and  return,  present 
such  petition  to  said  Commissioners;  and  said  Commissioners  shall,  if  upon 
inquiry  and  hearing  of  the  petitioners  they  think  that  the  public  good  de- 
mands the  examination,  proceed  to  make  it  in  the  same  manner  as  if  called 
upon  by  the  mayor  and  council  of  any  city  or  the  trustees  of  any  township^ 
Before  proceeding  to  make  such  examination,  in  accordance  with  such  ap- 
plication or  petition,  said  Commissioners  shall  give  to  the  petitioners  and 
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railroad  company  reasonable  notice,  in  writing,  of  the  time  and  place  of 
entering  upon  the  same.  If  upon  such  an  examination  it  shail  appear  to 
said  Commissioners  that  the  complaint  alleged  by  the  applicants  or  peti- 
tioners be  well  founded,  they  shall  so  adjudge;  that  they  shall  then  and 
there  decide  what  is  a  reasonable  charge  for  such  freights,  and  shall  inform 
the  corporation  operating  such  railroad  company  of  their  adjudication  with- 
in 10  days;  and  shall  also  report  their  doings  to  the  governor,  as  provided 
in  section  6  of  this  act,  and  shall  certify  to  such  complainants  the  result  of 
such  adjudication;  and  such  adjudication  shall  be  prima  fade  evidence  of 
what  is  a  reasonable  charge  in  all  actions  for  such  service." 

From  this  it  would  seem  that,  in  order  for  persons  aggrieved  to  legally 
obtain  any  benefit  from  a  decision  of  this  Board  on  a  question  of  freight 
rates,  it  is  necessary  that  complaint  should  be  made  io  accordance  with  the 
last  section  above  quoted.  The  supreme  court  of  Kansas  has  foreshadowed 
an  opinion  upon  the  power  of  the  Board  in  the  case  of  The  State  v.  The 
Kansas  Central  Rid.  Co.,  47  Kas.  497.     In  their  opinicm,  the  court  say : 

"In  Minnesota,  in  1887,  the  legislature  granted  by  statute  to  the  railroad 
commissioners  of  that  state  the  power  to  fix:  the  rates  of  charges  for  the 
transportation  of  property  by  railroad  companies,  and  provided  their  orders 
should  be  final  and  conclusive.  The  statute  was  held  by  the  supreme  court 
of  the  United  States  in  conflict  with  the  constitution  of  the  United  States^ 
and  therefore  void."  {Railroad  Company  v.  Minnesota,  134  U.  S.  418.) 

As  the  legislature  cannot  confer  upon  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis- 
sioners the  power  to  arbitrarily  fix  and  enforce  transportation  rates,  it  would 
seem  that  the  remedy  lies  in  the  enactment  of  a  law  similar  to  that  now  in 
force  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  with  full  authority  given  the  Board  for  its  en- 
forcement. 

One  member  of  the  present  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  assumed 
the  responsibilities  of  his  office  on  April  1  of  the  present  year.  The  other 
two  members  were  duly  qualified  and  ready  to  enter  upon  their  duties  Feb- 
ruary 22,  but  were  not  permitted  to  do  so  until  the  first  week  in  May.  This 
delay  was  caused  by  the  refusal  of  two  of  the  former  Commissioners  to  sub- 
mit to  the  order  of  the  state  executive  council  for  their  removal.  The  con- 
test was  taken  to  the  supreme  court,  where  it  was  decided  that  the  present 
Commissioners  were  duly  and  lawfully  elected. 

As  a  natural  result  of  this  controversy,  the  work  of  the  office  was  greatly 
retarded.  In  so  far  as  the  work  of  the  present  Board  is  concerned,  this  re- 
port extends  over  a  period  of  only  a  little  more  than  six  months. 

When  the  Board  organized,  Mr.  M.  D.  Henderson  was  appointed  Secre- 
tary, and  Mr.  J.  M.  Senter  was  appointed  clerk. 

The  Board  has  not  been  able  to  inspect  all  the  roads  of  the  state  with  a 
view  of  ascertaining  their  condition  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are 
operated.  Those  inspected,  with  a  few  minor  exceptions,  were  found  to  be 
in  good  condition.     There  is  a  tendency  with  all  the  leading  lines  to  im- 
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provement  of  roadbeds  and  the  maintenaDce  of  a  higher  degree  of  efficiency 
in  operation. 

We  note  with  regret  a  marked  increase  of  accidents.  The  total  number 
of  casualties  on  all  the  railroads  running  into  this  state  for  the  year  ending 
June  30, 1892,  was  2,213,  while  the  number  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1893,  was  3,022,  an  increase  of  32  per  cent.  We  expected  this  would  be 
accounted  for  by  the  increase  in  the  number  of  passengers  carried,  but  an 
examination  of  the  reports  shows  that  the  increase  of  passenger  traffic  over 
the  same  lines  of  road  was  only  11  per  cent  during  the  same  period.  Some 
means  should  be  adopted  for  the  better  protection  of  human  life. 

Inside  the  boundaries  of  the  state  alone,  103  persons  have  been  killed 
and  736  injured  during  the  12  months — a  total  of  839,  equal  to  a  small  army. 
It  would  seem  that  safety  appliances  and  other  means  and  precautions  could 
be  used  in  making  human  life  and  limb  more  sacred. 

The  total  number  of  miles  of  railroad  within  the  state,  as  reported  to  this 
office  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1893,  was  8,906.06.  The  mileage  re- 
ported on  June  30,  1892,  was  8,886.29.  Increase  in  mileage  for  the  year, 
19.77;  of  which  9.07  miles  were  built  by  the  Kansas  City,  Pittsburg  &  Gulf 
Railroad  Company,  extending  its  line  from  the  east  border  of  the  state,  in 
Crawford  county,  near  the  town  of  Midway,  to  Pittsburg.  The  other  10.70 
miles  of  increase  consists  of  switches,  spurs  and  connections  built  by  the 
various  roads.

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CAPITAL  STOCK. 

The  total  amount  of  capital  stock  issued  and  outstanding  on  June  80, 

1892,  was  $536,881,695.  The  total  amount  issued  and  outstanding  on  June 
80,  1898,  for  all  roads  reporting  to  this  office,  was  $589,818,180.  Increase 
over  1892  of  $52,986,485.  It  will  be  observed,  however,  by  referring  o  table 
No.  2  of  this  report,  that  the  Kansas  City,  Wyandotte  &  Northwestern  rail- 
way and  the  Kansas  City,  Lawrence  &  Wichita  railroad,  which  made  a  re- 
turn of  stock  for  the  year  1892  of  $3,488,000,  makes  no  return  for  the  year 
of  1893,  and  for  the  purposes  of  this  comparison  the  amount  should  be  de- 
ducted from  total  stock  for  1892,  which  leaves  $582,943,695.  It  will  also 
be  observed  from  the  same  table  that  the  following  railroads,  Chicago 
Great  Western,  Omaha  Southern,  Nebraska  Southern,  Fort  Scott  Central, 
Kansas  City,  Pittsburg  &  Gulf  and  Union  Terminal  make  returns  of 
stocks  for  year  of  1898  to  the  amount  of  $56,862,9'35,  which  was  not  in- 
cluded in  last  year's  report,  and,  for  the  purposes  of  this  comparison,  should 
be  deducted  from  the  total  stock  reported  this  year,  which  leaves  $532,955,- 
195,  so  that  the  actual  increase  for  the  year  of  1898,  over  1892,  for  same 
roads  reporting  both  years,  is  $11,500. 

The  total  bonded  indebtedness  for  the  year  ending  June  80,  1892,  was 
$880,528,984 ;  and  the  total  bonded  indebtedness  of  all  roads  reporting  for 
the  year  ending  June  80,  1898,  is  $889,973,229 ;  showing  an  increase  of  the 
bonded  indebtedness  amounting  to  $9,449,295;  but  it  will  be  seen  by  refer- 
ence to  table  No.  2  of  this  report  that  the  Kansas  City,  Wyandotte  & 
Northwestern  Railway  Comps,ny  and  the  Kansas  City,  Lawrence  &  Wich- 
ita Kailroad  Company  reported  bonds  for  the  year  ending  June  80,  1892, 
to  the  amount  of  $4,215,000,  which,  for  the  purpose  of  this  comparison, 
should  be  deducted  from  the  total  given  for  the  year  1892,  as  they  make 
no  returns  of  bonds  for  the  year  ending  June  80,  1898,  which  leaves  $826,- 
808,984. 

The  total  bonds  of  all  the  roads  reporting  for  the  year  ending  June  80, 

1893,  is  $839,978,229,  but,  for  the  purposes  of  this  comparison,  the  bonds 
reported  by  the  Kansas  City,  Pittsburg  &  Gulf,  Ft.  Scott  Central,  Nebraska 
Southern  and  Omaha  Southern  Railway  Companies,  amounting  in  the  aggre- 
gate to  $4,246,000,  should  be  deducted  from  the  total  as  shown  for  the  year 
of  1898,  as  these  roads  made  no  report  of  their  bonded  indebtedness  for  the 
year  1892,  which  leaves  a4)alance  of  $835,727,229,  which  shows  an  increase 
of  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  same  roads  reporting  both  years  to  the 
amount  of  $9,418,295.

crease for  same  roads  reporting  heretofore  of  $3,139,473.

DECISION. 

The  above-entitled  case  was  brought  by  the  township  trustee,  Mr.  J.  W. 
Couch,  of  Eagle  township,  Harper  county,  before  this  Board,  on  April  5, 
1892.  The  complainant  avers  that  the  said  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany has  taken  away  their  agent  at  the  station  of  Ruella,  and  locked  up 
the  depot.  The  same  was  duly  referred  to  the  respondent  company,  which 
replied  that  the  receipts  of  the  station  of  Ruella  were  not  sufficient  to  jus- 
tify the  company  in  maintaining  the  same  with  full  station  facilities,  and 
requested  a  hearing  upon  the  ground  by  the  Board.  A  hearing  was  held  at 
the  station  in  controversy  by  the  Board  on  August  29,  1892,  the  township 
being  represented  by  the  trustee,  and  the  company  by  its  superintendent^ 
R.  Harding.    The  following  facts  were  found  to  exist : 

The  station  of  Ruella  is  situated  10  miles  distant  from  Anthony  and  6f 
miles  from  Corwin,  the  former  being  the  county  seat  of  Harper  county.  Ii» 
addition  to  the  two  stations  named  above,  the  company,  in  compliance  witb 
petitions  of  the  citizens  of  the  surrounding  country,  constructed  a  side  track 
about  three  miles  east  of  Ruella,  and  one  about  an  equal  distance  we 
which  sidings  are  doing  the  business  of  the  contiguous  country,  that  would,, 
under  favorable  circumstances  and  without  these  side  tracks,  be  drawn  to- 
Ruella.  The  facts,  as  set  forth  in  the  petition  to  the  respondent  company- 
asking  for  these  side  tracks  by  the  people,  were,  that  Ruella  was  inaccessi- 
ble by  reason  of  a  long  stretch  of  sandy  country,  over  which  they  were 
compelled  to  draw  their  grain,  in  order  to  avail  themselves  of  shipping  ia^ 
Gilities,  and  which  facts  were  the  reasons  given  by  the  representative  of  thB: 
railroad  company  for  the  building  of  the  side  tracks  above  named. 

The  Board  found  that  the  depot  was  not  locked  up,  but  was  kept  open* 
at  all  times  by  the  section  foreman,  who  used  a  portion  of  same  as  a  resi- 
dence, and  whose  duty  it  was  to  keep  the  waiting  room  open  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  public,  and  that  the  station  was  being  operated  as  a  prepaid 

flag  station.

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In  view  of  the  above,  the  Board  find  and  decide,  that  the  respondent 
company  is  operating  the  station  of  Ruella  in  a  manner  that  meets  the  re- 
quirements  of  the  public  as  well  as  could  be  reasonably  expected,  consider- 
ing the  present  amount  of  business  offered,  and  the  petition  is  therefore 
denied.  By  the  Board.

DECISION. 

The  petition,  signed  bj  the  major  and  council  and  leading  merchants 
aud  shippers  of  Sterling,  was  filed  in  this  office  September  16,  1892,  and  at 
once  referred  to  the  companies.  It  recites  that  the  rates  on  less-than-car- 
load  lots  of  merchandise  are  so  much  in  excess  of  those  afforded  to  the 
neighboring  town  of  Hutchinson  that  the  merchants  and  jobbers  of  Ster- 
ling are  unable  to  do  a  wholesale  business  at  a  profit,  and,  as  an  instance  of 
the  discrimination  against  the  last-named  town,  the  following  comparison  is 
given,  viz.: 

Sterling  to  Leoti. —  1st  class,  72  cents;  2d  class,  65  cents;  3d  class,  59 
cents;  4th  class,  47  cents. 

Hutchinson  to  Leoti. — 1st  class,  58  cents;  2d  class,  52  cents;  3d  class,  45 
cents ;  4th  class,  36  cents. 

Difference  in  Favor  of  Hutchinson, — Ist  class,  14  cents;  2d  class,  13 
cents;  3d  class,  14  cents;  4th  class,  11  cents. 

The  distance  from  Hutchinson  to  Leoti  is  18 i  miles  greater  than  from 
Sterling  to  Leoti.  In  each  case  there  is  no  transfer  or  division  of  the  rate 
with  any  other  road,  each  company  having  its  own  line  direct  to  Leoti. 

Another  example,  taken  at  random  from  the  tariff  sheets  in  this  office, 
is  shown  by  the  following  comparative  rates  to  Dodge  City : 

Sterling  to  Dodge  City, — 1st  class,  57  cents ;  2d  class,  48  cents ;  3d  class, 
43  cents;  4th  class,  35  cents. 

Hutchinson  to  Dodge  City. — Ist  class,  47  cents ;  2d  class,  39  cents ;  3d 
class,  33  cents ;  4th  class,  27  cents. 

Difference  in  Favor  of  Hutchinson. — 1st  class,  10  cents;  2d  class,  9  cents ; 
3d  class,  10  cents ;  4th  class,  8  cents. 

The  tariffs  will  disclose  similar  discriminations  throughout  the  territory 
naturally  tributary  to  the  towns  named  in  these  comparisons. 

On  September  26,  the  general  freight  agent  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  & 
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Santa  F^  replied  that  "  if  jobbers'  rates  were  established  for  the  benefit  of 
jobbers,  there  are  no  such  parties  in  Sterling  entitled  to  this  concession." 

The  freight  traffic  manager  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  replied:  "So  far  as 
we  know,  there  are  no  jobbers  at  Sterling,  and  no  necessity  exists  for  job- 
bing rates  therefrom  any  more  than  from  a  majority  of  the  cHies  of  Kansas 
now  enjoying  jobbers'  rates  by  action  of  the  Kansas  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners." 

On  the  14th  inst.,  all  parties  having  due  notice,  the  Board  visited  Ster- 
ling and  made  an  investigation  of  the  facts.  At  the  hearing  of  the  case, 
Messrs.  Fair  &  Sheak,  dealers  in  general  merchandise,  testified  that  they 
were  doing  a  business  of  $250,000  annually,  and  that  from  $10,000  to 
$15,000  of  this  amount  was  wholesale.  Mr.  Shay,  general  merchant,  testi- 
fied to  $50,000  business,  one-half  of  which  was  wholesale.  Mr.  Daniel 
Arnold,  miller,  testified  that  he  was  doing  a  business  of  $100,000,  and  that 
he  jobbed  two  or  three  tons  of  flour  daily,  delivering  it  with  his  teams  to 
the  retail  dealers  in  adjacent  towns,  it  being  cheaper  than  to  pay  existing 
rates  by  rail.  Mr.  McAllister  stated  that  he  was  operating  a  75-barrel 
flouring  mill,  and  might  do  some  jobbing  if  he  had  a  rate,  but  would  not 
estimate  the  amount.  It  was  stated  by  those  present  that  Mr.  Hanna,  one 
of  the  petitioners,  was  manufacturing  20  car  loads  annually  of  sorghum 
syrup,  a  large  portion  of  which  could  be  sold  in  the  neighboring  towns  if 
the  rates  were  favorable.     Mr.  Hanna  was  unavoidably  absent. 

Incidentally,  it  was  mentioned  that  174  car  loads  of  broom  corn  had  been 
shipped  from  Sterling  this  season,  and  there  were  35  cars  yet  to  ship.  These 
instances  are  referred  to  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  importance  of  Ster- 
ling as  a  producing  and  shipping  point. 

It  is  unquestionably  correct  that  but  little  jobbing  is  being  done  from 
Sterling  at  the  present  time.  It  is  true  there  are  no  exclusively  jobbing 
houses  located  at  that  point.  It  is  not  true  that  no  jobbing  is  being  done 
from  that  point,  and  no  good  reason  exists  for  believing  that  a  respectable 
trade  could  not  be  built  up  if  the  rates  were  favorable.  It  is  unfair  in  a 
discussion  of  this  matter  to  say  that,  because  little  is  being  done  under  ex- 
isting unfavorable  rates,  nothing  more  could  be  done  under  proposed  favor- 
able rates.  The  best  way  to  settle  the  matter  is  to  give  better  rates  a  trial. 
If  the  sequel  shows  that  there  are  no  jobbers  at  Sterling  to  "enjoy"  them, 
the  experiment  will  be  an  inexpensive  one  to  the  respondents.  If,  on  the 
contrary,  it  shall  be  demonstrated  that  these  rates  encourage  the  jobbing 
trade  in  Sterling,  as  similar  rates  have  given  stimulus  to  the  business  in 
every  other  town  in  the  interior  of  Kansas  where  they  have  been  obtained, 
then  the  increased  consumption  will  compensate  the  roads  for  the  reduction 
in  rates,  and  there  will  be  "enjoyment"  all  round. 

The  complainants  seem  to  be  entitled  to  the  consideration  they  ask,  and 
we  so  find  and  decide,  and  the  respondent  companies,  the  Atchison,  Topeka 
&  Santa  F6  and  Missouri  Pacific,  are  hereby  directed  to  issue  tariff  sheets, 
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naming  rates  on  the  four  first  classes  of  merchandise  the  same  as  now  obtain 
from  Hutchinson  for  like  distances,  the  same  to  become  efiTective  on  or  be- 
fore January  10, 1893.  By  the  Board.

DECISION. 

The  petition  in  this  case,  under  date  of  September  15,  1892,  recites 
that  in  the  southern  part  of  Sedgwick  county  the  line  of  respondent's  road 
passes  through  the  station  of  Peck,  and  that  the  said  road  has  no  side  track 
at  that  point,  and  in  consequence  great  inconvenience  and  hardship  results 
to  the  patrons  of  that  road ;  wherefore,  an  order  is  asked  for  requiring  the 
•company  to  build  a  siding  at  Peck. 

The  language  of  the  petition  is  misleading.  There  is  no  such  station  as 
Peck  on  the  line  of  respondent's  road  in  this  state.  A  station  of  that  name 
exists  on  the  line  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific,  at  orfnear  the 
point  indicated  in  the  petition,  and  it  is  true  that  the  respondent's  road 
crosses  at  that  point,  but,  so  far  as  we  know  and  believe,  the  rsspondent 
company  has  never  recognized  the  crossing  as  a  station.  The  crossing  being 
at  grade,  all  trains  are  required  to  stop  before  crossing,  but  this  does  not 
make  a  station. 

All  trains  on  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  stop  at  Peck,  and  the 
station  has  a  telegraph  and  express  ofiSce,  a  fine  depot,  ample  sidetracks, 
stock  yards,  and  other  station  facilities.  This  is  the  main  line  of  this  road 
from  Texas  to  Wichita,  Kansas  City,  and  Chicago,  and  affords  easier  and 
better  access  to  these  markets  than  the  larger  line  of  respondent's  road 
via  Mulvane  Junction.  Peck  is  a  mere  hamlet,  and  its  present  railroad 
facilities  seem  to  be  sufficient  for  all  demands.  Two  and  one-half  miles 
from  Peck  is  a  station  on  respondent's  road,  and  in  the  matter  of  a  coal 
supply,  the  only  valid  reason  urged  for  a  side  track  at  Peck,  this  station  is 
reasonably  convenient  to  the  country  to  be  served. 

An  examination  of  the  situation  on  the  ground,  and  a  carefnl  review  of 
all  the  facts  and  circumstances,  lead  us  to  believe  that  the  petition  is  not 
well  founded  upon  any  existing  public  necessity,  and  it  must  therefore  be 
denied.  By  the  Board.

DECISION. 

This  is  an  application  to  have  the  depot  at  Brooks,  stationed  on  the  line 
of  respondent's  road  in  Wilson  county,  opened  for  business,  and  an  agent 
supplied  for  the  accommodations  of  the  patrons  of  the  road. 

Upon  referring  this  petition  to  the  company,  it  was  met  with  the  twofold 
objection  that  the  business  was  insufficient,  and  that  no  legal  obligation  ex- 
isted to  require  this  company  to  maintain  a  station  at  that  point.  It  was 
stated,  in  the  answer  of  the  company,  that  during  the  five  years  when  an 
agent  had  been  maintained  at  Brooks,  the  average  receipts  were  $600  per 
annum;  and  it  was  ascertained  by  the  Board,  when  the  hearing  of  the  case 
was  held  on  the  ground,  on  the  15th  inst.,  that  the  company  had  been  able 
to  m^ke  very  favorable  terms  for  the  maintenance  of  the  station ;  in  fact , 
that  the  pay  of  the  agent  was  $5  a  month  and  a  commission  on  sale  of  tick- 
ets. It  cannot  be  denied  that  this  pay  was  unsatisfactory  to  the  agent,  and 
that  he  finally  yielded  to  the  desire  to  amass  wealth  with  greater  celerity, 
and  struck  for  more  salary.  At  the  same  time  a  reasonable  sum  might  be 
paid  a  person  to  act  as  agent  at  this  point,  coupling  this  employment  with 
some  other  business,  and  still  leave  a  considerable  balance  for  revenue  of 
the  company. 

This  is  the  only  station  for  a  distance  of  15  miles,  and  has  a  rich  and 
well-educated  country  tributary  to  it.  We  believe  there  is  a  public  neces- 
sity for  having  the  depot  treopened  and  an  agency  of  the  company  main- 
tained at  Brooks,  and  so  find  and  decide;  and  the  respondent  company  is 
directed  to  restore  an  agent  at  this  station  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  Jan- 
uary, proximo.  By  the  Board.

This  is  a  complaint  made  by  the  Kansas  Salt  Company,  of  Hutchinson, 
against  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  F6  Railroad  Company,  the  Union 
Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  each  and  every  railroad  company  and  cor- 
poration doing  business  within  the  state  of  Kansas,  except  the  Hutchinson 
&  Southern  Railway  Company. 

And  for  cause  of  action,  the  said  salt  company  avers  that  it  is  discrimi- 
nated against  in  the  matter  of  rates  on  the  product  of  its  manufactory,  sit- 
uated in  the  town  of  Hutchinson. 

The  petition  sets  up  and  recites,  that  about  four  years  ago  there  was  dis- 
covered, at  or  near  the  city  of  Hutchinson,  beneath  the  surface  of  the  earth, 
a  vast  deposit  of  salt,  averaging  about  300  feet  in  thickness  and  many  square 
miles  in  extent ;  that  about  said  time  the  promoters  of  the  Kansas  Salt  Com- 
pany began  developing  said  salt  fields,  and  about  June  1,  1890,  having 
brought  the  said  salt  industry  into  considerable  proportions,  they  organized 
the  said  Kansas  Salt  Company,  which  has  been  and  is  now  engaged  in  the 
salt  industry  at  Hutchinson,  and  now  controls  and  operates  six  salt  plants  at 
Hutchinson,  with  a  capacity  to  manufacture  3,000  barrels  per  day;  and 
that  its  natural  and  reasonable  field  for  sale  of  salt  is  in  Kansas  and  adja- 
cent states  and  territories. 

The  petition  further  recites,  that  the  complainant  company  has  in- 
creased, simplified  and  systematized  its  ability  and  means  to  manufacture 
salt  so  that  it  can  now  make  salt  cheaper  than  it  could  one  year  ago,  but' 
that,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  its  sales  are  25  per  cent,  less  than  one  year  ago, 
and  it  is  not  able  to  operate  its  works  for  more  than  one-half  of  their  ca- 
pacity, notwithstanding  the  utmost  diligence  on  the  part  of  the  company  in 
procuring  sales  for  its  products,  at  the  lowest  possible  selling  price. 

The  petition  further  recites,  that  there  is  no  salt  field  of  &ny  consequence 
nearer  to  the  said  Kansas  salt  field  than  that  in  the  state  of  Michigan,  a  dis- 
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tance  of  at  least  1,000  miles  from  Hutchinson,  and  780  miles  from  the  east 
line  of  this  state. 

The  petition  further  recites,  that  the  fact  which  prevents  a  reasonable 
and  natural  development  of  the  Kansas  salt  fields,  and  which  has  cut  down 
the  output  of  complainants'  works  and  caused  them  to  be  idle  to  the  extent 
of  one-half  of  their  capacity,  is  the  aggressive  competition  of  the  Michigan 
salt  fields,  not  only  in  the  states  and  territories  adjacent  to  Kansas,  but  in 
the  state  of  Kansas  itself,  and  at  points  very  near  to  the  works  of  complain- 
ant; and  that  such  successful  and  oppressive  competition  is  made  not  only 
possible  in  Kansas,  but  in  fact,  by  the  low  rates  of  freight  which  respond- 
ents' roads  above  named  charge  for  hauling  Michigan  salt  into  Kansas  and 
the  high  rates  which  they  charge  complainant  for  hauling  its  salt  from  its 
works  to  like  points  in  Kansas. 

The  petition  further  recites,  that  there  is  existing  in  this  state,  and  has 
been  since  September  1,  1891,  a  joint  through-tariff  on  salt  from  Ohio  and 
Mississippi  river  points  to  points  in  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Colorado,  and  Indian 
Territory,  known  as  the  Midgley  tariff,  under  which  respondent  roads  trans- 
port salt  from  Chicago  to  Kansas  points  at  from  5  to  8  mills  per  ton  per 
mile,  while  they  charge  complainant  for  transporting  salt  to  the  same  points 
from  9  to  38  mills  per  ton  per  mile  for  the  same  kinds  of  shipments,  and 
that  the  result  of  the  enormous  excess  of  freight  per  ton  per  mile  charged 
complainant  over  what  is  charged  from  Chicago  and  Mississippi  river  points 
enables  Michigan  salt  to  oppressively  compete  with  the  Kansas  industry 
and  put  down  the  output  in  Kansas,  as  alleged. 

Wherefore,  the  complainant  prays  for  an  order  of  this  Board  directing 
the  respondent  companies  to  reduce  their  rates  of  freight  on  the  salt  shipped 
by  complainant  in  Kansas  to  the  same  rate  per  ton  per  mile  as  the  said  re- 
spondent roads  charge  foreign  shippers  to  all  points  in  Kansas. 

The  complainants  attach  to  their  petition  a  comparative  schedule  of  rates, 
showing  the  alleged  discriminations  against  them  in  the  matter  of  shipments 
to  Kansas  points  from  Chicago  and  Mississippi  river  points,  and  the  rates 
charged  from  Hutchinson  to  the  same  points  for  like  shipments. 

The  complaint  having  been  duly  referred  to  the  respondent  companies, 
the  trial  of  the  case  was  heard  in  this  office  April  26,  1892. 

A  great  volume  of  oral  and  documentary  evidence  was  introduced,  at 
the  conclusion  of  which  both  parties  asked  leave  to  submit  briefs  in  argu- 
ment. The  complainants  were  given  10  days  for  this  purpose  and  the 
respondents  10  days  from  that  time  for  reply.  Upon  application,  the  com- 
plainants were  granted  10  days  additional  in  which  to  file  their  brief  In 
the  month  of  July  the  arguments  were  filed,  and  on  the  14th  of  September, 
upon  application  of  the  complainants,  the  originals  of  the  respondents' 
briefs  were  furnished  them,  but  they  were  not  returned  to  this  office  until 
the  20th  of  November. 

Referring  to  the  comparison  of  rates  submitted  by  the  complainants,  a 
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few  instances  may  be  cited  as  a  fair  illustration,  of  the  theory  upon  which 
the  charge  of  unjust  discrimination  is  based,  thus:

Chicago  to  Kansas  City,  518  miles;  rate,  15  cts.  cwt;  per  ton  per  mile, 
6,79  mills. 

Hutchinson  to  Kansas  City,  223  miles;  rate,  111  cts.  cwt.;  per  ton  per 
mile,  10.43  mills. 

Chicago  to  Belleville,  687.4  miles;  rate,  20  cts.  cwt;  per  ton  per  mile, 
5.82  mills. 

Hutchinson  to  Belleville,  231.3  miles;  rate,  16  cts.  cwt;  per  ton  per 

mile,  13.83  mills. 

Via  Atchison,  Topeka  dt  Santa  F6. 

Chicago  to  Kansas  City,  458  miles;  rate,  15  cts.  cwt.;  per  ton  per  mile, 

6.55  mills. 

Hutchinson  to  Kansas  City,  220  miles;  rate.  111  cts.  cwt.;  per  ton  per 

mile,  10.59  mills. 

Via  Union  Pacific, 

Chicago  to  Belleville,  677  miles;  rate,  20  cts.  cwt.;  per  ton  per  mile, 
5.91  mills. 

Hutchinson  to  Belleville,  191  miles;  rate,  16  cts.  cwt.;  per  ton  per  mile, 
16.84  mills. 

Via  Missouri  Pacific, 

Chicago  to  Beloit,  702  miles;  rate,  23  cts.  cwt.;  per  ton  per  mile,  6.55 
mills. 

Hutchinson  to  Beloit,  156  miles;  rate,  14  cts.  cwt.;  per  ton  per  mile, 
17.95  mills. 

While  these  figures,  independently  considered,  tend  to  establish  the 
charge  of  unjust  discrimination,  they  are  not  conclusive.  The  theory  is 
largely  misleading.  It  will  be  observed  that  no  comparison  is  made  of 
rates  to  the  west  or  south  of  Hutchinson,  but  that  the  points  to  which  rates 
are  quoted  are  either  directly  toward  Michigan  salt  fields  or  are  so  located 
as  to  be  more  natural  of  access  to  these  fields. 

In  considering  the  matter  of  unjust  discrimination,  we  must  take  into 
account  what  is  fairly  due  to  all  parties  in  interest;  what  the  natural  rights 
of  each  are  in  the  premises.  This  is  not  only  just  but  it  is  also  good  policy, 
for  manifestly  it  would  be  as  unwise  to  give  a  Kansas  corporation  an  unfair 
advantage  in  business  as  one  beyond  the  limits  of  the  state.  The  monopoly 
of  one  would  be  as  injurious  to  the  consumer  as  that  of  the  other.  The 
point  to  be  attained  is  to  secure  all  the  competition  consistent  with  a  fair 
profit  to  the  producers  of  the  commodity  and  those  who  transport  it  to  the 
consumer. 

But  in  the  reply  of  the  complainants  to  the  briefs  of  the  respondents 
they  say :  "  With  a  lower  rate,  such  as  Kansas  field  is  entitled  to  by  its  geo- 
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graphical  proximity,  it  could  put  salt  so  low  as  to  run  MichigaD  out,  just  as 
the  latter  locality  keeps  Kausas  out  of  Illinois,  Minnesota,  and  Iowa,  and 
this  reduction  ih  the  price  of  the  product  would  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the 


cousumer." 


The  candor  of  the  admission  that  this  is  simply  a  scramble  for  a  monop- 
oly is  refreshing;  but  just  how  the  prevention  of  the  competition  of  the 
Kansas  salt  fields  in  the  states  just  named  'Mnures  to  the  benefit  of  the  con- 
sumer" is  not  clear.  The  complainants  would  scarcely  admit  that  their 
appearance  in  the  states  of  Illinois,  Minnesota,  and  Iowa,  as  a  competitor 
of  the  Michigan  salt  fields,  would  work  a  serious  hardship  to  the  consumers 
of  salt  in  those  states !  When  the  consumer  goes  into  the  market  to  pur- 
chase supplies,  he  is  disposed  to  regard  with  a  great  degree  of  tolerance 
solicitations  for  his  patronage.  "  The  more  the  merrier "  is  an  axiomatic 
principle  with  him.     It  is  a  question  of  business  and  not  one  of  patriotism. 

In  various  schedules  and  tables  of  comparative  rates  from  the  Michigan 
and  Kansas  salt  fields,  it  was  shown  that  salt  was  hauled  from  Chicago  to 
Kansas  points  at  a  rate  per  ton  per  mile  much  less  than  the  rate  per  ton  per 
mile  from  Hutchinson  to  the  same  points,  but  with  scarcely  an  exception 
the  cost  of  the  shipment  was  much  greater  for  the  Michigan  than  for  the 
Kansas  salt,  so  that  the  Kansas  salt  would  control  the  market  after  all. 
We  will  take  for  example  a  few  northern  Kansas  points  where  the  complain- 
ants allege  they  were  unable  to  compete  with  the  Michigan  salt  fields: 

Chicago  to  Axtell,  rate  per  100  poonds 18  cente. 

Hatchinson  to  Axtell,  rate  per  100  potindB 15  " 

Chicago  to  CiroleviUe,  rate  per  owt 16  " 

Hutchinson  to  CiroleviUe,  rate  per  owt 13i  ** 

Chicago  to  Holton,  rate  per  owt 16  *' 

Hatohinson  to  Holton,  rate  per  owt 1  If  " 

Chicago  to  Valley  Falls,  rate  per  owt 16  ** 

Hutchinson  to  Valley  Falls,  rate  per  cwt llf  " 

Now  let  us  see  how  the  rate  per  ton  per  mile  in  Missouri,  for  instance,  on 
shipments  from  Missouri  river  points  compares  with  the  rates  for  like  dis- 
tances from  Hutchinson : 

Hannibal  to  Appleton  City,  202  miles,  rate  per  ton  per  mile 11.50  mills. 

Hatohinson  to  Parsons,  201  miles,  rate  per  ton  per  mile 11.60     " 

Hannibal  to  Walker,  225  miles,  rate  per  ton  per  mile 10.34     ** 

Hatchinson  to  Chetopa,  225  miles,  rate  per  ton  per  mile 10.34     " 

Hannibal  to  Windsor,  164  miles,  rate  per  ton  per  mUe 14.09     ^* 

Hatohinson  to  Jonotion  City,  168  miles,  rate  per  ton  per  mile 13.85     '^ 

These  rates  are  quoted  on  the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas,  and  connecting 
lines.  This  road  hauled,  during  the  year  ending  March  31,  1892,  from 
the  Michigan  fields  to  points  in  Kansas,  2,003  barrels,  and  from  the  Kansas 
salt  fields,  for  the  same  time,  to  points  in  Kansas,  10,500  barrels. 

One  ground  of  the  claim  of  the  complainants  for  lower  rates  is,  that  the 
cost  of  producing  salt  is  greater  than  that  of  the  Michigan  salt;  fuel  and 
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cooperage  are  higher.  This  may  be  the  misfortune  of  the  Kansas  pro- 
ducers, but  is  hardly  chargeable  to  the  carrying  companies.  The  Michigan 
works  use  the  refuse  of  their  sawmills,  run  in  connection,  for  both  fuel  and 
cooperage,  and  actually  utilize,  with  a  marked  profit,  sawdust  and  scrap 
lumber,  which  would  otherwise  be  worthless  and  a  positive  incumbrance. 
The  Kansas  works  are  compelled  to  haul  coal  200  miles  and  cooperage  800 
miles,  approximately. 

Recognizing  these  embarrassments  to  the  Kansas  industry,  the  respond- 
ent roads  voluntarily  made  a  low  rate  on  cooperage,  and  by  direction  of 
this  Board  reduced  their  rate  on  slack  coal  more  than  33J  per  cent,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  salt  producers.    These  concessions  would  seem  to  be  sufficient. 

But,  if  we  were  disposed  to  become  a  party  to  the  act  of  " running  out" 
Michigan  salt,  by  reducing  the  rate  from  the  Kansas  fields  below  the  point 
of  possible  competition,  we  would  be  powerless  to  accomplish  the  object. 

The  territory  contended  for,  in  which  the  complainant  especially  desires 
a  reduction  of  the  state  rate,  is  controlled  by  roads  which  do  not  reach 
Hutchinson:  The  Union  Pacific,  Burlington  &  Missouri  River,  St.  Joseph, 
&  Grand  Island,  Kansas  City,  Wyandotte  &  Northwestern,  Missouri,  Kan- 
sas &  Texas,  Kansas  City,  Fort  Scott  &  Memphis,  and  the  St.  Louis  &  San 
Francisco.  Neither  one  has  a  line  to  Hutchinson,  and  this  Board  possesses 
no  power  or  authority  to  compel  these  roads  to  make  a  joint  rate  with  the 
roads  which  do  reach  Hutchinson. 

It  is  true  that  we  did  make  a  general  coal  tariff,  effective  throughout  the 
state,  but  it  so  happened  that  every  line,  with  possibly  one  or  two  unimpor- 
tant exceptions,  reached  coal  fields  with  their  own  tracks.  This  case  is  dif- 
ferent with  the  salt  fields,  as  has  just  been  shown. 

But  we  do  not  admit  that  we  should  exercise  the  power  in  this  case  if  we 
had  the  power  to  do  so.  Doubtless  every  tariff  and  schedule  of  rates  works 
an  injustice  to  some  person  or  industry.  The  interests  are  so  diverse  and 
conflicting,  the  conditions  under  which  the  service  is  performed  so  dissimi- 
lar, and  the  considerations  to  be  weighed  so  many-sided  and  far  reaching  in 
a  network  embracing  nearly  9,000  miles  of  railroad,  that  human  wisdom  is 
unequal  to  the  task  of  so  adjusting  the  charges  as  to  do  equal  and  exact  jus- 
tice to  all. 

It  may  be  admited  that  the  salt  plants  of  Kansas,  so  far  as  rates  are  con- 
cerned, ought  to  meet  the  rates  of  the  Michigan  salt  plants  midway  between 
the  two,  and  that  this  equitable  division  of  the  territory  is  likely  to  be  ac- 
complished in  time;  but  this  Board  is  powerless  to  control  or  hasten  it  by 
any  official  act. 

A  careful  and  patient  examination  of  the  case  in  all  its  bearings  forces 
us  to  the  conclusion  that  the  petition  of  the  complainant  is  not  well  founded, 
and  must  therefore  be  denied.  By  the  Board.

By  agreement  of  counsel,  the  foregoing  cases  were  heard  at  the  same  time, 
and  the  following  decisions  are  rendered  in  accordance. 

This  is  an  application  on  the  part  of  the  Union  Terminal  Eailroad  Com- 
pany, in  which  it  is  stated  that  the  said  company  is  desiroiA  of  constructing 
its  line  of  railroad  so  as  to  cross  the  rights  of  way  of  respondent  companies 
and  intersect  and  connect  with  their  lines  in  Kansas  City,  Kas.,  as  shown 
by  maps  and  plats  filed  with  their  petitions. 

The  point  of  crossing  is  stated  and  shown  to  be  at  the  west  end  of  the 
bridge  over  the  Kansas  river,  owned  jointly  by  the  said  companies,  on  the 
main  lines  of  their  road.  This  bridge  is  supplied  with  two  tracks,  the  most 
southerly  of  which  is  owned  and  used  by  the  Union  Pacific,  and  in  which 
the  Chicago,  Eock  Island  &  Pacific  Eailway  Company  also  has  an  interest, 
and  the  more  northerly  of  which  is  used  by  the  Missouri  Pacific;  the  owner- 
ship of  the  bridge  being  vested  jointly,  as  is  believed,  in  the  Union  Pacific 
and  Missouri  Pacific  Eailway  Companies,  but  the  right  of  way  occupied  by 
their  tracks  at  the  western  entrance  to  the  bridge  being  the  property  of  the 
Union  Pacific  Company.  In  addition  to  this,  the  Missouri  Pacific  owns  a 
right  of  way  100  feet  in  width  immediately  north  of  and  adjoining  the 
right  of  way  of  the  Union  Pacific,  upon  which  are  two  tracks  of  the  said 
Missouri  Pacific  Company. 

The  petitions  state  that  the  complainant  company  desires,  in  addition  to 
crossing  the  lines  of  respondents'  roads  as  stated,  to  connect  its  main  line 
with  the  most  northerly  of  the  two  tracks  referred  to  as  belonging  to  the 
Missouri  Pacific  on  the  north,  and  also  with  the  most  southerly  of  the  Union 
Pacific  tracks  on  the  south,  so  as  to  interchange  business  in  car-load  lots 
with  each  and  all  of  the  above-named  respondent  roads,  and,  also,  to  cross 
the  right  of  way  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  Eailway  Company. 

Wherefore,  the  said  complainant  prays  f  )r  an  order  of  this  Board  fixing 
the  point  and  manner  of  crossing,  and  the  term^  thereof,  as  provided  by  the 
statute  prescribing  the  duties  and  powers  of  this  Board. 

The  petitions  were  duly  referred  to  the  companies  and  notice  given  of  an 
examination  to  be  held  on  the  ground  on  November  25. 
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At  this  examination  all  parties  in  interest  except  the  Chicago,  Rock  Is- 
land &  Pacific  Railway  Company  were  represented,  and  a  thorough  inquiry 
was  had  as  to  the  physical  features  and  conditions  of  the  case. 

Due  notice  having  been  given,  the  cases  came  up  for  trial  in  this  office  on 
the  29th  of  November,  Messrs.  Trimble  &  Braley  and  W.  H.  Rossington  ap- 
pearing for  the  complainant,  and  Martin  &  Kelso  and  N.  H.  Loomia  for  the 
Missouri  Pacific  and  Union  Pacific  Railway  Companies  respectively.  The 
Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway  Company  was  not  represented. 

On  the  29th  of  November  the  testimony  was  begun,  but  not  having  beoD 
completed,  an  adjournment  was  had  until  the  30th  day  of  November,  when, 
the  hearing  not  having  been  concluded,  adjournment  was  again  had  to  the 
5th  day  of  December. 

On  December  5  the  further  hearing  of  testimony  was  begun,  and  the 
same  not  being  completed,  an  adjournment  was  taken  until  December  6,  when 
the  testimony  being  all  in,  both  sides  rested,  and  b^  agreement  of  counsel 
the  26th  day  o^December  was  set  for  the  hearing  of  argument,  when  an  ad- 
journment was  had  until  the  27th  by  an  agreement  of  counsel.  On  that 
day  and  the  following,  arguments  were  made  by  the  learned  counsel,  and  the 
case  was  finally  concluded  on  the  28th  of  December. 

A  vast  amount  of  oral  and  documentary  testira  )ny  was  introduced,  and 
every  phase  and  bearing  of  the  cases  most  assiduously  searched  for  and  in- 
geniously presented.  More  than  a  score  of  witnesses  were  examined,  many 
of  them  expert  civil  engineers  and  railroad  operators  of  experience  and  emi- 
nence.    The  case  may  be  summarized  thus: 

The  complainant  company  appears  here  with  a  charter  as  a  railroad  com- 
pany, chartered  by  the  state  of  Kansas,  and  recites  that  it  is  incorporated 
for  the  purpose  of  performing  the  duties  and  functions  of  a  common  carrier; 
that  in  the  furtherance  of  its  purpose  it  becomes  necessary  to  build  a  line 
up  the  left  bank  of  the  Kansas  river,  from  its  point  of  crossing  said  river, 
in  the  direction  of  Argentine,  and  in  so  doing  must  cross  the  tracks  of  re- 
spondent roads. 

The  respondents  deny  that  this  is  a  railroad  corporation  in  the  sense  en- 
titling it  to  exercise  the  right  of  eminent  domain,  which  right  would  be  con- 
ceded to  it  unlawfully  by  the  granting  of  its  petitions  to  use  the  rights  of 
way  of  the  respondent  companies  in  the  crossing  asked  for. 

In  support  of  this,  it  is  asserted  that  the  company  has  not  the  present 
means  nor  does  it  contemplate  the  doing  of  a  business  of  transporting  freight 
and  passengers,  as  required  of  a  railroad  company,  at  any  time  in  the  future 
but  that  it  is  to  be  a  carrier  in  car-load  lots  from  one  railroad  to  another,  in 
the  service  and  pay  of  such  employing  companies,  and  in  no  just  sense  in 
the  service  of  the  public  nor  at  its  command. 

Again,  they  deny  the  occasion  for  the  existence  of  this  road,  and  contend 
that  we  must  so  construe  the  law  conferring  upon  the  Board  authority  to  fix 
the  place  and  terms  of  crossing  as  to  determine  the  necessity  for  the  exist- 
ence of  this  company. 
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Further,  thej  hold  that  a  crossing  at  the  point  indicated  would  work  ir- 
reparable injury  to  them  and  imperil  the  safety  and  lives  of  the  public,  and 
claim  that  if  a  crossing  is  permitted  it  should  be  overhead  and  above  the 
trains  of  their  roads. 

Beferring  to  the  statement  that  this  is  not  a  railroad  corporation  within 
the  common  acceptation  of  the  term,  the  Board  is  unable  to  find  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  charter,  in  admission  of  the  company  or  in  the  evidence  pre- 
sented in  the  trial  of  the  cases  any  evidence  to  sustain  this  allegation.  The 
charter  of  the  company,  in  wordtf  and  terms  to  declare  its  object  and  pur- 
pose, is  not  unlike  that  of  other  charters  under  which  railroads  have  always 
been  constructed  under  the  general  incorporation  laws  of  Kansas. 

So  far  as  its  construction  has  proceeded,  the  Board  find,  on  personal  ex- 
amination and  in  unquestioned  testimony  before  us,  that  in  material  and 
construction,  in  both  sub-  and  superstructures,  it  has  no  indication  or  feature 
of  a  tramway  or  temporary  enterprise.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  being  con- 
structed at  great  cost,  of  the  best  material  in  weight  and  quality,  which  will 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  heaviest  rolling  stock  and  the  greatest  possi. 
ble  tonnage.  The  rails  are  of  steel,  weighing  85  pounds  to  the  yard,  much 
heavier  than  ever  laid  in  any  road  in  the  state  at  its  construction,  and  we 
believe  heavier  than  is  now  in  use  by  a  Kansas  railroad. 

To  aesume  that  a  railroad  company,  with  such  a  charter  declaration,  actu- 
ally constructing  a  road  of  this  character  and  cost,  does  not  contemplate  a 
heavy  and  profitable  traffic  in  response  to  the  performance  of  its  duties  and 
obligations  to  the  public  as  a  railroad  undertaking,  in  the  full  and  legal 
definition  of  that  term,  seems  to  us  untenable  if  not  absolutely  absurd. 

The  statutes  of  Kansas  have  never  affixed  a  judicial  determination  of 
necessity  as  a  condition  precedent  to  the  recognition  of  a  railroad,  or  a  con- 
sent to  its  existence.  Some  of  the  states  have  done  this,  but  Kansas  has  re- 
frained from  instituting  any  inquiry  of  that  character. 

But  if  we  were  allowed  to  exercise  such  authority,  doubtless  we  could 
find,  in  the  grain  blockades  which  periodically  paralyze  the  roads,  impair 
business  interests,  and  distress  the  farmers  of  Kansas,  ample  warrant  for  the 
existence  of  more  efficient  terminal  and  transfer  facilities  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Kansas  river.  A  bountiful  crop  in  Kansas  is  certain  to  produce  a  con- 
gested condition  of  the  business  of  receiving,  transferring  and  forwarding 
the  enormous  quantities  of  grain  which  gravitate  to  the  Missouri  river  at 
this  point.  Any  practicable  means  to  relieve  this  glut  and  facilitate  the 
business  is  a  public  benefit  worthy  of  consideration.  The  complainant's 
road  is  intended,  among  other  things,  to  accomplish  this. 

It  was  shown  by  counsel  for  respondents  that  this  company  was  inter- 
ested in  the  building  of  elevators  and  the  fostering  of  private  enterprises, 
and  this  was  objected  to,  and  urged  against  its  good  faith  as  a  railroad  com- 
pany. This  is  scarcely  worthy  of  notice.  Railroads  everywhere  are  rec- 
ognized as  promoters  of  enterprises  of  the  character  of  elevators,  mills, 
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manufacturing  establishments,  mines,  etc.,  and  have  been  of  inestimable 
value  to  Kansas  in  this  regard. 

By  maps  and  plats,  introduced  in  evidence  by  the  respondents,  the  loca- 
tion of  the  various  railroad  tracks  in  that  part  of  Kansas  City,  Kas.,  known 
as  the  "  west  bottoms,'^  is  clearly  shown.  The  Union  Pacific  enters  from 
the  west,  and  crosses  the  Kansas  river  on  the  bridge  referred  to  at  a  point 
where  that  river  runs  in  a  northerly  direction.  West  of  this  bridge,  and 
commencing  immediately  at  the  end  of  it,  extend  the  Armstrong  yards  of 
the  said  company.  East  of  said  bridge  tfre  the  state-line  yards  of  said  com- 
pany. The  yards  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  extend  to  the  south 
of  the  Armstrong  yards. 

The  Missouri  Pacific  road  approaches  this  bridge  from  the  north,  by  a 
curve  near  its  west  end.  This  curve  extends  down  the  Kansas  river,  and 
partly  incloses  a  tract  of  low  land  between  the  blufiP  and  the  river,  a  part 
of  which  is  occupied  by  the  ''cypress"  yards  of  the  Missouri  Pacific.  East 
of  the  bridge  and  opposite  the  yards  of  the  Union  Pacific  are  the  state-line 
yards  of  the  Missouri  Pacific. 

These  two  systems  of  yards,  situated  on  opposite  sides  of  the  river,  are 
connected  by  the  bridge  referred  to,  and  the  tracks  on  this  bridge  are  the 
lead  tracks  which  unite  and  give  access  to  the  two  yards  so  situated,  besides 
being  the  main  lines  of  the  three  roads  made  responded ts  iu  these  cases. 

It  is  in  evidence  that  from  600  to  800  trains,  parts  of  trains  and  light 
engines  pass  over  the  line  of  the  proposed  crossing  every  24  hours.  Flag- 
men are  stationed  at  each  end  of  the  bridge,  to  regulate  the  passage  of  trains 
to  and  fro.  It  is  claimed  that  the  business  of  respondent  roads  is  constantly 
increasing,  and  that  the  enormous  traffic  at  that  point  must  preclude  the 
possibility  of  securing  a  practicable  crossing  for  complainant's  road. 

A  careful  review  of  all  the  facts  tends  to  a  different  conclusion  however. 
It  is  in  evidence  that  the  Missouri  Pacific  Company  is  contemplating  build- 
ing a  bridge  of  its  own  alongside  the  present  structure.  This  would  relieve 
the  business  greatly,  because  trains  of  each  road  could  be  passing  in  both 
directions  at  the  same  time  on  the  four  tracks  thus  provided.  In  addition 
to  this,  the  very  purpose  for  which  the  Missouri  Pacific  is  now  laying  addi- 
tional tracks  in  the  "  cypress  "  yards  is  for  storage  of  cars  coming  off  of  its  line 
from  the  north.  This  road,  if  not  both  roads  using  this  bridge  as  a  conduit 
between  these  great  yards,  is  evidently  becoming  convinced  of  the  illogical 
construction,  arrangement  and  operation  of  the  yards  at  present,  and  has 
determined  to  modify  the  evil.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  remarked,  in 
answer  to  the  charge  of  counsel  that  the  purpose  of  complainant  company 
was  to  skim  the  cream  from  Kansas  and  deliver  it  to  Missouri,  that  if  the 
respondent  roads  had  been  disposed  to  reciprocate  the  favors  they  have  re- 
ceived from  Kansas,  and  employ  their  energies  in  the  establishment  of  in- 
dustries on  this  side  of  the  line,  instead  of  incumbering  vast  tracts  of  land 
with  their  yards,  and  forcing  such  industries  across  the  line  into  another 
state,  their  criticism  of  the  skimming  act  would  possess  greater  force. 
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In  considering  this  question,  we  have  concluded  that  the  general  route 
choeen  by  complainant  is  the  only  practicable  one,  in  the  existing  situation 
of  the  tracks  and  yards  of  the  respondent  companies.  To  keep  back  of 
Armstrong,  and  cross  the  Union  Pacific  west  of  the  yards  of  that  company 
and  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific,  would  be  to  defeat  the  very  pur- 
po0e  of  the  company  in  building  a  road,  viz.,  to  reach  the  packing  houses  of 
Armourdale  and  allied  industries. 

Also,  an  under  crossing  is  impracticable,  for  the  reason  that  the  tracks 
would  be  submerged  by  the  river  several  months  in  the  year. 

This  brings  us  to  the  conclusion  that  the  crossing  must  either  be  at  grade 
or  overhead. 

In  order  to  construct  an  overhead  crossing  with  the  canal  clearance,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  establish  a  grade  of  1}  per  cent,  for  a  distance  of 
about  1,500  feet  on  each  side  of  the  bridge  that  would  be  necessary  to  span 
the  tracks,  as  an  approach  to  the  same.  Near  the  foot  of  this  grade  at  the 
north  is  one  of  the  principal  thoroughfares  of  Kansas  City,  Kas.,  crossing 
at  right  angles,  and  near  the  foot  of  the  one  on  the  south  is  another,  scarcely 
less  important,  with  a  street-car  line  in  the  middle. 

The  safety  of  the  public  and  of  railway  employes  and  the  avoidance  of 
any  unusual  or  unnecessary  peril  in  the  operation  of  these  roads  must  be 
the  paramount  consideration.  A  mere  question  of  pecuniary  cost  should 
not  control  the  determination  of  a  matter  of  so  much  importance,  but,  other 
considerations  being  equal,  it  should  do  so,  and  no  unnecessary  hardships 
should  be  imposed  upon  the  crossing  company.  Every  railroad  company, 
in  accepting  its  charter,  assumes  the  liability  of  having  its  line  crossed 
wherever  the  demands  of  business  require,  with  attendant  inconveniences, 
delays,  and  hardships. 

We  believe  that  the  peril  to  life  and  limb  would  be  equally  as  great, 
considering  the  accidents  likely  to  occur  at  the  foot  of  the  proposed  grades, 
as  at  a  grade  crossing  with  these  countervailing  perils  eliminated  from  the 
calculation.  If  the  road  crosses  at  grade,  the  track  of  complainant's  road 
will  be  practically  level,  and  there  will  be  no  danger  of  trains  breaking  in 
two  and  crashing  into  streets  filled  with  unprotected  people. 

For  the  purpose  of  comparison,  the  crossings  at  Mulberry  street  and 
Gillis  street,  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  East  St.  Louis,  Sixteenth  street,  Chicago, 
and  other  busy  places,  were  cited,  and  testimony  introduced  as  to  the  num- 
ber of  trains,  teams  and  pedestrians  passing  these  points  daily. 

The  first  of  these  is  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  at  an  exceptionally  danger- 
ous place.  Many  hundreds  of  trains  and  thousands  of  vehicles  and  pedes- 
trians pass  with  reasonable  safety,  however,  and  the  only  protection  is  a 
flagman. 

The  number  of  passenger  trains  passing  the  Gillis  street  crossing  daily 
is  more  than  twice  that  of  the  number  passing  the  point  of  proposed  cross- 
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ing,  and  yet  there  is  uot  so  much  as  a  flagman  stationed  there  as  a  protec- 
tion to  the  public. 

Mr.  Law,  in  charge  of  the  Chicago  Railway  Transfer  Association,  an 
association  consisting  of  22  railroads  entering  Chicago,  testified  that  Six- 
teenth street  crossing  in  that  city  was  the  busiest  crossing  in  the  world,  and, 
although  at  grade,  accidents  seldom  occur. 

While  it  is  true  that  nearly  all  the  witnesses  for  respondents  testified 
that  a  grade  crossing  was  impracticable  at  this  point,  yet,  upon  cross  exam- 
ination, they  were  compelled  to  admit  that  grade  crossings  were  operated 
in  all  parts  of  the  country  with  comparative  safety. 

It  was  also  shown  in  evidence,  that  while  the  tendency  of  the  times  is  to- 
ward over  or  under  crossings  and  against  grade  crossings  in  the  country,, 
where  they  would  seriously  interfere  with  the  speed  of  the  trains,  yet  there 
are  few  or  none  other  than  grade  crossings  in  the  large  cities,  and  only 
where  the  topography  of  the  country  demands  it.  The  reason  is  obvious. 
The  roads  have  a  common  interest  in  the  interchange  of  business,  which  can 
better  be  accomplished  with  the  tracks  at  grade  than  otherwise.  Hence,  in 
St.  Louis,  Indianapolis,  Chicago,  and  elsewhere,  grade  crossings  are  the  rule 
and  over  and  under  crossings  the  rare  exceptions.  These  are  being  oper- 
ated with  comparative  safety;  and  the  same  may  be  said  of  the  proposed 
crossing,  when  it  shall  be  established,  if  due  diligence  is  exercised. 

An  overhead  crossing  at  this  point  would  not,  in  all  probability,  dimin- 
ish the  peril  of  life  and  property,  if  the  three  crossings  are  to  be  taken  into 
the  account,  while,  at  the  same  time,  it  would  not  only  greatly  increase 
the  expense  to  the  crossing  company,  but  would  in  effect  render  its  line 
worthless.  True,  it  was  shown  that  much  greater  grades  existed  on  another 
part  of  the  line,  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  greater  part  of  the 
freight  traffic  likely  to  be  done  by  this  road  would  not  have  to  be  hauled 
over  these  heavier  grades.  The  elevators,  mills,  manufactories,  etc.,  are  in 
the  bottoms  and  not  on  the  hill.  An  overhead  crossing  at  the  point  in 
controversy  would  raise  an  obstacle  to  the  expeditious,  profitable  and  safe 
handling  of  business  of  such  magnitude  as  would  almost  defeat  the  object 
of  the  existence  of  the  road  and  make  connections  with  other  roads  difficult, 
if  not  impracticable. 

We  think  the  interests  of  the  state  demand  the  construction  of  this  road, 
and  that  no  obstacle  should  be  unnecessarily  placed  in  its  way.  Terminal 
lines  are  regarded  as  necessary  features  of  every  commercial  center,  and  the 
experience  of  the  past  season  has  demonstrated  the  necessity  for  one  in  the 
locality  where  the  Union  Terminal  is  being  built. 

We  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  prayer  of  the  petitions  should 
be  granted,  and  it  is  ordered  that  the  Union  Terminal  Railroad  Company 
be  and  is  hereby  granted  the  right  to  cross  the  tracks  and  rights  of  way  of 
respondent  Union  Pacific  and  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  Companies  at  the 
grade  and  point  near  the  west  end  of  the  Kansas  river  bridge,  in  Kansas 
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City,  Kas.,  as  near  the  surveyed  line  as  possible,  as  prayed  for  in  complain- 
EDt's  petitions,  on  the  following  terms  and  conditions,  viz. : 

The  crossing  company  is  to  be  to  all  expense  of  putting  in  and  maintain- 
ing the  crossing  frogs  and  tracks,  and  is  to  occupy  only  sufficient  of  respond- 
ente-  tracks  and  rights  of  way  for  a  single  track  of  road. 

Whenever  a  second  bridge  shall  be  built  for  the  use  of  the  Missouri  Pa- 
cific Company,  referred  to  as  being  in  contemplation,  the  complainant  com- 
pany shall  provide,  at  its  own  expense,  put  in  place,  and  maintain,  crossing 
frogs  and  tracks  for  the  use  of  the  said  additional  bridge. 

The  complainant  company  shall  bear  one-half  the  expense  of  the  flag, 
man  at  said  crossings  necessary  to  properly  protect  the  same,  and  the  re- 
spondent companies  shall  bear  the  expense  of  the  other  half. 

The  complainant  company  shall  pay  to  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
pany, for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  its  right  of  way,  as  before  stated,  the  sunk 
of  $500. 

The  complainant  company  shall  pay  to  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway 
Company,  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of  its  right  of  way,  as  stated,  the  sum. 
of  $750. 

The  complainant  company  shall  pay  to  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pa- 
cific Railway  Company,  for  damage  to  it  as  leaseholder,  the  sum  of  $1. 

And  the  complainant  company  shall  be  permitted  to  connect  its  main 
track  with  the  yard  tracks  of  respondent  roads  substantially  as  prayed  for 
in  the  petitions.  By  the  Board.

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3.  Said  decision  is  unjust,  and  in  the  highest  degree  detrimental  to  the 
interests  of  the  respondent. 

4.  Said  decision  is  inequitable,  and  there  is  no  adequate  remedy  bj  an 
action  at  law  for  damages. 

5.  Said  decision,  if  carried  out,  would  be  very  injurious  to  the  public,  in 
the  delays  which  would  be  caused  in  the  transportation  of  passengers,  live 
stock,  merchandise,  express  matter,  and  the  United  States  mails. 

6.  Said  decision,  if  carried  out,  would  subject  the  traveling  public  and 
the  employ^  of  the  railroad  to  great  and  constant  dangers  from  collisions 
of  the  trains,  more  than  700  of  which  cross  the  bridge  daily. 

7.  An  overhead  crossing  by  the  petitioner  would  be  entirely  practicable, 
and  could  be  constructed  at  small  expense,  and  the  same  would  be  more 
economical  than  a  crossing  at  grade ;  and  by  such  an  overhead  crossing  the 
delays  and  dangers  referred  to  in  paragraphs  5  and  6  would  be  avoided. 

8.  Said  decision  has  not  been  acted  upon,  and  an  overhead  crossing 
would  cost  the  petitioner  no  more  now  than  it  would  have  done  at  the  time 
of  the  first  hearing. 

9.  Said  decision  was  wholly  unjustifiable  and  wrongful  upon  the  evidence 
presented,  but  since  the  former  hearing  the  respondent  has  learned  of  addi- 
tional evidence  in  its  favor,  which  it  could  produce  at  a  rehearing,  if  or- 
dered. 

10.  Other  and  additional  considerations  will  appear  upon  the  hearing.

DECISION. 

The  above-entitled  ca^e  was  filed  in  this  office  on  the  2d  day  of  July, 
1892,  and  was  at  once  referred  to  the  respondent  company. 

The  complainants  aver  that,  about  the  30th  of  June  last,  the  company 
removed  the  telegraph  operator  from  the  station  of  Seely,  on  the  respond- 
ent's line  in  Cowley  county,  to  the  great  inconvenience  and  detriment  of 
the  citizens  of  the  place  and  the  surrounding  country. 

The  company,  while  admitting  the  fact  of  the  removal  of  the  operator  as 
alleged,  deny  that  the  effect  was  as  is  stated  in  the  petition,  and  state  that 
the  service  demanded  at  the  station  had  long  been  maintained  at  a  loss,  and 
that  the  actual  receipts  from  telegraph  service  amounted  to  much  less  than 
sufficient  to  pay  the  difference  between  the  present  service  and  the  salary 
of  an  operator. 

A  hearing  was  held  on  the  ground  by  the  Board,  on  the  14th  day  of  De- 
cember, 1892,  where  both  the  complainants  and  the  respondeat  company 
were  represented. 

From  the  evidence  adduced  at  that  time,  a  part  of  which  is  on  file  iu  this 
office,  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  .that  the  respondent  company  could  not 
consistently  at  this  time  be  required  to  furnish  the  service  as  demanded,  by 
reason  of  the  exceedingly  meager  earnings  of  the  office. 

The  petition  must  therefore  be  denied.  By  the  Board.

This  is  a  petition  numerously  signed  by  the  citizens  of  Kingman  county 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  station  of  Calista,  on  the  line  of  respondent's  road, 
asking  that  a  telegraph  operator  be  employed  at  that  station.  The  petition 
states  the  distance  from  Kingman  to  Cunningham  to  be  18  miles,  Calista 
being  an  intermediate  point;  that  the  company  already  has  an  agent  at  this 
point,  and  that  the  receipts  of  the  company  would  be  increased  by  the  em- 
ployment of  a  telegraph  operator  sufficiently  to  meet  the  increased  expense^ 
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and  that  the  business  interests  of  the  community  would  be  greatly  inhanoed 
in  addition. 

ft 

The  petition  was  referred  to  the  company  on  the  7th  of  July  last,  and 
on  the  27th  reply  was  made  that  the  experiment  had  been  tried,  and  an  op- 
erator at  Calista  had  been  found  to  be  unprofitable. 

A  hearing  of  the  case  was  had  at  Calista,  on  the  13th  day  of  December, 
at  which  both  sides  to  the  controversy  were  represented.  At  this  hearing 
the  citizens  stated  it  to  be  their  opinion  that  business  would  be  benefited 
by  the  employment  of  a  telegraph  operator.  Their  statements  were  general 
in  character,  and  by  no  means  conclusive,  the  idea  being  that  anything  the 
company  could  do  to  encourage  trade  should  be  tried  as  an  experiment, 
without  regard  to  the  results  of  experience  or  the  hope  of  immediate  re- 
tarns. 

Calista  is  a  hamlet  of  half  a  dozen  houses,  all  told,  in  the  valley  of  the 
Ninnescah  river,  and,  to  all  appearances,  in  a  thinly-settled  portion  of  the 
county.  The  population  of  the  entire  township  is  reported  as  being  340 
souls. 

There  is  no  mill,  elevator,  grain  house  or  kindred  industry  in  the  village 
of  Calista.  Some  grain  and  a  few  car  loads  of  live  stock  are  shipped,  and 
the  orders  for  cars  have  to  be  given  to  the  conductor  or  sent  by  mail.  This 
seems  to  be  the  principal  occasion  for  an  operator.  Another  reason  sug- 
gested was,  that  if  a  person  should  die  at  that  point,  there  would  be  no  ex- 
peditious way  to  communicate  the  fact. 

The  company  has  built  a  large  depot,  a  side  track  of  35  cars  capacity, 
stock  yards,  etc.  A  capable  young  man  is  agent,  aud  is  constantly  on  duty 
during  business  hours.  He  is  a  cripple,  and  is  learning  railroad  business 
and  telegraphy  as  a  means  of  earning  a  livelihood.  He  is  using  telegraph 
instruments  daily,  bui  the  company  does  not  yet  regard  him  as  sufficiently 
expert  to  become  responsible  for  this  part  of  the  business.  However,  the 
receiving  and  delivery  of  freight  and  express  is  attended  to  as  well  as  if 
the  office  were  supplied  with  full  station  facilities,  except  as  noted. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  facilities  are  sufficient  for  the 
uses  of  the  station,  and  so  find  and  decide.  By  the  Board.

DECISION. 

The  aboveentitled  case  was  made  of  record  in  this  office  December  20, 
1889. 

The  petition  recites  that  the  complainants  are  proprietors  of  the  Clifton 
elevator,  situated  on  the  track  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific,  in  the 
town  of  Clifton ;  that  they  have  facilities  for  receiving  and  loading  from  25 
to  50  cars  daily,  but  have  been  and  are  greatly  embarrassed  in  regard  to 
shipping  by  reason  of  lack  of  cars  and  facilities  for  reaching  the  best  mar 
kets.  It  further  recites,  that  the  Union  Pacific  track  runs  parallel  with  that 
of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  through  the  town  of  Clifton  and  but 
a  short  distance  from  that  road,  and  that  a  connection  is  not  only  practica- 
ble but  could  be  inexpensively  constructed,  and  would  be  of  a  great  benefit 
to  complainants  and  the  public. 

Wherefore  such  track  connection  is  asked  for  and  an  order  of  this  Board 
directed  to  respondent  companies  requiring  them  to  provide  the  same  with- 
out unreasonable  delay. 

The  petition  was  at  once  referred  to  respondents,  and  on  the  7th  of  Jan- 
uary, 1890,  the  Union  Pacific  replied,  through  its  general  superintendent, 
J.  O.  Brinkerhofif,  that  there  appeared  to  be  no  necessity  for  a  connection, 
and  further,  that  his  company  had  found  itself  unable  to  supply  the  demand 
for  cars  at  Clifton  under  existing  conditions. 

On  the  day  following,  the  Board  wrote  to  complainants  that  we  did  deem 

the  necessity  sufficient  to  justify  us  in  requiring  the  roads  to  incur  the  ex- 
pense. 

On  the  13th  of  January,  1890,  the  complainants  informed  us  that  they 
desired  the  matter  deferred  for  the  time  being,  and  until  further  advised  us. 
This  was  accordingly  done. 

On  the  28th  day  of  August,  1892,  we  received  a  communication  from 
complainants  reviving  the  petition,  and  stating  that  their  action  in  deferring 
the  matter  was  occasioned  by  an  agreement  between  themselves  and  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Company  by  which  assurances 
of  better  services  were  secured ;  but  that  a  reasonable  length  of  time  having 
elapsed  for  said  promises  to  be  redeemed,  and  the  company  still  being  in  de- 
fault thereof,  and  complainants  sufiTering  greatly  in  consequence,  the  appli- 
cation was  renewed. 

The  complainants  state  that  their  elevator  and  coal  bins  being  on  the 
track  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific,  they  are  compelled  when  us- 
ing the  Union  Pacific  line  to  haul  grain  from  their  elevator  to  the  cars  of 
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that  company  and  coal  from  the  road  to  their  bins,  which  practice  results  in 
great  delay,  expense,  and  waste. 

To  this  second  application,  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  replied 
that  such  a  connection  would  be  of  no  practical  value  to  the  public. 

The  Union  Pacific  replied  that  their  company  would  make  no  objection. 

On  the  19th  of  December,  the  Board  visited  Clifton,  and  made  a  personal 
examination  of  the  situation  and  heard  statements  of  representatives  of  all 
parties  in  interest. 

Clifton  is  one  of  the  most  important  shipping  points  for  the  northern 
part  of  Clay  and  southern  part  of  Washington  counties.  It  is  supplied 
with  three  railroads,  the  Central  Branch  of  the  Union  Pacific,  Missouri  Pa- 
cific, lessee,  and  the  two  respondent  roads  in  this  case.  The  latter  run 
parallel  through  the  town  and  but  a  short  distance  apart,  as  has  been 
stated. 

The  free  interchange  of  business  between  lines  of  road  serving  the  same 
town  is  one  of  the  prime  reasons  for  their  existence,  and  should  be  accorded 
at  points  where  a  large  volume  of  business  concentrates  and  where  there  are 
no  serious  obstacles  to  construction  and  safe  operation  of  connecting  tracks, 
this  for  the  benefit  of  patrons,  who  are  entitled  to  all  the  shipping  facilities 
the  circumstances  afford,  and  for  the  natural  advantages  of  the  roads  as 
well.  We  have  not  hesitated  to  withhold  our  approval  of  proposed  connec- 
tions where  the  probable  business  did  not  seem  to  warrant  such  improv- 
ments,  or  at  points  manifestly  unsuited  by  reason  of  the  expense  involved 
or  the  impracticable  manner  of  their  operation  if  constructed.  At  the  same 
time,  we  believe  in  as  near  an  approach  to  a  unification  of  the  various  rail- 
roads of  the  state  into  a  common  public  servant  as  the  conditions  will  war- 
rant. In  order  to  accomplish  this,  it  should  be  practicable  for  the  products 
of  an  industry  located  on  one  line  of  road,  without  unreasonable  delay  and 
at  the  minimum  of  cost  consistent  with  the  rights  of  the  carrying  compa- 
nies. No  industry  should  be  compelled  to  patronize  certain  roads  and  mar- 
kets and  deprived  of  the  benefit  of  others  at  their  very  doors,  in  order  to 
save  to  the  roads  a  trifling  expense  necessary  to  properly  equip  their  systems 
for  the  full  discharge  of  their  obligations  to  the  public.  In  this  connection, 
it  is  proper  to  refer  to  the  fact  that  this  Board  has  not  only  deemed  con- 
necting tracks  at  important  stations,  and  where  conditions  would  admit  of 
the  same,  as  necessary  features  of  railroads,  but  has  repeatedly  appealed  for 
power  and  authority  to  require  the  roads,  in  cases  where  it  seemed  necessary 
to  respond  to  a  public  demand,  to  make  joint  rates  with  each  other,  in  or- 
der to  more  fully  accomplish  the  unification  suggested  above. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts,  we  deem  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners  reasonable 
and  just,  and  think  the  same  should  be  granted. 

The  respondent  roads  are  therefore  directed  to  construct  a  connecting 
track  between  their  lines,  in  the  town  of  Clifton,  so  as  to  freely  admit  of 
the  transfer  of  cars  from  one  road  to  the  other  under  existing  rules  and 
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regulations,  and  have  the  same  completed  and  in  operation  on  or  before  th& 
let  day  of  May  next.  By  the  Board.

DECISION. 

This  is  a  case  wherein  the  complainant,  a  resident  of  Hartland,  alleges 
great  inconvenience  to  the  people  of  that  town  by  reason  of  their  being  un- 
able to  leave  it  upon  more  than  one  passenger  train  daily.  He  therefore 
asks  that  the  '*  midnight  train  "  be  required  to  stop  at  Hartland. 

An  examination  of  the  facts  shows  that  Hartland  now  has  the  following 
facilities  for  traveling,  viz. : 

Westbound. 
Train  No.    1 3:47  a.  m. 

Train  No.  43 10:36     " 

Train  No.    7 3: 46  p.  m. 

Eastbound. 
Train  No.    8 11:14  a.m. 

Train  No.  44 2: 16  p.  m. 

Trains  numbered  43  and  44  are  local  freights,  carrying  passengers;  all 
the  others  are  first-class  passenger  trains. 

It  will  be  observed  that,  with  one  exception,  all  these  trains  arrive  in  the 
day  and  at  reasonable  hours  for  business.  No.  4,  the  train  sought  to  have 
stopped,  passes  Hartland  at  12: 16  a.  m. 

It  is  true  Hartland  is  a  county  seat.  So  are  Ingalls  and  Syracuse  county 
seats,  and  yet  No.  4  does  not  stop  at  either  of  these  towns,  and  the  trains- 
just  named  which  do  stop  arrive  at  less  favorable  hours  for  business  than 
at  Hartland ;  but,  if  this  were  not  the  case,  we  should  be  reluctant  to  in- 
terfere in  the  schedule  of  these  trains.  It  is  quite  unreasonable  for  a  town 
to  set  up  a  charge  of  discrimination  because  it  does  not  get  all  that  some 
other  town  gets.  Circumatances  alter  cases.  What  a  town  has  a  right  to 
demand  of  a  railroad  company  is  reasonable  service;  and,  in  determining  the 
question  of  reasonableness,  the  patronage  of  the  town  must  be  taken  into  the 
account.  It  would  be  as  unreasonable  to  require  these  limited  trains,  cal- 
culated for  the  accommodation  of  through  travel,  to  stop  at  a  small  town 
like  Hartland,  as  it  would  be  to  require  the  people  of  Hartland  to  depend 
entirely  upon  the  way  freights  for  traveling. 

Limited  trains  are  recognized  as  a  necessity  of  modern  travel  and  civili- 
zation.    The  multiplication  of  roads,  the  growth  of  cities,  the  demands  of

trade,  all  require  speed  and  expedition  in  business.  Even  at  the  highest 
possible  rate  of  speed,  the  public  is  impatient  at  the  expenditure  of  time, 
incident  to  going  from  one  city  to  another. 

We  have  often  stated,  and  now  repeat,  that  we  have  no  disposition  to 
abolish  these  fast  trains,  which  would  be  the  effect  of  requiring  them  to  stop 
^t  all  small  stations. 

The  petition  is  denied.  By  the  Board.

STATEMENT  OF  CASE. 

The  complainant  avers  that  the  depot  provided  by  the  respondent  at 
Hamilton  station,  in  said  Janesville  township,  is  inadequate  to  meet  the 
business  requirements  of  passenger  and  freight  traffic;  that  the  patrons  of 
the  railway  company  are  forced  to  submit  to  personal  inconvenience  and 
serious  loss  and  cost  in  property  delivered  and  received  at  said  station,  by 
reason  of  a  failure  and  refusal  of  the  respondent  company  to  meet  its  just 
and  reasonable  obligations  to  the  public  by  the  construction  and  mainte- 
nance of  better  station  facilities. 

The  respondent  company  meets  those  allegations  with  a  general  denial, 
in  which  it  admits  that  the  depot  building  is  old  and  unsightly,  but  ade- 
quate to  meet  the  necessities  of  the  service.  It  sets  up  that  all  other  facili- 
ties are  very  complete — stock  yards,  section  house,  etc. — closing  with  the 
opinion  that  on  examination  this  commission  will  "  concede  that  if  the  com- 
pany had  money  to  expend  in  the  increasing  of  its  station  fiicilities,  that 
many  places  could  be  found  where  the  expenditure  would  be  better  justified 
than  at  Hamilton." 

HEARING. 

Friday,  April  14,  1893,  was  fixed  as  the  date  of  a  hearing  and  investiga- 
tion of  the  matters  in  controversy  at  Hamilton,  of  which  parties  litigant 
were  duly  notified,  and  at  which  they  were  both  represented. 

The  depot  building  was  found  to  be  a  low,  long  and  narrow  structure, 
having  in  appearance  or  arrangement  of  rooms  none  of  the  distinctive  char- 
acteristics of  a  building  constructed  for  such  use.  Several  merchants  and 
shippers  and  the  company's  station  agent  were  sworn,  and  each  testified  sub- 
stantially that  the  storage  rooms  were  inadequate  to  receive  merchandise  in 
store  for  a  single  night;  that  in  case  of  receipt  during  a  storm,  or  when 
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draymen  could  not  make  immediate  delivery  of  goods  received,  thej  had  to 
be  put  into  the  paesenger  waiting  room  often,  and  in  several  instances  could 
not  be  got  under  cover  at  all,  and  had  been  damaged  by  storms,  for  which 
claims  were  pending  against  the  company.  The  testimony  of  Agent  B^h- 
man  was  more  than  corroborative  of  that  of  citizens;  it  sustained  thero  in 
every  particular,  and  left  no  room  for  doubt  as  to  the  truth  of  the  facts  set 
up  in  the  complaint. 

DECISION. 

The  Commission  finds  and  decides:  That  the  allegations  of  the  complaint 
are  fully  sustained  by  examination  and  evidence  in  the  hearing,  and  that 
the  respondent  company  is  justly  and  reasonably  bound  to  construct  a  new 
depot  building,  on  the  site  of  the  present  one,  to  be  in  size  and  style  not 
inferior  to  the  standard  of  said  company  in  current  construction,  and  at 
least  equal  in  every  respect  to  its  depot  building  now  in  use  at  Olpe  station, 
on  the  same  line;  such  depot  building  to  be  completed  and  open  for  use 
on  or  before  September  1,  1893.  By  Order  of  the  Board.

STATEMENT   OF   THE   CASE. 

The  complainant  in  this  case  sets  up  as  a  cause  of  action,  that  the  re- 
spondent company,  in  constructing  its  line  across  his  farm,  at  a  point  about 
BIX  (6)  miles  north  of  the  city  of  Wichita,  raised  an  embankment  for  the 
support  of  its  track,  which  said  embankment  crossed  the  natural  line  of 
water  shed  and  turned  it  through  a  waterway  onto  the  farm,  at  a  point 
and  in  such  augmented  volume  as  to  Work  serious  and  permanent  impair- 
ment to  that  portion  of  the  complainant's  farm  made  subject  to  this  diverted 
and  unnatural  water  flow. 

Complainant 'alleges  further:  That  the  respondent  excavated  borrow  pits 
along  its  line  for  material  to  construct  said  embankment,  and  in  doing  this 
failed  to  open  a  continuous  trench  or  ditch,  but  sunk  holes,  disconnected  by 
spaces  of  unmoved  earth  between  them,  thereby  causing  the  pent-up  water 
in  these  excavations  to  be  retained  in  them,  and  to  become  offensive  to  the 
senses  and  injurious  to  the  health  of  complainant' and  his  family  when  domi- 
ciled in  their  residence  near  by. 

It  is  alleged  that  the  chief  damage  complained  of  could  be  remedied  by 
the  respondent  company  by  ditching  on  the  respective  sides  of  their  grade 
bank,  to  the  creek  beds  passing  under  the  railway  track  north  and  south  of 
the  culvert  through  which  the  water  is  compelled  to  find  its  way  in  the  ab- 
sence of  such  ditches;  and  that  the  respondent  company  has  and  still  re- 
fuses to  do  this  reasonable  and  just  work  to  restore  to  the  complainant,  as 
nearly  as  .possible,  the  protection  of  natural  drainage  which,  it  is  alleged, 
has  been  interfered  with  by  its  construction  of  the  railway  embankment. 

The  respondent  company,  for  answer,  sets  up  that  the  natural  drainage 
of  the  land  is  from  northeast  to  southwest,  and  directly  across  the  lands  of 
the  complainant,  and  that  the  grade  line  of  the  railroad  cuts  the  plane  of 
this  natural  drainage  at  nearly  a  right  angle  with  the  waterways,  bridges, 
and  culverts,  for  the  passage  of  water  in  its  natural  direction,  and  that  this 
embankment  with  such  water  passages  can  in  no  manner  affect  to  increase 
the  water  upon  the  premises  or  about  the  residence,  as  alleged,  for  the  rea- 
son that  such  inundated  land  and  premises  are  below  the  natural  level  upon 
which  the  roadbed  is  raised. 

The  respondent  further  sets  up,  that  the  "borrow-pit  ditches  are  con- 
structed in  the  best  possible  manner,  and  lead  the  water  toward  the  natural 
channels  or  depressions  in  the  ground."  In  support  of  this,  a  tracing  of  a 
topographical  map,  showing  the  relative  elevations  in  the  natural  surface, 
and  of  the  grade,  over  the  entire  area  involved  in  the  controversy. 
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HEARING. 

A  hearing  of  the  case,  od  the  ground,  was  arranged  for  April  14,  at 
which  both  complainant  and  respondent  were  represented.    A  careful  ex- 
amination and  comparison  of  statement  and  dates  disclosed  the  fbllowiog 
facts: 

Fird:  That  the  construction  of  the  railroad  embankment  did  result  in 
gathering  water  from  the  place  on  the  northwest  and  sending  it  through 
the  culvert  in  a  larger  volume  than  if  allowed  to  flow  upon  the  unbroken 
surface,  as  it  did  originally. 

See(md,  That  the  borrow-pit  ditches  were  not  continuous  and  on  a  plane 
coincident  with  the  natural  plane  from  the  surface  of  the  depression  on  the 
west  side  of  the  enbankment  north  from  the  culvert  to  the  bridge  opening, 
nor  on  the  east  side  of  it  south  to  the  bridge  over  Chisholm  creek,  the  near- 
est natural  waterway  under  the  railroad  in  that  direction. 

Thirdf  That  the  statement  of  the  respondent,  that "  the  borrow-pit  ditches 
are  constructed  in  the  best  manner  possible,  and  lead  the  ^ater  towar<j[  the 
natural  channels  or  depressions  in  the  ground,"  was  not  sustained  by  the 
facts,  but  the  allegation  of  the  complainant,  that  only  disconnected  pits, 
instead  of  continuous  borrow  pits,  was  the  true  condition. 

Fourth^  That  much  of  the  trouble  complained  of  as  due  to  the  construc- 
tion of  the  railway  arises  from  the  natural  conformation  of  the  country, 
and  must  have  existed  bad  the  railroad  never  been  built. 

FiJIh^  That  the  complainant  may  justly  demand  the  restoration  of  natural 
conditions  by  the  respondent  company,  to  the  extent  of  opening  continuous 
borrow-pit  ditches  on  either  side  of  the  railroad  grade,  where  the  natural 
and  uniform  grade  at  the  base  line  of  such  ditch  or  ditches  will  turn  water 
now  flowing  through  the  culvert  to  the  natural  drainage  at  bridge  20  on 
the  north,  or  Chisholm  creek  on  the  south. 

DECISION. 

The  Commission,  in  view  of  all  the  facts  and  conditions,  finds  and  de- 
cides for  the  complainant,  to  the  extent  that  the  respondent  shall,  on  or 
before  July  30,  1893,  cause  the  ditching  to  be  done  in  extent  and  manner 
•described  in  the  last  (fifth)  finding  hereinabove  written.

This  case  was  brought  by  the  citizens  of  Wichita  couaty,  through  their 

i  attorneys,  Messrs.  Bradford  &  Huron,  of  Topeka,  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
pelling the  respondent  company  to  keep  their  depot  at  the  station  of 
Halcyon  open  to  the  public  at  train  times,  and  to  replace  the  platform  and 
water-closet  that  had  been  removed. 

^  The  complaint  was  referred  to  the  respondent  company,  which  made  an- 

swer upon  January  26,  to  the  effect  that  the  agent  had  been  instructed  to 

[*       look  after  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  public,  and  arrangements  had 

^       been  made  for  the  construction  of  a  cinder  platform  with  retaining  planks, 

^        also  for  the  replacement  of  the  removed  water-closet. 

I  This  answer  was  referred  to  the  complainants,  who  replied,  stating,  in 

I  substance,  that  they  would  not  be  satisfied  without  a  full  compliance  with 
their  demands. 

The  Board  set  the  12th  day  of  April,  1893,  for  a  hearing  on  the  ground. 
At  this  time  the  following  facts  were  found  to  exist :  At  the  station  of  Hal- 
cyon there  is  but  one  house,  used  as  a  dwelling  and  store  combined.  Aside 
from  this  the  only  buildings  are  the  depots  of  the  Atchison,  Topeka  & 
Santa  F6  and  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  Companies,  both  being  occupied  as 
dwellings  by  their  respective  agents.  It  was  found  that  the  platform  com- 
plained of  was  constructed  in  a  substantial  manner,  and  of  sufficient  height, 
width  and  length  to  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  public;  that  the  water- 
closet  was  a  commodious  structure,  of  a  very  presentable  appearance,  and, 
judging  from  the  business  likely  to  accrue  to  the  station,  as  indicated  by 
the  sparsely-settled  country  surrounding,  would  be  solely  used  by  the  fam- 
ily of  the  agent,  yet  was  at  all  times  accessible  to  the  public. 

Id  view  of  the  facts  found  to  exist,  the  Board   finds  and  decides  that 
there  is  not  at  this  time  reasonable  cause  for  complaint.

DECISION. 

The  complainant  in  this  case,  Mr.  Thomas  Curren,  township  trustee,  al- 
leges as  follows : 

"  The  railroad  station  at  Arma  post  office,  Crawford  county,  was  closed 
December  22.  The  citizens  question  the  motive  of  the  company  in  closing 
the  depot,  and  earnestly  request  that  it  be  reopened.  .  .  .  The  name  of 
the  station  is  Rust." 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  was  a  petition  filed,  signed  Albert  Keck 
and  49  other  citizens  of  Washington  and  Lincoln  townships,  praying  for 
the  reopening  of  the  depot,  with  full  station  facilities. 

These  complaints  were  referred  to  the  respondent  company,  which  made 
answer  through  their  assistant  general  manager,  Mr.  Geo.  C.  Smith,  as  foU 
laws : 

''The  business  at  Rust  station  did  not  justify  the  continued  employment 
of  an  agent  at  that  point.  .  .  .  The  fact  further  appears,  that  the  pres- 
ence of  an  agent  at  Rust  is  not  essential  to  the  shipment  of  freight  from 
there,  but  that  coal  and  other  freight  is  now  being,  and  has,  since  the  re- 
moval of  the  agent,  been  shipped  from  there.  I  am  advised  that  Mr.  G.  H. 
Hoisington,  who  seems  to  be  the  principal  complainant,  was  formerly  an 
,  agent  of  the  company  at  Rust  station,  receiving  a  salary  of  810  per  month 
and  10  per  cent,  on  ticket  sales.  This  amount  did  not  seem  to  satisfy  him, 
and  he  advised  our  division  superintendent  that  he  did  not  have  time  to 
take  care  of  the  station,  but  that  his  place  should  be  filled  by  some  one  else. 
Subsequently,  as  I  am  informed,  he  proposed  to  continue  in  the  service  of 
the  company  if  paid  $1.50  per  day,  or  845  per  month.  This  proposition 
was  not  agreed  to  by  the  company,  but  the  station  was  made  a  telegraph 
station,  and  an  operator  put  there,  at  the  same  salary  as  that  demanded  by 
Mr.  Hoisington.  ...  It  was  soon  demonstrated  that  there  was  not 
enough  business  to  justify  the  keeping  of  an  agent  there,  .  .  .  and  the 
station  was  closed." 

After  due  notice,  a  hearing  was  held  by  the  Board  on  the  ground,  on  the 
15th  day  of  April,  1893,  when  the  following  facts  were  elicited : 

That  Rust  station  is  situated  in  the  midst  of  a  well-settled  and  prosper- 
ous agricultural  and  mining  country;  that  there  were  shipped  from  that 
point  during  the  past  year,  as  stated  by  the  complaining  citizens,  6  cars  of 
stock,  5  cars  of  wheat,  and  40  cars  of  hay  by  one  shipper;  by  another,  22 
cars  of  coal ;  in  addition,  a  number  of  shipments  of  hay  and  coal  by  other 
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parties,  the  exact  amount  of  which  we  were  unable  to  ascertain ;  also,  that 
there  were  occasional  shipments  of  merchandise. 

It  was  found  that  the  respondent  company  had  erected  a  commodious 
depot  building,  with  ticket  office,  waiting  room,  and  freight  house;  that 
there  were  good  and  sufficient  stock  pens,  chute  for  loading  purposes,  and 
ample  side  tracks ;  that  the  windows  of  the  depot  building  were  boarded 
up,  the  doors  locked,  and  the  building  inaccessible  to  the  public. 

At  the  hearing,  the  respondent  company  was  not  represented  by  an  au- 
thorized agent,  by  reason  of  a  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the  Board 
of  the  time  at  which  the  respondent  company's  train-  arrived  at  the  station 
of  Rust,  caused  by  a  recent  change  in  the  time  card,  of  which  the  Board 
had  not  been  advised.  As  a  consequence,  the  train  arrived  two  hours  ear- 
lier than  time  set  for  hearing.  The  Board  continued  their  journey  upon 
the  same  train  they  arrived  on,  and  met  the  division  superintendent  at  Min- 
den,  who  was  advised  that  10  days  would  be  given  his  company  to  reply  to 
the  statements  of  the  citizens  and  file  a  report  of  the  business  transacted 
at  the  station  in  controversy.  * 

No  reply  having  been  received,  and  the  reasons  set  forth  in  the  answer 
of  the  assistant  general  manager  not  being  deemed  sufficient  to  controvert 
the  testimony  offered,  the  Board  finds  and  decides  that  the  respondent  com- 
pany shall,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  June,  1893,  place  an  agent  at  the 
station  of  Bust,  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the  business  offered,  and  that 
the  depot  building  be  reopened  for  the  accommodation  and  convenience  of 
the  public.  By  the  Board.

This  is  an  application  on  the  part  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  Com- 
paoy  for  permission  to  discontinue  station  agent  at  the  station  of  Rust,  io 
Crawford  countv. 

Since  the  station  was  established  a  new  town  has  started  and  a  new  sta- 
tion opened  at  Yale,  five  miles  south  of  Rust.  There  is  also  a  station  at 
Englevale,  four  miles  north  of  Rust.  The  opening  of  the  station  at  Yale 
has  caused  a  falling-ofi^  of  the  business  at  Rust.  During  the  year  1892, 
with  an  agent  at  Rust,  the  gross  receipts  from  passenger  traffic  amounted  to 
$194.89,  an  average  per  month  of  $16.24.    The  cost  of  employing  an  agent 
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18  not  less  than  $40  per  month.  It  would  be  unjust  to  compel  the  railroad 
company  to  continue  the  employment  of  an  agent  at  Rust,  in  the  face  of 
the  fact  that  the  business  at  said  station  will  not  justify  such  employment 
The  company  can,  however,  at  little  expense  and  inconvenience,  keep  open 
the  depot  by  using  it  in  part  for  a  section  house,  and  attend  to  the  shipment 
of  freight  by  authorizing  its  conductors  to  attend  to  the  billing  and  shipping 
thereof  for  shippers. 

Therefore  it  is  ordered  by  the  Bmrd,  that  upon  condition  that  the  trains 
of  said  company  shall  stop  regularly  at  said  station  as  heretofore,  that  the 
depot  building  shall  be  kept  open  and  warm  when  necessary  for  the  accom- 
modation of  passengers,  and  that  conductors  of  trains  of  said  road  shall 
attend  to  billing  and  shipping  freight  from  said  station  when  required,  the 
said  railroad  company  may  discontinue  the  employment  of  an  agent  at  said 
station  of  Rust.

PETITION. 

We,  the  undersigned  jobbers  and  producers  of  the  city  of  Solomon,  in  the 
state  of  Kansas,  do  hereby  complain  that  the  railroads  through  or  into  said 
city,  and  for  cause  of  said  complaint  say,  that  rates  known  as  jobbers'  rates 
have  been  given  to  most  all  of  our  neighboring  cities  and  have  been  denied 
us.  It  is  urgently  necessary,  especially  to  one  of  your  petitioners,  the  Solo- 
mon City  Solar  Works,  that  they  should  have  benefit  of  said  rates,  as  they 
are  at  this  time  producing  a  merchantable  dairy  salt.  Thi^  salt  having  to 
be  shipped  in  less  than  car-load  lots,  they  are  unable  to  reach  the  markets 
that  are  accessible  to  Salina  and  other  neighboring  cities,  and  that  these  and 
others  of  your  petitioners  are  deprived  from  doing  business  owing  to  this  lack 
of  rates.  We  have  made  complaint  to  the  following  roads :  Atchison,  Topeka 
<&  Santa  F^,  Union  Pacific  and  Rock  Island  railroads,  but  to  no  effect,  and 
we,  your  complahiants,  therefore  request  said  Board  to  inquire  into  the  same 
and  decide  thereon  as  the  right  may  appear.

DECISION  OF   THE   BOARD. 

In  this  case  complaint  is  made  by  the  Solomon  City  Solar  Works  and 
others,  of  Solomon  City,  that  the  business  of  that  town  is  being  unjustly  dealt 
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withy  in  that  certain  rates,  know  as  jobbers'  rates,  have  been  extended  to 
neighboring  cities  and  have  been  denied  them.  The  complaint  has  been  re- 
ferred to  the  respective  railroad  companies  above  mentioned,  and  in  their  re- 
sponses received  by  this  Board  have  shown  no  good  reason  why  Solomon  City 
should  not  have  the  same  freight  rate  that  has  been  granted  other  cities  of 
like  importance  in  this  state.  It  is  therefore  ordered  by  this  Board,  that 
rates  upon  commodities  and  classes  similar  to  those  adopted  for  Salina  and 
other  cities,  in  pursuance  of  the  former  order  of  the  Board,  be  extended  in 
like  manner  to  the  city  of  Solomon,  and  that  such  rate  go  into  effect  on  or 
before  July  1,  1893.

DECISION. 

This  is  a  complaint  made  by  the  citizens  of  Mound  City  township,  in 
Linn  county,  against  the  Interstate  Railroad  Company,  the  same  being  a 
branch  and  under  the  management  of  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railroad  Com- 
pany. The  complainants  allege  a  neglect  of  corporate  obligations  on  the 
part  of  respondent  company,  in  that  the  only  accommodations  for  passengers 
are  freight  trains  with  passenger  coaches  attached,  known  as  "  mixed  trains," 
one  going  each  way  every  day  and  passing  each  other  at  Mound  City. 

Petitioners  allege  that  Mound  City  township  voted  bonds  to  the  said 
Interstate  Railroad  Company  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars  (825,500)  on  condition  Xhat  said  road  was  to  be  "constructed 
in  a  substantial  manner,  with  steel  rails,  and  the  equipments  thereof  to  be 
such  as  are  ordinarily  used  in  constructing  and  operating  such  roads,  and 
shall  be  sufficient  for  the  ordinary  traffic  of  the  road.''  It  appears  that  the 
bonds  were  duly  delivered  to  the  said  company,  and  that  the  interest  on  the 
same  has  been  promptly  paid  when  due.  It  further  appears,  that  the  sum 
of  8500  was  by  the  citizens  of  Mound  City  township  voted  to  said  company 
to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  a  depot  at  Mound  City. 

Petitions  are  on  file  with  the  Board  from  the  townships  of  Potosi,  Lib- 
erty, and  Blue  Mound,  and  from  the  city  of  Kincaid,  making  practically 
the  same  complaint  as  set  forth  above. 

The  respondent  company,  in  answer  to  this  complaint,  admits  the  facts 
as  alleged,  but  protests  against  granting  increased  train  service,  upon  the 
ground  that  it  is  not  justified  by  the  business  and  income  upon  the  said  line 
of  railroad,  and  that  the  expense  of  operation  would  be  greater  than  the 
earnings. 

The  Commissioners  have  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  claims  of 
both  parties  at  interest,  having  visited  some  of  the  stations  on  said  line  of 
railroad  and  conversed  with  those  persons  most  interested,  either  for  or 
against  the  proposition.    As  a  result  of  such  examination  and  consideration. 
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the  CommissioDers  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  request  of  said  petitioners 
should  be  granted. 

It  is,  therefore,  ordered  that  a  separate  passenger  train,  consisting  of  at 
least  one  first-class  passenger  coach,  running  each  way  daily,  be  put  in  serv- 
ice on  said  railroad  between  Pleasanton  and  Leroy  Junction,  the  same  to 
be  in  operation  on  or  before  August  28,  1893.  It  is  recommended  that 
said  train  be  run  so  as  to  leave  Pleasanton  in  the  morning  going  westward, 
and  Leroy  Junction  in  the  afternoon  going  eastward,  connecting  with  trains 
on  other  lines  of  road  as  nearly  as  possible ;  and  that  the  rate  of  speed  be 
not  less  than  20  miles  an  hour.

STATEMENT. 

Thomas  Whitcomb,  the  petitioner,  and  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa 
F6  Railroad  Company,  respondent,  having  appeared  by  their  respective  at- 
torneys, the  application  of  said  petitioner  was  dul  y  heard,  and,  upon  con- 
sideration of  the  facts  adduced,  we  find : 

First.  That  said  Thomas  Whitcomb  is  the  owner  of  a  developed  coal 
mine,  known  as  the  "Alliance  Shaft,"  situated  on  the  northwest  quartet*  of 
the  southwest  quarter  of  section  seven  (7),  township  fourteen  (14),  range 
fifteen  (15)  E.,  in  Osage  county,  Kansas,  and  that  a  switch  connection  with 
the  track  of  said  railroad  company,  as  hereinafter  described,  is  necessary  to 
the  profitable  operation  of  said  mine  and  the  marketing  of  its  product ;  but 
said  railroad  company  has  refused  and  still  refuses  to  construct  such  switch 
or  to  allow  the  construction  thereof  by  said  Whitcomb  over  its  right  of  way 
or  lands,  or  to  allow  connection  thereof  to  be  made  with  said  track. 

Second.  That  said  Whitcomb  is  the  owner  of  all  the  lands  over  which 
such  switch  must  be  constructed,  except  the  lands  of  said  railroad  company 
or  its  right  of  way;  and,  having  been  refused  by  said  company  as  aforesaid, 
said  Whitcomb  has,  at  his  own  expense,  constructed  a  switch  from  S9,id 
"Alliance  Shafb,"  over  his  own  lands,  to  the  north  line  of  said  company's 
lands  or  right  of  way,  a  distance  of  307.2  feet,  the  point  of  intersection  of 
the  center  of  the  track  of  said  switch  with  the  north  line  of  said  right  of 
way,  being,  as  measured  on  and  with  said  north  line,  fourteen  hundred  and 
twenty-five  (1,425)  feet  easterly  from  the  west  line  of  said  section  seven  (7) ; 
And  in  order  to  properly  connect  said  switch  with  said  company's  railroad 
track,  said  switch  should,  from  the  said  point  of  intersection  with  the  north 
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line  of  Baid  right  of  way,  make  a  curve,  convex  toward  Baid  railroad  track, 
aud,  proceeding  thus  the  length  of  280.5  feet  from  said  point  of  intersection,

.  Gentlemen — When  the  Junction  City  &  Fort  Kearney  Railway  Com- 
pany was  constructed  from  Junction  City  to  Concordia,  Kas.,  Lawrence 
township,  in  Cloud  county,  Kansas,  voted  in  aid  thereto  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  812,000,  and,  in  consideration  therefor,  the  said  railway  company 
promised  and  agreed  to  establish  and  maintain  a  station  at  the  present  town 
of  Lawrenceburg,  in  said  township. 

Said  station  has  been  operated  and  maintained,  as  per  contract,  until 
August  15,  A.  D.  1892,  but  ever  since  that  time  the  said  station  of  Law- 
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renceburg  has  been  wholly  deprived  of  an  agent,  to  the  great  inconvenience 
and  annoyance  of  the  people  of  Lawrence  township  aforesaid. 

Wherefore,  the  undersigned,  voters  and  residents  of  said  Lawrence  town- 
ship, most  fervently  ask  your  honorable  body  to  investigate  this  matter 
fully,  and  compel  said  railway  company  to  comply  with  its  engagements 
and  keep  and  maintain  at  said  station  an  agent.

DECISION. 

Lawrenceburg  is  situated  about  halfway  between  Clyde  and  Concordia, 
being  about  Ik  miles  by  rail  from  either.  They  are  the  nearest  stations  to 
Lawrenceburg,  and  since  the  agent  has  been  removed  the  citizens  of  that 
vicinity  are  compelled  to  drive  to  Concordia,  a  distance  of  about  nine  miles 
(by  wagon  road),  or  pay  the  said  Union  Pacific  Railroad  Company  for 
transporting  them  back  and  forth,  when  they  desire  to  order  cars  and  secure 
bills  of  lading. 

The  respondent  company,  to  whom  the  petition  was  duly  referred,  claims 
that  the  business  of  this  station  will  not  justify  the  maintenance  of  an 
agency,  and  that  the  receipts  for  the  month  of  July,  1892,  (the  last  month 
it  was  open,)  amounted  to  only  $45.95,  of  which  $40  was  paid  to  the  agent 
as  salary. 

It  seems  scarcely  probable  that  $40  per  month  would  be  a  fair  average 
for  the  year,  under  ordinary  conditions.  Lawrence  township  is  thickly  set- 
tled, by  an  enterprising  class  of  farmers;  and  our  observation,  together  with 
the  information  obtained  from  the  testimony  of  the  citizens,  convinces  us 
that  it  is  essentially  a  grain-producing  district,  and  that  the  shipments  of 
grain  and  stock,  encouraged  by  proper  station  facilities,  would  be  sufficient 
to  justify  tbf  company  in  keeping  an  agent  at  that  point.  The  annoyance 
and  inconvenience  to  which  the  people  of  the  township  are  subjected  under 
the  present  arrangement,  and  the  prospective  payment  of  $12,000  of  bonds, 
which  were  voted  on  condition  that  said  station  should  be  maintained,  ap- 
pear  to  this  Board  to  afford  reasonable  grounds  for  the  demands  as  set  forth 
in  the  petition. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that  an  agent  be  placed  in  charge  of  the  depot  at 
Lawrenceburg,  by  the  said  respondent.  Union  Pacific  Railway  Company, 
not  later  than  October  1,  1893.

The  citizens  of  Putnam  township  and  Anderson  county,  to-ihe  number 
of  104,  request  this  Board  to  order  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  F^  Rail- 
road Company  to  establish  a  flag  station  at  the  point  in  Anderson  county 
known  as  Scipio.  The  petition  sets  forth  that  the  Southern  Kansas  rail- 
road, being  a  part  of  the  Santa  F^  system,  passes  through  said  township 
north  and  south,  the  nearest  stations  on  that  line  being  Richmond,  on  the 
north,  and  Grarnett,  on  the  south;  that,  from  the  building  of  said  road  in 
1869  to  about  1885,  the  citizens  of  said  township  were  afforded  convenient 
and  acceptable  &cilities  for  getting  on  and  off  the  passenger  trains  of  said 
road,  by  means  of  a  flag  station  at  Scipio,  the  location  of  which  is  three 
miles  south  of  Richmond  and  7i  miles  north  of  Garnett;  that  said  former 
flag  station  is  on  a  main- traveled  and  much-used  public  wagon  road  run- 
ning east  and  west,  and  is  the  most  convenient  place  from  which  to  get  on 
and  off  of  trains;  that  Scipio  is  the  seat  of  Mount  Carmel  College,  and 
also  a  school  for  girls,  where  a  large  number  of  people  constantly  reside, 
and  to  and  from  which  large  numbers  of  people  are  constantly  going ;  that 
Scipio  is  the  center  of  a  prosperous  and  thickly-settled  community ;  that 
about  the  year  1885  said  railroad  company,  for. reasons  unknown  to  peti- 
tioners, and  against  their  protests,  and  greatly  to  their  injury,  moved  the 
flag  station  to  a  point  about  two  miles  south  of  said  former  statjon;  that  the 
present  stopping  place  of  trains  is  not  upon  or  near  any  public  or  private 
road,  or  accessible  by  conveyance,  and  is  out  of  the  way  and  inconvenient 
in  the  extreme  to  the  public. 

After  a  careful  investigation,  thb  Board  is  convinced  that  the  petitioners 
have  made  a  fair  statement  of  the  facts. 

The  respondent  company,  in  reply,  admits  the  facts  as  set  forth  in  the 
petition,  but  alleges  that  the  present  location  for  this  station  is  the  only  prac- 
ticable one  for  economical  operation  between  the  stations  of  Richmond  and 
Garnett,  being  nearly  midway  between  the  two.  It  is  also  averred  that  the 
former  location  of  the  station  was  at  (he  head  of  an  exceedingly  steep  grade, 
making  it  difficult  to  start  heavy  trains  after  having  stopped  at  that  point,  and 
for  this  reason  that  location  was  abandoned.  A(  the  same  time,  a  mail  crane 
was  erected  at  the  old  stopping  place,  whereby  the  mails  could  be  exchanged 
without  slacking  speed  of  trains.  Under  the  present  arrangements,  the 
mails  are  delivered  regularly  at  the  former  stopping  place,  where  the  post 
office  is  located. 

After  a  visit  to  the  point  in  question,  and  a  careful  survey  of  the  situa- 
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tion,  this  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  statements  of  both  complainants 
and  respondent  are  substantially  correct,  but  it  is  also  believed  that  the  ben- 
efits to  be  derived  by  the  citizens  of  Putnam  township  would  more  .than 
o&et  the  increased  expense  incurred  by  the  railroad  company  by  virtue  of 
a  removal  of  the  station  to  the  former  location. 

The  present  station  is  situated,  as  the  petition  says,  in  one  of  the  most 
inaccessible  spots  in  that  part  of  the  township,  in  the  woods  between  the 
hills,  with  no  house  in  sight.  Passengers  with  tickets  to  Scipio  are  put  off 
here  to  walk  back  about  two  miles  (when  they  are  informed  which  way  to 
go),  or  to  roam  about  in  the  hills  and  brush  until  they  are  fortunate  enough 
to  find  a  farmhouse  whose  occupants  can  inform  them  where  they  are. 

It  is  true  that  former  members  of  this  Board  have  ruled  that  the  com- 
pany was  justifiable  in  making  changes  as  herein  set  forth,  but  the  Board, 
as  at  present  constituted,  is  compelled  to  dissent  from  that  opinion.

A.  F.  Ross  filed  an  application  in  this  office  June  6, 1893,  asking  the 
Board  to  order  respondents  to  construct  an  undergrade  crossing  on  their 
line  of  road  at  a  point,  at  or  near  where  the  railway  crosses  the  half-section 
line  running  north  and  south  through  section  twenty-seven  ( 27),  township 
tweDty-nine(29),of  range  two  (2)  west,  (Ninnescafi  township,)  in  Sedgwick 
county,  said  undergrade  crossing  to  be  of  sufficient  dimension  to  permit  the 
passage  of  wagons  and  cattle.  The  date  set  for  viewing  the  grounds  by  the 
Board  was  September  6 ;  the  time  to  be  the  arrival  of  the  train  from  the 
east 

The  Board,  in  company  with  Superintendent  Rhodes,  visited  the  point 
designated  in  petition,  and  at  the  time  mentioned,  but  saw  no  one  of  the 
petitioners.  The  point  named  at  which  such  undergrade  crossing  is  desired 
is  a  heavy  fill,  and  in  a  bayou  or  low  depression  of  the  ground,  where  water 
stands  during  wet  weather,  and  wholly  unfit  for  a  farm  crossing  or  roadway, 
and  would  require  the  removal  of  said  heavy  embankment  and  the  erection 
of  a  stringer  bridge  some  60  feet  in  length.  Said  crossing,  as  prayed  for, 
would  be  of  no  practical  use  beyond  that  of  a  cattle  crossing,  and  to  allow 
the  water  during  a  wet  period  to  equalize,  if  more  should  gather  on  the  one 
side  of  track  than  on  the  other.  The  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  de- 
mand for  such  an  undergrade  crossing  is  unreasonable  and  unjust,  and  is 
therefore  denied  as  prayed  for  The  Board,  however,  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  petitioner  is  entitled  to  good  and  convenient  grade  crossing  upon  his 
farm  divided  by  said  line  of  road,  with  cattle  guards,  and  is  is  therefore  or- 
dered that  said  respondent  company  construct  such  suitable  grade  crossing 
within  90  days  from  date  hereof.

F.  L.  Robinson,  plaintiff,  filed  in  this  office  his  complaint  and  petition, 
September  4,  1893,  setting  out  that  he,  plaintiff,  owns  and  occupies  lands 
croased  by  the  line  of  railway  owned  and  operated  by  the  respondent  com- 
pany, and  that  there  had  been  provided  and  maintained  by  said  respondent

a  private  road  crossing;  further,  that  the  said  railroad  is  fenced  through 
said  premises ;  that  there  were  gates  in  said  fences  on  each  side  of  said 
railroad  track  at  the  said  crossing,  which  were  required  to  be  opened 
and  shut  when  crossing  the  railway  track;  that  said  gates  were  very 
long  and  in  bad  condition,  and  difficult  to  handle  by  anyone  except  a 
strong  person,  rendering  it  exceedingly  difficult  for  his  wife  and  members  of 
his  family  to  comply  with  the  demands  of  said  railroad  company  to  keep 
said  gates  closed,  and  that  the  gates  had  on  some  occasions  been  left  opeo 
by  members  of  his  family,  in  consequence  of  which  the  respondent  com- 
pany had  taken  up  the  crossing  and  nailed  up  the  gates,  so  that  plaintiff 
could  not  cross  from  one*portion  of  his  land  to  that  on  the  other  side  of  said 
railway  track ;  and  asks  this  Board  to  order  the  respondent  company  to  pro- 
vide said  plaintiff  with  a  suitable  road  crossing  upon  his  land. 

The  Board  set  September  21  as  the  time  to  view  the  premises  and  the 
matter  complained  of,  and  did  so  visit  the  place  of  crossing  upon  the  farm 
of  plaintiff  on  the  21st  day  of  September,  in  the  afternoon,  and  found  the 
matters  complained  of,  and  the  answer  of  defendants,  as  filed,  to  be  sub- 
stantially correct.  That  said  plaintiff  is  justly  entitled  to  a  road  crossing 
there  can  be  no  denying,  and  such  a  crossing  as  would  be  reasonably  con- 
venient. 

The  Board  finds  that  the  gates  were  not  such  as  could  be  easily  handled, 
owing  to  the  manner  of  construction  and  the  condition  of  their  supports. 
The  gates  are  of  the  kind  ordinarily  used  on  the  farms — the  "sliding  gate." 
The  braces  are  so  put  on  as  not  to  allow  the  gate  to  be  shoved  far  enough 
to  balance  when  opening,  and  the  posts  furnishing  the  support  were  not  in 
such  a  condition  as  to  admit  of  the  gates  being  easily  moved. 

Therefore,  the  Board  decided  that  the  gates  should  be  so  braced  as  to 
admit  of  them  being  shoved  so  as  to  balance  in  opening,  and  the  post  of 
support  be  so  set  as  to  allow  the  gates  to  be  freely  moved  and  swing  round, 
and  that  the  crossing  be  replaced  and  put  in  good  condition,  and  that  plain- 
tiff thereafter  keep  the  gates  so  closed  as  to  prevent  live  stock  from  going 
upon  the  track  of  said  road  at  will,  all  of  which  is  to  be  completed  within

STATEMENT. 

This  is  a  case  m  which  the  citizens  of  Ashland  and  Clark  county  petition 
this  Board  to  require  the  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  F^  Railroad  Company 
to  provide  the  people  of  the  city  of  Ashland  and  Clark  county,  Kansas, 
with  a  first  class  train  service  over  the  line  of  said  railroad  company  run- 
ning from  Mulvane,  Kas.,  to  Englewood,  Kas. ;  and,  in  support  of  this  pe- 
tition, represent  and  submit  the  following,  to  wit: 

First  That  the  Southern  Kansas  &  Panhandle  Railroad  Company  agreed 
that  it,  its  lessees  or  assigns  would  construct  and  operate  a  first-class  rail- 
road through  Clark  county,  from  a  connection  with  existing  lines  of  road 
in  Kansas  and  having  direct  and  continuous  connection  to  the  Missouri 
river.  That  the  said  railroad  company  agreed  to  construct  and  operate  said 
railroad  as  aforementioned,  in  consideration  of  the  issuance  of  the  bonds 
of  said  Clark  county  to  said  railroad  company  in  the  sum  of  $121,300,  and 
that  said  bonds  were  issued  and  delivered  to  said  railroad  company  by  said 
county. 

Second.  That  the  said  Southern  Kansas  &  Panhandle  Railroad  Company 
is  now,  and  for  a  long  time  prior  hereto  has  been,  controlled  and  operated 
by  the  said  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  F6  Railroad  Company. 

Third.  That  said  railroad  is  not  constructed  nor  operated  as  a  firstrclass 
railroad,  in  this,  to  wit:  That  said  railroad  company  runs  only  one  train 
each  way  per  day  over  said  line  of  road  from  Englewood,  Kas.,  to  Wichita, 
Kas.,  a  distance  of  182  miles,  and  that  said  train  is  required  by  said  com- 
pany to  do  all  the  passenger  and  freight  work  on  said  line  between  Engle- 
wood and  Mulvane,  Kas.,  a  distance  of  166  miles.  That  the  schedule  time 
of  said  train,  from  Wichita  to  Eoglewood,  Kas.,  is  about  12  hours.  That 
by  reason  of  the  shipment  of  grain  and  stock  along  said  line  is  rarely  on 
time.  That  said  train  is  often  so  far  behind  time  that  the  people  of  Ash- 
land do  not  get  their  mail  until  the  following  day,  thereby  causing  vexa- 
tious and  injurious  delays  to  the  business  interests  of  this  city  and  county. 

Fourth.  That  a  person  leaving  Kansas  City  via  the  Rock  Island  railroad, 
coming  to  Minneola,  Kas.,  by  rail,  and  from  Minneola  to  Ashland,  a  dis- 
tance of  30  miles,  by  stage,  reaches  Ashland  more  than  two  hours  earlier 
than  the  schedule  time  for  the  arrival  of  the  said  Santa  ¥6,  leaving  Kansas 
City  at  the  same  hour;  and  that  the  time  card  now  in  efiect  on  said  line  is 
Buch  that  passengers,  either  going  to  or  coming  from  Kansas  City  or  other 
Eastern  points,  are  subjected  to  great  delay  and  inconvenience  in  making 
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connection  at  Wichita;  that  the  engines  used  on  said  line  are  old,  badly 
out  of  repair,  and  wholly  inadequate  to  perform  the  work  on  said  line  re- 
quired by  said  company;  and  that  the  track,  at  many  points  along  said 
line,  is  badly  out  of  repair,  and,  in  some  instances,  iron  rails  instead  of  steel 
rails  are  used. 

Fifth,  That,  by  reason  of  the  facts  and  things  hereinbefore  set  forth,  the 
citizens  of  Ashland,  and  Clark  county,  Kansas,  are  greatly  injured  in  busi- 
ness and  inconvenienced  in  travel,  and  that  mail  and  freight  are  uonecesea- 
rily  delayed. 

In  reply  to  the  petitioners,  the  respondent  company  calls  attention  to  the 
necessity  for  the  practice  of  rigid  economy  in  the  operation  of  railroads  at 
this  particular  time ;  states  that  the  reduction  in  service  on  this  line  is  a  re- 
sult of  this  necessity  for  retrenchment ;  that  the  present  service  on  this  branch 
is  all  that  the  local  conditions  will  warrant,  and  that  train  service  cannot  be 
increased,  without  great  loss  to  the  company,  until  there  is  a  general  im- 
provement in  business. 

In  regard  to  that  part  of  the  complaint  referring  to  defective  engines, 
respondent  company  says  the  old  engines  have  been  replaced  with  first-class 
engines,  in  good  condition,  and  any  further  trouble  in  this  respect  will  prob- 
ably not  be  experienced. 

On  September  6  and  7,  this  Board  traveled  over  the  road  in  question, 
and,  from  the  best  information  obtainable,  the  facts  and  conditions  have 
been  fairly  stated  by  both  complainants  and  respondent.  It  is  due  the  re- 
spondent company  to  say  that  the  roadbed  was  found  to  be  in  a  very  good 
condition. 

The  greatest  cause  for  complaint  comes  from  the  people  living  near  the 
west  end  of  the  road.  There  is  one  train  each  way  daily.  It  reaches 
Englewood,  the  western  terminus,  at  8:45  p.  m.,  and  leaves  at  3:10  A.  m., 
schedule  time.  The  annoyance  to  passengers  and  the  inconvenience  experi- 
enced in  connection  with  the  receipt  and  answering  of  mail  can  readily  be 
seen.  Trains  being  frequently  late  make  it  still  more  objectionable.  The 
town  of  Ashland,  being  located  about  15  miles  east  of  Englewood,  suffers 
practically  the  same  inconvenience. 

The  schedule  time  of  these  trains  is  about  16  miles  an  hour.  Being 
mixed  trains,  hauling  both  passengers  and  freight,  they  cannot  be  expected 
to  make  as  good  time  as  regular  passenger  trains;  yet  in  the  opinion  of  this 
Board  the  time  might  be  materially  shortened.  Under  the  present  arrange- 
ment, trains  are  sometimes  held  at  different  stations  along  the  road  while 
cars  are  being  loaded  with  stock.  It  would  seem  that  this  might  be  dis- 
pensed with,  and  that  shippers  should  be  required  to  have  their  stock  loaded 
before  the  train  reaches  the  station,  thus  causing  no  delay  except  the  usual 
time  consumed  in  switching. 

The  respondent  company  would  perhaps  not  be  justified  in  changing  the 
hour  of  starting  trains  from  Mulvane  west,  as,  under  the  present  time  table 
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close  connections  are  made  with  north-bound  trains  on  the  main  line ;  but 
the  time  for  starting  trains  east  from  Englewood  and  Ashland  might  be 
changed  to  three  hours  later.  The  train  from  Englewood  now  reaches 
Wichita  about  3  p.  m.,  and  passengers  en  route  for  Topeka,  Kansas  City,  or 
other  eastern  points,  are  required  to  lay  over  in  Wichita  until  about  9  o'clock. 
Three  hours  later  start  from  Englewood,  with  the  time  shortened  one  hour 
each  way,  would  enable  the  train  to  reach  Englewood  at  8  o'clock  p.  m.,  in- 
stead of  9,  and  would  start  it  out  at  6  o'clock  a.  m.  instead  of  3,  and  would 
give  stock  shippers  three  or  four  hours  in  which  to  decide  as  to  whether 
they  wish  to  dispose  of  their  stock  in  Wichita  or  ship  further  east. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that  the  respondent,  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa 
F6  Railway  Company,  proceed  to  inaugurate  such  changes  and  regulations 
as  above  suggested  within  30  days  from  date  hereof.

We,  the  undersigoed,  your  petitioners,  respectfully  represent  to  your 
honorable  body  that  they  reside  in  the  city  of  Manhattan,  Kas. ;  that  there 
are  established  in  said  city  a  number  of  manufactories  and  wholesale  deal- 
ers, among  which  are  lumber,  sash,  doors  and  blinds  factory,  foundry  and 
implement  factory,  windmills  and  farm  machinery,  ice  plant,  cold  storage 
and  farm  products,  fruits  and  vegetables,  cut  stone  and  marble  works,  rough 
quarry  stone,  flouring  mills,  etc.,  etc. — making  in  the  aggregate  hundreds 
of  cars  per  annum  shipped  from  said  city  to  distributing  points  and  adjacent 
country  in  competition  with  other  localities  where  lower  freight  rates  are 
granted. 

Also,  we  represent  that  the  Rock  Island,  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  F4, 
Union  Pacific  and  its  Blue  Valley  branch  are  railroads  doing  business  in 
said  city. 

Also,  we  represent  that  the  rates  of  freight  charged  by  said  roads  to  said 
dealers  and  shippers  are  much  higher  than  the  rates  charged  their  competi- 
tors in  the  same  territory;  and  that,  in  consequence,  said  dealers  and  shippers 
of  Manhattan  are  placed  at  a  disadvantage.

The  business  men  and  citizens  of  Lincoln  Center,  Lincoln  county,  Kan- 
sas, filed  their  petition  in  this  office  May  15, 1893,  asking  that  this  Board 
secure  to  them  better  train  service  on  the  Lincoln  Center  branch  of  the 
Union  Pacific,  by  order,  or  by  enforcement  of  an  order  of  the  Board  made 
in  this  matter,  under  date  of  May  27,  1891. 

This  Board,  after  passing  over  the  line  and  conversing  with  the  people, 
and  from  the  information  obtained,  and  the  conditions  under  which  the 
road  was  constructed  and  the  business  done  by  said  branch  line,  this  Com-

This  is  a  case  brought  to  compel  the  respondent  company|to  construct 
and  maintain  a  station  house  at  Palco,  in  Rooks  county,  Kansas. 

The  plaintiff  claims  that  the  township  of  Northampton,  in  which  the 
station  of  Palco  is  situated,  voted  bonds  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the 
Salina,  Lincoln  &  Western  branch  of  the  Kansas  Pacific  (now  the  Union 
Pacific)  railroad,  with  an  agreement  that  said  railroad  company  would  con- 
Btruct  and  maintain  a  depot  at  the  said  town  of  Palco. 
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This  Coaimission  finds  that  respondent  company  did  establish  a  station, 
putting  in  the  necessary  siding,  and  constructed  a  depot  satisfactory  to  the 
people ;  that  a  prairie  fire  which  swept  through  the  country  destroyed  the 
depot,  since  which  time  the  respondent  company  has  placed  two  box  cars  in 
position  to  be  used,  and  are  used,  for  a  temporary  depot.  This  Board  is  of 
the  opinion  that  the  public  interests  demand  that  a  depot  be  constructed  and 
maintained  at  the  town  of  Palco.  Owing  to  the  depressed  condition  of  busi- 
ness, the  respondent  company  is  hereby  given  until  June  1,  1894,  in  which 
to  construct  said  depot,  and  it  is  therefore  ordered  that  the  same  be  com- 
pleted within  the  time  specified.  By  Order  of  the  Board.

Plaintiffs  filed  their  petition  in  this  ofiice  August  25,  1893,  praying  that 
a  station,  with  the  usual  facilities  for  transacting  business  with  the  line  of 
road,  be  established  and  maintained  at  the  town  of  Kipp.  Said  petition  is 
numerously  signed  by  citizens  claiming  to  represent  the  townships  of  Eu- 
reka, Greeley,  Solomon,  and  Walnut  At  the  hearing  of  the  case,  Septem- 
ber 26,  1893,  it  was  represented  that  at  the  time  of  the  locating  survey  of 
said  line  of  road  it  was  verbally  agreed  and  generally  understood  that  a 
station  should  be  located  at  a  point  about  one-half  mile  from  the  present 
location  of  Kipp.  With  this  general  understanding  the  bonds  were  voted 
to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  road.  It  is  also  represented  that  Gypsum 
City  and  Kipp  were  both  disappointed  in  that  they  were  not  given  stations, 
but  that  Chico  was  located  by  the  respondent  company  midway  between 
the  towns,  it  being  about  four  miles  from  each. 

Since  building  the  main  line,  there  has  been  constructed  a  cut-off  line 
from  Gypsum  to  Bridgeport,  establishing  Gypsum  City  as  a  permanent  sta- 
tion and  railroad  junction,  it  being  only  about  four  miles  from  Gypsum 
City  to  Chico  and  eight  miles  to  Kipp;  from  Kipp  to  Salina,  11  miles.  Thus 
it  will  be  seen  that  Kipp  is  eligibly  located,  as  to  distances  and  country 
tributary  to  the  road,  and  from  representations  of  the  petitioners,  and  there 
being  no  representations  to  the  contrary,  it  appears  that  Kipp  is  the  proper 
point  for  the  station  between  Gypsum  City  and  Salina.  The  evidence  in 
the  case,  after  a  full  investigation  by  the  Board,  leads  to  the  opinion  that 
the  best  interests  of  the  public,  without  detriment  to  the  road,  would  be 
subserved  by  the  maintenance  of  the  station  at  Kipp. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  by  the  Board,  that  on  and  after  June  1,  1894,  the 
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said  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  Company  maintain  a  depot  at  said  station  of 
Kipp,  as  prayed  for  in  the  petition.  By  Order  of  the  Board.

The  petition  in  this  case  was  filed  by  the  county  attorney  of  Republic 
county,  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Belleville  and  Lincoln  townships  in  said 
county,  setting  forth  the  establishment  of  a  public  highway  in  said  town- 
ships; that  said  highway  is  obstructed  by  the  Junction  City  &  Fort 
Kearney  branch  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railway,  at  a  point  where  said  high- 
way crosses  said  railroad,  and  asking  the  Board  to  compel  the  said  railroad 
company  to  put  in  a  road  crossing  at  said  point. 

The  respondent  answers  that  no  such  public  highway  has  ever  been 
legally  established,  and,  upon  the  answer  to  this  question,  must  rest  our  de- 
cision herein. 

At  the  request  of  the  petitioner,  we  have  submitted  the  question  of  the 
legality  of  the  procedings  attempting  to  establish  the  highway  in  question 
to  the  attorney  general,  and  have  an  opinion  from  his  office  that  no  highway 
has  been  established  at  the  point  mentioned  in  complainant's  petition. 

From  an  examination  of  the  records  of  the  proceedings  attempting  to 
lay  out  and  establish  said  road,  we  find  that  no  road  has  been  legally  laid 
out  or  established. 

There  being  no  public  highway  at  the  point  mentioned,  application  to 
compel  the  said  company  to  put  in  a  crossing  must  be  denied.

STATEMENT. 

This  is  a  oomplaint  filed  with  the  Board  by  the  mayor  and  council  of 
Wichita,  in  which  it  is  claimed  that  the  rates  of  frei^^ht  charged  by  the 
Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  F^  Railroad  Company,  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island 
&  Pacific  Railway  Company,  and  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  Company, 
for  the  transportation  of  agricultural  implements  by  said  respondent  com- 
panies respectively,  from  Kansas  City,  Kas.,  and  all  other  points  situated  on 
or  near  the  eastern  border  of  this  state,  to  the  city  of  Wichita,  and  that  the 
rates  out  of  Wichita,  are  excessive,  unjust,  and  unreasonable.  Complain- 
ants therefore  request  this  Board  to  require  of  said  railroad  companies  a  re- 
duced, modified,  and  reasonable  charge  for  such  service. 

The  case  was  set  for  hearing  on  the  20th  day  of  June,  1893,  in  the  city  of 
Wichita,  where  the  witnesses  in  behalf  of  complainants  were  heard.  Re- 
spondent companies  not  being  prepared  to  present  their  side  of  the  case,  the 
Board  adjourned,  by  mutual  agreement  of  the  interested  parties,  to  July 
18,  and  afterward  to  August  10,  and  finally  to  August  14,  when  the  final 
hearing  was  had  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioners,  at  Topeka. 

The  case  was  conducted  by  able  attorneys  on  both  sides,  the  testimony  of 
the  various  witnesses  filling  178  typewritten  pages. 

This  complaint  is  made  under  sections  14  and  18  of  the  act  of  March  8, 
1883,  which  read  as  follows : 

"Sec.  14.  In  all  cases  where  complaint  shall  be  made  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  section  18,  hereinafter  provided,  that  an  unreason- 
able charge  is  made,  or  that  rates  charged  for  freight  are  unjust,  unreason- 
able, or  extortionate,  and  the  Board  shall  find  such  complaint  to  be  true, 
they  shall  require  a  modified  charge  for  the  service  rendered,  such  as  they 
deem  to  be  reasonable,  and  shall  certify  their  finding  to  the  managing  officer 
of  the  road  against  which  complaint  is  made;  and  the  rates  so  determined 
by  the  Board  to  be  reasonable  shall  be,  by  the  railroad  company  afiected 
thereby,  accepted,  and  posted  up  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  each  depot  on 
the  line  of  its  road  that  may  be  designated  by  said  Board ;  and  such  rates 
so  found  shall,  in  all  actions  arising  in  any  court  in  the  state,  be  taken  to 
be  reasonable  compensation  for  the  services  for  which  they  are  provided) 
until  the  contrary  is  proven ;  and  all  compensation  demanded  or  received 
by  any  such  railroad  company  in  excess  of  the  rates  so  determined  by  the 
Board  shall  in  any  such  action  be  taken  to  be  unjust,  unreasonable,  and  ex- 
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tortionate,  until  the  contrary  is  proven.  All  cases  of  a  failure  to  comply 
with  a  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  be  embodied 
in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  to  the  governor,  and  the  same 
shall  apply  to  any  unjust  discrimination,  extortion  or  overcharge  by  said 
company,  or  any  other  violation  of  this  act  by  such  company." 

"Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners,  upon  the  complaint 
and  application  of  the  mayor  and  council  of  any  city,  or  the  trustees  of  any 
township,  to  make  an  examination  of  the  rate  of  freight  tariff  charged  by  any 
such  company,  and  of  the  condition  or  operation  of  any  railroad,  any  part  of 
whose  location  lies  within  the  limits  of  such  city  or  township.  ...  If, 
upon  such  an  examination,  it  shall  appear  to  said  Commissioners  that  the  com- 
plaint alleged  by  the  applicants  or  petitioners  be  well  founded,  they  shall  so 
adjudge ;  and  they  shall  then  and  there  decide  what  is  a  reasonable  charge  for 
such  freights,  and  shall  inform  the  corporation  operating  such  railroad  com- 
pany of  their  adjudication  within  10  days,  and  shall  also  report  their  doings 
to  the  governor,  as  provided  in  section  6  of  this  act,  and  shall  certify  to 
such  complainants  the  result  of  such  adjudication;  and  such  adjudication 
shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  what  is  a  reasonable  charge  in  all  actions 
for  such  service." 

The  attorneys  for  the  complainants  confined  themselves  and  their  wit- 
nesses exclusively  to  car-load  rates.  No  claim  having  been  made  on  the 
trial  that  any  unreasonable  charge  was  being  made  by  the  respondent  com- 
panies for  transporting  freight  in  less  than  car  lots,  the  Commissioners  as- 
sume there  is  no  cause  for  complaint  in  that  particular. 

The  questions  that  present  themselves  to  this  Board  are : 

First,   Are  the  rates  now  charged  unreasonable  or  unjust? 

Second.  If  the  present  rates  are  extortionate,  what  would  be  reasonable 
rates? 

While  comparison  is  not  the  only  basis  by  which  to  establish  rates  it  is  a 
very  important  factor.  In  making  comparisons,  we  assume  that  it  is  our 
duty  to  examine  the  rates  charged  on  other  lines  of  road  in  and  out  of  Kan- 
sas. In  doing  so,  it  is  not  pretended  that  the  charges  in  Kansas  should 
necessarily  be  the  same  per  ton  per  mile  that  they  are  in  Iowa,  Illinois  or 
other  states  where  surrounding  conditions  may  be  entirely  different  This 
was  conceded  by  all  parties.  The  interstate  commerce  commission's  third 
annual  report,  p.  225,  says:  * 

"In  determining  the  question  of  undue  prejudice  from  a  rate,  distance  is 
only  one  of  the  factors,  and  other  material  facts,  such  as  character  and 
quality  of  the  commodity,  cost  of  production,  extent  and  nature  of  the  com- 
petition in  the  business  itself,  and  by  other  transportation  lines,  and  the  in- 
terest of  the  public  in  the  use  of  the  commodity,  and  its  market  cost,  are  to 
be  considered."  - 

The  testimony  on  the  hearing  of  this  case  had  reference  principally 
to  rates  charged  outside  of  the  state,  as  compared  with  the  Wichita  rate. 
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Owing  to  the  dissimilarity  of  conditions  under  which  freight  is  carried  over 
different  lines,  and  between  the  various  points,  it  is  extremely  difficult,  if 
not  impossible,  to  arrive  at  a  decision  from  the  testimony  alone.  Natu- 
rally the  evidence  offered  by  counsel  for  complainants  was  taken  from  cases 
where  extremely  low  rates  were  charged,  over  trunk  lines,  for  instance,  as 
from  Chicago  to  Kansas  City,  where  the  volume  of  business  is  many  times 
greater  than  from  Kansas  City  to  Wichita ;  or  over  indirect  lines,  as  from 
Kansas  City  to  Baxter  Springs,  which  is  merely  a  part  of  a  circuitous 
route  coming  in  competition  with  a  direct  road.  On  the  other  hand,  coun- 
sel for  respondents  were  equally  vigilant  in  the  discovery  of  instances  in 
which  the  rates  charged  were  extremely  high. 

From  our  investigation,  we  find  the  rate  in  force  in  Missouri  on  class  A 
freight  in  car  loads,  (this  being  the  class  in  which  farm  implements  in  car 
loads  are  carried,)  is  24  cents  per  100  pounds  for  the  distance  of  212  miles. 
In  Iowa,  the  rate  for  a  like  distance  is  17.20  cents  per  100  pounds.  In  Ne- 
braska, where  the  conditions  are  more  nearly  similar  to  those  in  Kansas 
than  are  those  of  any  other  adjoining  state,  the  rate  in  force  before  the  pas- 
sage of  the  "Newberry  bill"  was  36  cents  for  220  miles.  Under  the  New- 
berry law,  which  is  now  being  resisted  by  some  of  the  roads  aff*ected,  the 
rate  is  29  cents  per  100  pounds  for  210  to  220  miles;  while  the  rate  from 
Kansas  City  to  Wichita,  a  distance  of  211  miles,  is  32}  cents. 

It  must  be.conceded  that  the  volume  of  business  transacted  by  the  Iowa 
roads  greatly  exceeds  that  of  the  roads  of  Kansas;  and  while  this  is  per- 
haps also  true  of  the  state  of  Missouri,  counsel  for  complainants  contend, 
and  the  evidence  goes  to  show,  thac  the  consumption  of  agricultural  imple- 
ments is  greater  in  Kansas  than  in  Missouri.  To  offset  this,  respondent 
companies  cite  to  the  fact  that  the  Missouri  roads  carry  not  only  implenients 
used  on  farms  of  that  state  but  those  consigned  to  Kansas  also. 

Various  reasons  are  given  why  the  rate  on  farm  implements  should  be 
greatly  in  excess  of  the  charges  for  carrying  ordinary  freight.  Some  of 
the  cars  are  used  exclusively  for  certain  manufacturers  of  implements,  and 
many  of  them  are  unfit  for  carrying  return  freight;  hence  it  is  claimed  that 
they  are  all  returned  empty.  It  is  also  said  that,  owing  to  the  bulky  nature 
of  this  class  of  freight,  cars  cannot  be  loaded  to  their  full  capacity. 

However,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  petitioners  have  just  cause  for 
complaint.  Wichita  is  situated  in  the  heart  of  a  great  agricultural  country, 
having  a  large  trade  in  agricultural  implements,  which  trade  will  be  cor- 
respondingly increased  with  a  reduction  in  freight  rates.  The  lines  of  road 
upon  which  it  is  located  do  as  great  if  not  greater  volume  of  local  business 
than  any  other  roads  in  the  state.  In  our  judgment,  a  reasonable  reduction 
in  freight  charges  on  farm  implements  would  not  only  result  in  lower  prices 
to  the  consumers  of  this  class  of  goods,  but  increased  business  and  cor- 
responding benefits  to  the  Kansas  railroads  as  well. 

Many  of  the  witnesses  testified  that,  in  their  opinion,  20  cents  would  be 
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a  reasonable  rate,  while  one  expressed  the  belief  that  19  cents  would  be 
about  right.  Their  estimates  were  based  solely  upon  comparisons.  The 
witnesses  for  respondents  persisted  in  the  claim  that  the  existing  rate  of  32} 
cents  was  as  low  as  the  service  could  be  performed^  in  justice  to  themselves. 

After  carefully  weighing  all  the  testimony  and  duly  considering  the 
facts  at  our  command  bearing  on  this  case,  we  find  that  28}  cents  is  a  rea- 
sonable rate  for  transporting  farm  implements  in  car  lots  from  Kansas 
City,  Kas.»  and  from  all  other  points  on  the  eastern  border  of  Kansas,  to 
Wichita. 

We  further  find  that  the  citizens  of  Wichita  are  entitled  to  the  same 
rates  on  car  loads  of  farm  implements  shipped  out  of  Wichita  as  are  given 
to  Kansas  City  and  other  towns  on  the  eastern  border  of  the  state. 

It  is  therefore  ordered  that  the  respondent  companies  shall  not  charge 
for  the  transportation  of  agricultural  implements  in  car  lots,  from  Kansas 
City  Kas.,  and  from  other  towns  on  the  eastern  border  of  the  state,  to 
Wichita,  a  rate  in  excess  of  23}  cents  per  100  pounds.  It  is  further  or- 
dered, that  respondent  companies  shall  not  charge  for  the  transportation  of 
agricultural  implements  in  car  lots  from  Wichita  to  other  points  within  the 
state  a  higher  rate  than  is  charged  for  transporting  the  same  for  like  dis- 
tances and  in  like  quantities  from  Kansas  City,  Kas.,  to  other  points  within 
the  state. 

This  order  shall  go  into  efiect  on  or  before  December  1,  1893.

Under  date  of  July  30,  1893,  D.  D.  McNichol  writes  this  Board  (filed 
August  11),  asking  that  a  private  road  crossing  be  put  in  by  the  respondent 
company  on  its  line  of  road  at  the  point  where  said  respondent's  line 
crosses  the  southwest  corner  of  the  northeast  quarter  of  section  15,  town- 
ship 17  south,  range  4  east,  in  Marion  county,  Kansas. 

*0n  October  25, 1893,  the  ground  and  location  were  viewed  by  P.  B.  Max- 
son,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners,  in  company  with  plaintiff 
McNichol.  It  was  shown  by  plaintiff  that  he  was  at  time  of  survey,  locat- 
ing and  building  of  said  line  of  road,  and  was  on  the  25th  day  of  October, 
1893,  the  owner  of  the  northeast  quarter  of  section  15,  township  17,  range 
4;  said  quarter  sections  cornering  in  the  middle  of  section  15.  Plaintiff's 
residence  is  located  upon  the  south  line  of  the  southwest  quarter  of  section 
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15,  on  a  public  highway,  and  to  reach  the  northeast  qaarter  of  said  section 
with  team  the  plaintiff  travels  east  on  highway  about  three-fourths  of  one 
mile,  thence  north  on  highway  one-half  mile,  to  reach  a  point  of  entrance  to 
the  northeast  quarter  of  section  15,  upon  which  he  has  improvements  in 
cultivated  land.  We  find  from  the  profile  of  definite  location  of  said  line 
of  road,  on  file  in  this  office,  the  embankment  or  fill  of  road  at  point  of 
crossing,  southwest  comer  of  the  northeast  quarter  aforesaid,  that  the  em- 
bankment or  fill  of  said  line  of  road  is  about  11  feet,  and  in  order  to  con- 
struct a  crossing  over  said  line  upon  plaintiff's  land  and  respondent's  right 
of  way  would  require  a  grade  slope  of  about  45  d^rees,  which  could  be  of 
no  practical  use  to  plaintiff  as  a  road  crossing.  It  is  further  shown,  that 
plaintiff,  in  deeding  the  few  rods  of  right  of  way  to  respondent  company, 
that  no  farm  right  of  way  or  road  crossing  was  reserved.  In  view  of  all  the 
foregoing  facts,  the  petition  of  the  complainant  is  hereby  denied.

On  October  13,  1893,  plaintiff  Clem  filed  in  this  office  his  petition,  ask- 
ing that  this  Board  adjust  and  grant  a  reasonable  freight  rate  on  coal  hauled 
from  Atchison  to  Doniphan  by  respondent  company ;  alleging  that  the  rate 
on  car-load  coal  from  Leavenworth  mines  to  Atchison  is  and  has  been  fifty 
(50)  cents  per  ton,  a  distance  of  thirty-five  (35)  miles;  while  the  rate  from 
Atchison  to  Doniphan,  a  distance  of  six  (6)  miles,  is  and  has  been  sixty  (60) 
cents  per  ton,  which  rate  plaintiff  claims  is  unreasonable  and  unjust. 

Respondent  company  answers  that  Atchison  is  a  competitive  point,  and 
that  it  frequently  happens  that  at  such  points  freight  rates  are  below  cost, 
and  that  the  rate  from  Atchison  to  Doniphan  is  a  reasonable  rate. 

The  rate  of  fifty  (50)  cents  per  ton  from  Leavenworth  to  Atchison,  on 
the  basis  of  forty  (40)  miles,  equals  twelve  and  one-fourth  (12 i^)  cents  per 
ten  (10)  miles;  while  the  rate  from  Atchison  to  Doniphan,  six  (6)  miles,  1)n 
the  basis  of  ten  (10)  mile  rate,  equals  sixty  (60)  cents,  or  near  five  times 
the  rate  from  Leavenworth  to  Atchison. 

It  appears  that  coal  hauled  from  Leavenworth  to  Doniphan,  via  Atchi- 
son, has  to  be  transferred  at  Atchison,  for  which  a  charge  of  two  dollars 
($2)  is  made,  which  is  equal  to  thirteen  and  one-third  (13i)  cents  per 
ton  on  a  10-mile  haul,  which,  added  to  the  twelve  and  one-fourth  (12i)  cents 
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for  ten  (10)  mile  rate  from  Leavenworth  to  Atchison,  equals  twenty-five 
and  seven-twelfths  (25^^)  cents  as  the  through  rate  to  Doniphan. 

The  short  haul  from  Atchison  to  Doniphan  entitles  the  company  to  an 
increase  charge  such  as  shall  be  reasonable. 

This  Board  finds  that  thirty  (30)  cents  per  ton,  in  car  loads,  from  Atch- 
ison to  Doniphan  to  be  a  reasonable  charge,  and  it  is  therefore  ordered  by 
this  Board,  that  respondent  company  put  into  effect  the  above  rate  of 
thirty  (30)*  cents  per  ton,  from  Atchison  to  Doniphan,  on  or  before  Decem- 
ber 1, 1893.  By  Ordeb  op  the  Board.

Co.,  Respondent )     to  Doniphan, 

Bespondent  company  filed  its  application  for  a  rehearing,  as  set  forth  on 

separate  sheet,  and  attached  hereto,  aud  made  a  part  of  this  notice,  which 

application,  after  being  taken  up  by  the  Board  and  fully  considered,  was 

granted,  and  date  set  for  rehearing  on  December  14, 1893,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  ;

The  above  plaintiffs,  residents  and  taxpayers  in  several  municipal  town- 
Bbips  in  the  counties  of  Osage  and  Anderson,  through  which  counties  and 
townships  the  Kansas,  Nebraska  &  Dakota  (known  as  the  "K.  N.  &  D.") 
line  of  road  passes  en  route  from  Fort  Scott,  Kas.,  to  Topeka,  Kas.,  owned 
and  operated  by  the  Missouri  Pacific  Railway  Company,  filed  their  several 
petitions  in  this  office,  under  dates  August  16,  August  23,  and  September  1, 
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A.  D.  1893,  asking  and  demanding  that  a  separate  and  exclusive  passenger, 
express  and  mail  train  be  put  upon  and  continuously  maintained,  making 
daily  trips  each  way,  on  the  Kansas,  Nebraska  &  Dakota  (  known  as  the 
"K.  N.  &  D.")  line  of  road,  from  Fort  Scott,  Kas.,  to  Topeka,  Kas. 

Petitioners  aver  that,  prior  to  the  building  of  said  line  of  road,  officers 
and  agents  of  the  company  constructing  said  line  represented  to  petitioners 
and  the  public,  and  did  agree,  that  if  the  municipal  townships  through 
which  the  proposed  line  of  road  was  to  be  constructed  would  vote  aid  tx> 
said  railroad  company,  to  assist  in  the  building,  equipping  and  operating  of 
said  proposed  line,  the  company  would  construct  and  operate  a  first-class 
railroad,  and  continue,  maintain  and  operate  the  same  as  first  class,  and 
would  build  and  operate  said  line  from  the  lumber  regions  and  coal  fields 
on  the  south  and  east,  via  Fort  Scott,  Garnett,  and  Topeka,  to  the  Dakotas 
on  the  north. 

Petitioners  and  citizens,  trusting  in  the  good  faith  of  the  officers  and 
agents  of  said  railroad  company,  and  in  accordance  with  agreements  made 
as  above  set  out,  did  vote  and  deliver  to  said  company  large  sums  of  mu- 
nicipal bonds,  upon  which  they  have  and  are  now  paying  large  sums  annu- 
ally in  interest  to  said  company.

IMPORTANT  CHANGES  DUBINQ  THE  YEAR. 

7.  All  new  bonds  issued:  Under  »n  indenture  dated  July  1, 1892,  second  mortgage  bonds  to  the 
extent  of  $80,000,000,  designated  as  class  A,  were  authorised,  to  exohanse  at  par  for  the  5-per-oent.  in- 
come gold  bonds  of  the  company,  and  an  additional  issue  of  9SM),000,000,  designated  as  class  B,  were 
authorised,  to  provide  for  improyements  (including  equipment)  on  Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  F6  rail- 
road and  proprietary  companies'  linee  mortgaged  thereunder,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $5,000,000  in 
any  one  year,  from  July  1, 1892. 

During  the  year,  $77,047,400  class  A  bonds  have  been  issued  in  exchange  for  an  equal  amount  of 
income  bonds,  and  $6,000,000  class  B  bonds  have  been  sold  for  cash. 


CONTRACTS.  AGREEMENTS,  BTC^  AFFECTING  BUSINESS. 

1.  Wells,  Fargo  A  Co.'s  Express:  The  express  company  pays  a  certain  percentage  of  its  gross  earn- 
ings from  business  carried  over  this  company's  line,  and  guarantees  to  the  railroad  company  that  such 
percentage  shall  not  be  less  than  fixed  amount  per  annum. 

2.  United  States  government  mails :  This  company  provides  the  cars,  pays  the  cost  of  maintenance 
of  same,  receives  anddelivers  the  mail  at  terminal  offices,  and  delivers  the  mails  into  and  takes  them 
from  all  intermediate  offices  located  not  over  80  rods  from  points  at  which  trains  make  regular  stops. 
Compensation  is  based  on  weight  of  malls  and  speed  of  trains,  as  provided  by  law. 

3.  Pullman  Palace  Car  Co.:  The  cars  are  owned  by  the  E^illman  Palace  Car  Co.,  which  receives  all 
the  earnings  and  pays  running  expenses.  The  railroad  company  furnishes  ice,  water,  fuel,  and  oils, 
and  pays  the  Pullman  Palace  Car  Co.  a  fixed  mileage  rate  for  every  mile  run  by  the  cars  on  line  of  the 
railroad  company.  When  the  revenue  received  by  the  Pullman  Palace  Car  Co.  from  sale  of  seats  and 
berths  shall  equal  or  exceed  a  certain  amount  per  annum,  then  the  payment  of  the  fixed  mileage  rate 
shall  cease. 

7.  Western  Union  Telegraph  Co.:  All  telegraph  lines  and  appliances  thereto  along  the  line  of  the 
railroad  company  are  owned  jointlv  with  the  telegraph  company.  Cost  of  repairs  is  borne  jointlv 
by  the  two  companies.  The  railroaa  company  has  vree  use  of  the  wires  for  its  own  business,  pays  sal- 
tries  of  operators,  furnishes  office  room,  light,  and  heat,  retaining  as  compensation  for  such  expense  a 
oenaln  percentage  of  receipts  from  commercial  business.

2.  Date  of  org«oization  :  June  2, 1S80. 

8.  Under  laws  of  what  gOTernmeat,  state  or  territory  organized:  Lawa  of  Illinois  and  Iowa. 

4.  If  a  consolidated  company,  name  the  oonailtuent  companiea:  The  Chicago,  Bock  Island  A.  Pa- 
cific Rly.  Co.  is  a  consolidated  company,  and  owns  its  property  located  in  the  states  of  Illinois,  lows, 
Missouri,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  Colorado  and  the  Indian  territory  by  rlrtue  of  its  articles  of  oonsolldatioo 
and  purchases  as  hereinafter  stated. 

As  a  consolidated  organization,  its  constituent  companies  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  Rock  Island  A  La  Salle  Rid.  Co.,  created  by  special  charter  granted  by  the  state  of  Illinois, 
February  27,  1M7. 

2.  The  Chicago  A  Rook  Island  Rid.  Co.,  suooessor  to  the  Rock  Island  A  La  Salle,  by  amendment  to 
the  charter  of  the  former  company,  February  7, 1851. 

3.  On  the  Ist  day  of  February,  1853,  the  Mississippi  A  Missouri  Rid.  Co.  was  incorporated  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  state  of  Iowa,  and  the  road  conslrucied  by  it  sold  under  foreclosure  to  the  Cbicsgo, 
Rock  Island  A  Pacific  Rid.  Co.,  incorporated  under  the  general  laws  of  the  state  of  Iowa  on  the  28th  day 
of  May,  1856. 

4.  On  the  20th  day  of  August,  1866,  the  Chicago  A  Rock  Island  Rid.  Co.,  of  Illinois,  and  the  Chicago, 
Rock  Island  A  Pacific  Rid.  Co..  of  Iowa,  were  consolidated,  by  virtue  of  the  general  laws  of  the  states 
of  Illinois  and  Iowa,  the  consolidated  company  taking  the  name  of  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  A  Pscific 
Rid.  Co. 

6.  On  the  4th  day  of  January.  1869,  the  Platte  County  A  Fort  Des  Moines  Rid.  Co.  was  Inoorporated 
by  the  legislature  of  Missouri,  ana  on  the  4th  day  of  January,  1860,  the  Platte  City  A  Fort  Des  Mttlnes 
Rid.  Co.  was  organized  under  the  statutes  of  satd  state.  On  the  30th  of  July,  1867,  the  name  of  the 
Platte  City  A  Fort  Des  Moines  Rid.  Co.  was,  by  resolution  of  said  company,  changed  to  the  Leaven- 
worth A  Des  Moines  Rid.  Co.  On  the  3d  of  March,  1869,  the  name  of  the  last-mentioned  company  was 
changed  by  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Missouri  to  the  Chicago  A  Southwestern  Rly.  Co.,  and  on  the 
12th  day  of  May,  1869,  there  was  organized  under  the  general  inoorporation  laws  of  the  state  of  lows 
a  corporation  of  said  state  by  the  name  of  the  Chicago  A  Southwestern  Rly.  Co.  On  the  25th  day  of 
September,  1869,  by  virtue  of  the  general  laws  of  the  states  of  Iowa  and  Missouri,  the  two  last-men- 
tioned companies  were  consolidated  into  a  consolidated  company,  known  as  the  Chicago  A  Southwest- 
ern Rly.  Co. 

6.  A  mortgage  oorerlng  the  property  of  the  Chicago  A  Southwestern  Rly.  Co.  in  Iowa  and  Missouri 
was  foreclosed  subsequent  to  the  above-mentioned  consolidation,  and  at  the  sale  under  said  mortgage 
said  property  was  sold  to  the  Iowa  Southern  A  MiRsouri  Northern  Rly.  Co.,  a  corporation  organized  un- 
der tne  general  laws  of  the  state  of  Iowa  on  the  27lh  day  of  August,  1876. 

7.  On  the  29th  day  of  November,  1870.  there  was  organized  under  the  general  laws  of  the  state  of 
Missouri  a  corporation  known  as  the  Atchison  Branch  of  the  Chicago  A  Southwestern  Rly.  Co.,  and  on 
the  16th  day  of  August,  1871,  a  consolidation  of  the  last-mentioned  company  was  affected  with  the  Chi- 
cago A  Southwestern  Rly.  Co.,  of  the  states  of  Iowa  and  Missouri. 

8.  On  the  80th  day  o^  April,  1869,  there  was  incorporated  under  the  general  Incorporation  laws  of 
the  state  of  Iowa  a  corporation  known  as  the  Des  Moines,  Indlanola  A  Missouri  Rid.  Co.,  which  con- 
structed a  line  of  railroad  from  Des  Motnea,  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  to  Indlanola,  in  said  state. 

9.  There  was  organized  under  the  general  incorporation  laws  of  the  stale  of  Iowa  a  corporation 
known  as  the  Des  Moines,  Winterset  A  Southwestern  Rid.  Co.,  which  constructed  a  line  of  road  from  a 
junction  with  the  Des  Moines,  Indlanola  A  Missouri  railroad  to  Winteraet,  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  which 
two  last-mentioned  railroads  were  conveyed  to  the  said  Iowa  Southern  A  Missouri  Northern  Rly.  Co. 

10.  On  the  4th  day  of  August,  1877.  there  was  organized  under  the  general  laws  of  the  state  of  Iowa 
the  Newton  A  Monroe  Rid.  Co.,  which  constructed  a  railway  from  Newton,  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  to 
Monroe,  in  said  state;  and  on  the  11th  day  of  June,  1878,  there  was  organized  under  the  same  laws  the 
Atlantic  A  Audubon  Rid.  Co.,  which  constructed  a  railroad  from  Atlantic,  in  said  state,  to  Audubon, 
in  said  state;  and  on  the  27th  day  of  August,  1879,  there  was  organized  the  Atlantic  Southern  Rid.  Co., 
which  constructed  a  railroad  from  the  said  town  of  Atlantic  to  Orlswold,  in  said  state;  and  on  the  27th 
day  of  October,  1879,  there  was  organized  under  the  said  laws  the  Avoca,  Maoedonia  A  Southwestern 
Rid.  Co.,  which  constructed  a  railroad  from  A.voca,  in  said  state,  to  Carson,  in  the  same  state, 

11.  On  the  2d  day  of  June,  1880,  pursuant  to  the  general  laws  of  the  states  of  Illinois  and  Iowa,  sr- 
tlcles  of  consolidation  were  entered  into  between  the  above-mentioned  Chicago,  Rock  Island  A  Pacific 
Rid.  Co.,  the  Iowa  Southern  A  Missouri  Northern  Rid.  Co ,  the  Newton  A  Monroe  Rid.  Co  ,  the  Atlantic 
Souihern  Rid.  Co.,  the  Avoca,  Macedonia  A  Southwestern  Rid.  Co.,  and  the  Atlantic  A  Audubon  RUL 
Co.,  wherebv  was  created  the  corporation  known  as  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  A  Paciflo  Rly.  (!o. 

12.  Under  the  laws  of  the  state  of  Missouri  there  was  organized  a  corporation  known  as  the  St.  Jo- 
seph A  Iowa  Rid.  Co.,  these  laws  beginning  with  the  22d  day  of  January,  1867,  and  terminating  the  19th 
of  March,  1866,  and  the  railroad  constructed  by  this  company  in  Missouri  has  been  conveyed  to  the 
Chicago.  Rock  Island  A  Pacific  Rly.  Co. 

13.  Under  the  general  laws  of  the  state  of  Iowa  the  following-named  companies  were  organized 
on  the  dates  named  respectWely :  The  Avoca  A  Harlan  Rid.  Co.,  organized  on  the  15th  day  of  June, 
1878,  which  constructed  a  railroad  from  Avoca,  in  the  state  of  Iowa,  to  Harlan,  in  said  state ;  and  ihe 
Guthrie  A  Northwestern  Rid.

With  Railway  Equipment  Company  of  Minnesota,  for  equipment  leased  by  the  railway  company, 
on  which  it  agrees  to  pay  5  per  cent,  of  ita  cost  on  the  Isi  day  of  each  .Tune  for  nine  consecutive 
years,  commencing  June  I,  1892,  and  the  balance  on  the  1st  day  of  June,  1901,  on  equipment  covered 
by  contract  dated  May  28,  1891 ;  and  agrees  to  pay  5  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  equipment  covered  by  con- 
tract dated  December '2«,  1891,  on  the  Ist  day  of  t^ach  January  for  nine  consecutive  years,  commencing 
January  1,  1R93,  and  the  balance  on  the  ist  day  of  January,  1902;  and  agrees  to  pay  as  rental,  in 
monthly  iostallments,  7  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  unpaid  principal.  All  these  sums  are  represented 
by  lease  warrants,  and  when  all  are  paid  the  equipment  becomes  the  property  of  the  railway  company.

Contract  with  the  Adams  Express  Co.,  dated  May  1,  18S9,  and  expires  May  1, 1894.  Under  its  pro^ 
visions  the  railroad  company  furnishes  the  necessary  car  space  in  its  passenger  trains,  properly  heated. 
and  lighted,  and  transports  the  business  of  the  expreiM  company.  The  railroad  company  receives  la 
compensation  for  such  service  40  per  cent,  of  the  gross  earnings  of  the  express  company,  with  a  gu&x%. 
anty  that  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  railroad  C()»u^»any  shall  not  be  less  than  $4,000  per  annum.  The 
railroad  company  also  furnishes  storage  and  office  room  in  its  buildings,  and  receives  as  oompenaation 
therefor  $600  per  annum. 

There  is  no  written  contract  with  the  United  Stales  government  for  the  transportation  of  mails 
but  the  railroad  company  furnishes  space,  properly  heated  and  lighted,  in  Its  passenger  traina,  ati<£ 
transports  the  mails  for  such  compensation  as  is  fixed  under  the  rules  of  the  post-office  departmeiit 
based  upon  the  result  of  the  weigtiing  of  the  mails  for  30  consecutive  working  days.    The  compensA.^ 
tion  has  been  fixed  by  the  department  for  four  years,  ending  June  30, 1895,  unless  changed  as  provided 
by  the  rules  of  the  department,  at  $13,643.64. 

No  sleeping,  parlor  or  dining  cars  run  on  this  road. 

No  contract  with  the  freight  or  transportation  companies  or  lines. 

Contract  with  the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  Riy.  Co.,  dated  .July  27,  1891,  and  remains  In  force  for 
five  years,  except  that  after  July  1, 1892,  it  may  be  terminated  by  either  party  giving  the  other  six 
months'  noiice,  in  writing,  of  desire  to  terminate  the  same.  Under  its  provisions,  the  Clinton  com. 
pany,  in  conjunction  with  ihe  Kan«)as  City,  Fort  Scott  A,  Memphis  Rid.  Co.,  hauls  ihe  freight  of  the  Ml». 
souri,  Kansas  <S:  Texas  between  Clinton,  Mo.,  and  Kansas  City,  Mo. 
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Contract  with  the  Western  Union  Telegraph  Co.,  dated  February  3, 1886,  and  expires  Ma;  14, 1910, 
concerning  ibe  construction  and  operation  of  a  ioint  telegraph  line  or  lines  along  this  company's  road. 
The  railroad  company  furnishes  the  poles  and  labor  for  construction  of  line  as  well  as  labor  for  main- 
tenance and  repairs.  The  telegraph  company  ftirnlshes  all  material,  excepting  poles  and  a  foreman 
for  construction,  as  well  as  all  material  and  a  foreman  for  maintenance  and  repairs.  In  case  a  second 
wire  is  necessary,  the  telegraph  company  furnishes  all  material  and  the  railroad  company  the  neces- 
sary labor.  After  the  erection  of  two  wires,  either  company  may  string  as  many  as  are  necessary,  upon 
paying  the  whole  cost.  The  telegraph  company  furnlsnes  all  necessary  batterits,  instruments,  etc.,  for 
operation  of  line  or  lines.  The  railroad  company  receives  free  telegraph  service  beyond  its  road  to  the 
extent  of  $1,400  per  annum,  calculated  at  full  rates,  and  pays  one-half  rates  In  excess  of  such  limits.

HISTORY. 

2.  Date  of  organization :  Organized  April  7, 1870,  by  the  oonaolidation  of  the  Union  Pacific,  S»atfaem 
Branch,  (chartered  September  20, 1865,)  the  Tebo  A  Neosho,  (chartered  June  18, 1870,)  the  Labette  &.  Se- 
dalia.  (chartered  May  7, 1878.)  and  the  Neosho  Valler  &  Uolden,  (whose  road  was  opened  in  1871.) 

The  St.  Louis  &.  Santa  F6  Rid.,  Holden,  Mo.,  to  Paola,  Kaa.,  (chartered  December  1, 1870,)  was  par- 
chaned  at  a  foreclosure  saie,  April  29, 1872;  and  the  Hannibal  A  Central  Missouri,  Hannibal  to  Moberly, 
72.5  miles,  (chartered  February  13, 1365,)  was  purchased  in  1878. 

The  line  from  Junction  City  to  the  southern  boundary  of  Kansas  waa  opened  June  1, 1870;  from 
Sedalia  to  Parsons,  March  1, 1871 ;  from  southern  boundary  of  Kansas  to  Den ison,  January  1, 1878;  and 
from  Hannibal  to  Sedalia,  September  1, 1878. 

On  I>eoember  1, 1880,  the  road  and  property  of  the  Missouri,  Kansas  &  Texas  RIy.  Co.  waa  leased  to 
the  Missouri  Pacific  Rly.  Co.,  but  the  lease  was  terminated  in  1888,  after  the  appointment  of  receiyers 
for  said  road  and  property,  in  June,  18'$8,  on  account  of  default  in  payment  of  interest. 

In  1890,  the  company  was  reorganized,  without  foreclosure,  by  unanimous  consent  of  all  security 
holders,  and  the  old  securities  retired  by  substitution  and  exchange  of  the  new  securities  described  in 
report. 

On  June  8, 1891,  the  receivers  were  diacharged,  and  the  property  deliyered  to  the  Missonri,  TLt 
A  Texas  Rly.  Co.  July  1, 1891.

Louis  A  Santa  F6  Rid.,  Uolden,  Mo.,  to  Paola,  Kas.,  (chartered  December  1, 1870,)  was  pur- 
chaiied  at  a  foreclosure  sale,  April  29, 1872;  and  the  Elannlbal  A  Central  Missouri,  Hannibal  to  Moberlj, 
72.5  miles,  (chartered  February  13, 1865,)  was  purchased  in  1873. 

The  line  from  Junction  City  to  the  southern  boundary  of  Kansas  was  opened  June  1, 1870:  ft^m 
Sedalla  to  Parsons,  March  1, 1871 ;  from  southern  boundary  of  Kansas  to  Den uon,  January  1, 1873;  and 
from  Flannlbal  to  Sedalia,  September  1, 1873. 

On  December  1, 1880,  the  road  and  property  of  the  Missouri,  Kansas  A  Texas  Biy.  Co.  was  leased  to 
the  Missouri  Pacific  Rly.  Co.,  but  the  lease  was  terminated  in  1888,  after  the  appointment  of  receivers 
for  said  road  and  property,  in  June,  1888,  on  account  of  default  in  payment  of  interest. 

In  1890,  the  company  was  reorganized,  without  foreclosure,  by  unanimous  consent  of  all  aecurity 
holders,  and  the  old  securities  retired  by  substitution  and  exchange  of  the  new  securities  described  in 
report. 

On  June  8, 1891,  the  receivers  were  discharged,  and  the  property  delivered  to  the  Missouri,  Kansas 
A  Texas  Rly.  Co.  July  1, 1891.

RAILROAD  LAWS. 


LAW  CREATING  THE  BOARD  OP  RAILROAD  COMMISSION- 

ERS,  AND  DEFINING  THEIR  DUTIES. 


CHAPTER  CXXIV. 

An  Act  concerning  Railroads  and  Other  Common  Carriers. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  No  railroad  company  shall  charge  or  receive  a  rate  in  ex- 
cess of  three  cents  per  mile  for  the  transportation  of  any  passenger  who  is 
over  twelve  years  of  age,  upon  any  railroad  in  this  state,  nor  in  excess  of 
half  that  sum  per  mile  for  the  transportation  of  any  passenger  of  the  age 
of  twelve  years  or  under.  Each  passenger  over  twelve  years  of  age  paying 
fare  shall  be  entitled  to  have  transported,  without  any  additional  charge, 
baggage  not  exceeding  one  hundred  pounds  in  weight;  and  each  passenger 
of  twelve  years  of  age  or  under  paying  fare  shall  be  entitled  to  have  trans- 
ported, without  additional  charge,  baggage  not  exceeding  fifty  pounds  in 
weight. 

Sec.  2.  The  executive  council  shall,  before  the  first  day  of  April  next, 
elect  three  competent  persons,  who  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners,  and  who  shall  hold  their  offices  from  the  date  of  their  re- 
spective elections  for  the  term  of  one,  two  and  three  years  from  the  first  day 
of  April  next.  The  executive  council  shall,  in  like  manner,  before  the  first 
day  of  April  in  each  year  thereafter,  elect  a  Commissioner,  to  continue  in 
office  for  the  term  of  three  years  from  said  date,  and  in  case  any  vacancy 
occurs  in  said  Board,  by  resignation  or  otherwise,  shall  in  the  same  manner 
elect  a  Commissioner  to  serve  for  the  residue  of  the  term.  The  executive 
council  may  at  any  time  remove  such  Commissioners,  or  any  of  them,  and 
elect  others  to  fill  the  vacancy ;  and  all  votes  cast  by  each  member  of  the 
executive  council  for  the  election  of  any  person  to  the  office  of  Railroad 
Commissioner,  or  removal  from  the  same,  shall  be  recorded  in  a  journal 
kept  by  them  for  that  purpose,  which  journal  shall  be  kept  open  at  all 
times  for  public  inspection.  The  said  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  Secretary,  and  remove  him  at  pleasure.  No  person 
owning  any  bonds,  stock  or  property  in  any  railroad  company,  or  who  is 
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in  the  employment,  or  who  is  in  any  way  or  manner  pecuniarily  interested 
in  any  railroad,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Railroad  Commissioner  or 
Secretary  of  said  Board.  Said  Railroad  Commissioners  and  Secretary  shall 
be  qualified  electors  of  the  state:  Provided^  That  no  more  than  two  of  the 
Commissioners  shall  belong  to  the  same  political  party.  Said  Commissioo- 
ers  and  Secretary  shall  be  sworn  to  the  due  and  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  before  entering  upon  the  discharge  of 
the  same.  Each  of  said  Commissioners  shall  enter  into  bonds,  with  security 
to  be  approved  by  the  executive  council,  in  the  sum  of  $10,000,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Commissioners  shall  keep  their  office  in  the  statehouse,  or  at 
some  other  suitable  place  in  the  city  of  Topeka,  and  they  or  either  of  them 
may  act  officially  in  any  part  of  the  state.  They  shall  each  receive  a  salary 
of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  Secretary  shall  receive  a  sal- 
ary of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  as  the  sal- 
aries of  other  state  officers  are  paid ;  and  the  said  Board  shall  be  provided, 
at  the  expense  of  the  state,  with  necessary  office  furniture  and  stationery. 

[Section  4  of  this  act  declared  void.    See  32  Kas.  761.] 

Section  4,  which  provides  for  raising  a  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  sal- 
aries and  current  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  and  iu 
Secretary  by  the  taxation  of  the  property  of  railroad  companies  only,  was 
declared  unconstitutional  and  void  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  of 
Kansas,  being  in  contravention  of  ^  1  of  art.  11  of  the  state  constitution, 
which  provides  that  "  the  legislature  shall  provide  for  a  uniform  and  equal 
rate  of  assessment  and  taxation."  (^A.  T.  &  S,  F.  Rid,  Co,  v.  Howe,  32  Kas. 
737.) 

Sec.  5.  Said  Commissioners  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  all  rail- 
roads in  the  state  operated  by  steam,  and  all  express  companies,  sleeping-car 
companies,  and  all  other  persons,  companies  or  corporations  doing  business 
as  common  carriers  in  this  state ;  and  shall  inquire  into  any  neglect  or  vio- 
lation of  the  laws  of  this  state  by  any  person,  company  or  corporation  en- 
gaged in  the  business  of  transportation  of  persons  or  property  therein,  or  by 
the  officers,  agents  or  employ^  thereof;  and  shall  also  from  time  to  time 
carefully  examine  and  inspect  the  condition  of  each  railroad  in  the  state, 
and  its  equipment,  and  the  manner  of  its  conduct  and  management,  with 
reference  to  the  public  safety  and  convenience.  Whenever  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  it  shall  appear  that  any  railroad  corporation 
or  other  transportation  company  fails,  in  any  respect  or  particular,  to  com- 
ply with  the  terms  of  its  charter  or  the  laws  of  the  state,  or  whenever  in 
their  judgment  any  repairs  are  necessary  upon  its  road,  or  any  addition  to 
its  rolling  stock,  or  any  addition  to  or  changes  of  its  stations  or  station  houses, 
or  any  change  in  its  rates  for  transporting  freight,  or  any  change  in  the  mode 
of  operating  its  road  and  conducting  its  business,  is  reasonable  and  expedi- 
ent, in  order  to  promote  the  security,  convenience  and  accommodation  of  the 
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public,  said  CommissioDers  shall  inform  such  corporation  of  the  improve- 
ment and  changes  which  they  adjudge  to  be  proper,  by  a  notice  thereof  in 
writing,  to  be  served  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof,  certified  by  the  Commission- 
ers' Secretary,  with  any  station  agent,  clerk,  treasurer,  or  any  director  of 
said  corporation ;  and  a  report  of  the  proceedings  shall  be  included  in  the 
annual  report  of  the  Commissioners  to  the  governor.  Nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  as  relieving  any  railroad  company,  or  other  trans- 
portation corporation,  from  their  responsibility  or  liability  for  damage  to 
person  or  property. 

Sec.  6.  Said  Commissioners  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  De- 
cember in  each  year,  make  a  report  to  the  governor  of  their  doings  for  the 
preceding  year,  containing  such  facts,  statements  and  explanations  as  will 
(tisclose  the  working  of  the  system  of  railroad  transportation  in  this  state, 
and  its  relation  to  the  general  business  and  prosperity  of  the  citizens  of  the 
state,  and  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  in  respect  thereto  as  may 
seem  appropriate.  Said  report  shall  also  contain,  as  to  every  railroad  cor- 
poration doing  business  in  this  state — 

First:  The  amount  of  its  capital  stock. 

Second:  The  amount  of  its  preferred  stock,  if  any,  and  the  condition  of 
ltd  preferment. 

Third:  The  amount  of  its  funded  debt,  and  the  rate  of  interest. 

Fourth:    The  amount  of  its  floating  debt. 

Fifth:  The  cost  and  actual  present  cash  value  of  its  road  and  equip- 
ment, including  permanent  way  buildings  and  rolling  stock,  all  real  estate 
used  exclusively  in  operating  the  road,  and  all  fixtures  and  conveniences 
for  transacting  its  business. 

Sixth:  The  estimated  value  of  all  other  property  owned  by  such  corpora- 
tion, with  a  schedule  of  the  same,  not  including  lands  granted  in  aid  of  its 
construction. 

Seventh:  The  number  of  acres  originally  granted  in  aid  of  the  construc- 
tion of  its  road,  by  the  United  States  or  by  this  state. 

Eighth :  Number  of  acres  of  such  land  remaining  unsold. 

Nhith:  A  list  of  all  its  officers  and  directors,  with  their  respective  places 
of  residence. 

Tenth:  Such  statistics  of  the  road  and  of  its  business  for  the  year  as 
may  in  the  judgment  of  the  Commissioners  be  necessary  and  proper  for 
the  information  of  the  legislature,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the  governor. 
Such  report  shall  exhibit  and  refer  to  the  condition  of  such  corporation  on 
the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  and  the  details  of  its  business  transacted 
during  the  year  ending  June  30. 

Eleventh:  The  average  amount  of  tonnage  that  can  be  carried  over  each 
road  in  the  state  with  an  engine  of  given  power. 

Sec.  7.  To  enable  said  Commissioners  to  make  such  report,  the  president 
or  managing  officer  of  each  railroad  or  transportation  company  doing  busi- 
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ness  in  this  state  shall  annually  make  to  the  said  Gommiseioners,  on  the 
15th  day  of  September  of  each  year,  such  returns,  in  the  form  which  they 
may  prescribe,  as  will  afford  the  information  required  for  their  said  official 
report.  Such  returns  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  officer  making 
them ;  and  any  corporation  herein  named,  whose  returns  shall  not  be  made 
as  herein  prescribed,  by  the  15th  day  of  September,  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  $100  for  each  and  every  day  after  the  16th  day  of  September 
that  such  returns  shall  be  willfully  delayed  or  refused. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  have  power,  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  their  office,  to  examine  any  of  the  books,  papers  or  documents  of 
any  such  company  or  corporation,  or  to  examine  under  oath  or  otherwise 
any  officer,  director,  agent  or  employ^  thereof,  or  any  other  person.  The 
Commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  are  empowered  to  issue  subpoenas  and 
administer  oaths  in  the  ^ame  manner  and  with  the  same  power  to  enforce 
obedience  thereto,  in  the  performance  of  their  said  duties,  as  belong  and  per- 
tain to  courts  of  record  in  this  state;  and  any  person  who  may  willfully  ob- 
struct said  Commissioners  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  or  who  may 
refuse  to  give  any  information  within  their  possession  that  may  be  required 
by  said  Commissioners  within  the  line  of  their  duty,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  liable,  on  conviction  thereof,  to  a  fine  of  not 
exceeding  $1,000,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court;  the  costs  of  such  subpoenas 
and  investigation  to  be  first  paid  by  the  state,  on  the  certificate  of  said 
Commissioners. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  railroad  company,  when  within  its 
power  so  to  do,  and  upon  reasonable  notice,  to  furnish  suitable  cars  to  any 
and  all  persons  who  may  apply  therefor  for  the  transportation  of  any  and 
all  kinds  of  freight,  and  to  receive  and  transport  such  freight  with  all  rea- 
sonable dispatch,  and  to  provide  and  keep  suitable  facilities  for  the  receiv- 
ing and  handling  of  the  same  at  any  depot  on  the  line  of  its  road ;  and  also 
to  receive  and  transport  in  like  manner  the  empty  or  loaded  cars  furnished 
by  any  connecting  road,  to  be  delivered  at  any  station  or  stations  on  the  Hoe 
of  its  road,  to  be  loaded  or  discharged,  or  reloaded  and  returned  to  the  road 
so  connecting;  and  for  compensation  it  shall  not  demand  or  receive  any 
greater  sum  than  is  accepted  by  it  from  any  other  connecting  railroad  for  a 
similar  service. 

Sec.  10.  No  railroad  company  shall  charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any 
person,  company  or  corporation,  for  the  transportation  of  any  property  or 
for  any  other  service,  a  greater  sum  than  it  shall  at  the  same  time  charge, 
demand  or  receive  from  any  other  person,  company  or  corporation,  for  a 
like  service  from  the  same  place,  or  upon  like  condition  and  under  similar 
circumstaoces;  and  all  concessions  of  rates,  drawbacks,  and  contracts  for 
special  rates  shall  be  open  to  and  allowed  all  persons,  companies  and  cor- 
porations alike;  nor  shall  it  charge  more  for  transporting  freight  from  any 
point  on  its  line  than  a  fair  and  just  proportion  of  the  price  it  charges  for 
the  same  kind  of  freight  transported  from  any  other  point. 
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Sec.  11.  No  railroad  oompanj  shall  charge,  demand  or  receive  from  any 
person,  company  or  corporation,  an  unreasonable  price  for  the  transportatioQ 
of  persons  or  property,  or  for  the  hauling  or  storing  of  freight,  or  for  the 
use  of  its  cars,  or  for  any  privilege  or  service  afforded  by  it  in  the  transac- 
tion of  its  business  as  a  railroad  company.  And  upon  complaint  in  writing, 
made  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  that  an  unreasonable  price 
has  been  charged,  such  Board  shall  investigate  said  complaint,  and  if  sus- 
tained shall  make  a  certificate  under  their  seal,  setting  forth  what  is  a  rea- 
sonable charge  for  the  service  rendered,  which  shall  he  prima  facie  evidence 
of  the  matters  therein  stated. 

Sec.  12.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  railroad  company  to  make  any  con- 
tract or  enter  into  any  stipulation  with  any  other  railroad  company  running 
in  the  same  general  direction,  by  which  either  company  shall  directly  or  in- 
directly agree  to  divide,  in  any  manner  or  proportion,  the  joint  earnings 
upon  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  freight  transported  over  such  roads;  and 
any  violation  of  this  provision  shall  render  the  railroad  company  violating 
the  same  liable  to  a  penalty  of  $5,000  for  each  month  for  which  such  earn- 
ings are  divided,  to  be  recovered  for  the  use  of  the  common-school  fund,  in 
the  name  of  the  state. 

Sec.  13.  No  railroad  company  shall  be  permitted,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  by  regulation  or  order  of  the  Board,  to  change  or  limit  its  com- 
mon-law liability  as  a  common  carrier.  All  railroad  companies  shall,  on 
demand,  issue  duplicate  freight  receipts  to  shippers,  in  which  shall  be  stated 
the  class  or  classes  of  freight  shipped,  the  freight  charges  over  the  road  giv- 
ing the  receipt,  and,  so  far  as  practicable,  shall  state  the  freight  charges  over 
other  roads  that  carry  such  freight.  When  the  consignee  presents  the  rail- 
road receipt  to  the  agent  of  the  railroad  that  delivers  such  freight,  such 
agent  shall  deliver  the  article  shipped  on  payment  of  the  rate  charged  for 
the  class  of  freights  mentioned  in  the  receipt. 

Sec.  14.  In  all  cases  where  complaint  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  section  18,  hereinafter  provided,  that  an  unreasonable 
charge  is  made,  or  that  the  rates  charged  for  freight  are  unjust,  unreasonable, 
or  extortionate,  and  the  Board  shall  find  such  complaint  to  be  true,  they 
shall  require  a  modified  charge  for  the  service  rendered,  such  as  they  shall 
deem  to  be  reasonable,  and  shall  certify  their  findin'g  to  the  managing  offi- 
cer of  the  road  against  which  complaint  is  made ;  and  the  rates  so  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  to  be  reasonable  shall  be,  by  the  railroad  company 
affected  thereby,  accepted,  and  posted  up  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  each  de- 
pot on  the  line  of  its  road  that  may  be  designated  by  said  Board ;  and  such 
rates  so  found  shall,  in  all  actions  arising  in  any  court  in  the  state,  be  taken 
to  be  reasonable  compensation  for  the  services  for  which  they  are  provided, 
until  the  contrary  is  proven ;  and  all  compensation  demanded  or  received 
by  any  such  railroad  company  in  excess  of  the  rates  so  determined  by  the 
Board,  shall  in  any  such  action  be  taken  to  be  unjust,  unreasonable,  and  ex- 
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tortionate,  until  the  contrary  is  proven.  All  cases  of  a  failure  to  comply 
with  a  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  shall  be  embodied 
in  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  to  the  governor,  and  the  same 
shall  apply  to  any  unjust  discrimination,  extortion  or  overcharge  by  said 
company,  or  any  other  violation  of  this  act  by  such  company. 

Sec.  15.  Any  person,  partnership  or  corporation  engaged  in  business, 
other  than  that  of  a  common  carrier,  may  own  or  lease  railroad  cars,  and 
may  load  and  bill  the  same  to  any  railroad  point,  and  all  railroad  compan- 
ies and  connecting  lines  to  whom  any  such  car  is  delivered  shall  receive  and 
transport  the  same  with  all  reasonable  dispatch  towards  its  destination :  Pro- 
vided, That  such  cars  shall  be  constructed  in  conformity  to  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  company  to  which  such  application  is  made,  and  for  such 
compensation  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Commissioners;  and  having  arrived 
at  its  destination,  it  shall  be  unloaded,  and  shall  be,  unless  otherwise  or- 
dered by  such  shipper,  returned  to  its  starting  point  with  like  dispatch, 
and  shall  not  be  deviated  from  its  route,  and  shall  be  in  all  respects  handled 
the  same  as  a  car  belonging  to  any  railroad  company :  Provided,  That  it 
may  be  by  said  railroad  company  reasonably  loaded  upon  its  return  trip 
and  the  owner  be  allowed  a  reasonable  sum  for  its  use;  and  such  owner 
shall  be  responsible  for  all  necessary  repairs. 

Sec.  16.  Neither  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  nor  any  railroad 
company  shall  raise  the  charge  for  the  transportation  of  freight  on  any  rail- 
road without  first  giving  sixty  days'  public  notice  of  such  change,  in  such 
manner  as  the  Commissioners  may  determine. 

Sec.  17.  Any  person,  upon  written  permission  given  by  the  Board,  may 
exercise  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  is  now  enjoyed  by 
railroad  companies,  the  right  of  condemning  and  appropriating  land,  and 
laying  out  and  constructing  any  spur,  switch  or  railroad  track  thereover, 
and  connecting  the  same  with  any  railroad  already  constructed ;  and  the 
right  to  use  such  spur,  switch  or  track  shall  be  public,  at  rates  and  on  terma 
and  conditions  such  as  the  Board  shall  prescribe,  if  the  parties  interested 
cannot  agree. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioners,  upon  the  complaint 
and  application  of  the  mayor  and  council  of  any  city,  or  the  trustees  of  any 
township,  to  make  an  examination  of  the  rate  of  freight  tariff  charged  by 
any  such  company,  and  of  the  condition  or  operation  of  any  railroad,  any 
part  of  whose  location  lies  within  the  limits  of  such  city  or  township;  and 
if  25  or  more  legal  voters  in  any  city  or  township  shall,  by  petition  in  writ- 
ing, request  the  mayor  and  council  of  such  city  or  the  trustee  of  such 
township  to  make  the  said  complaint  and  application,  and  the  mayor  and 
council  or  the  trustee  refuse  or  decline  to  comply  with  the  prayer  of  the 
petition,  they  shall  state  the  reason  for  such  noncompliance,  in  writing, 
upon  the  petition,  and  return  the  same  to  the  petitioners;  and  the  petition- 
ers may  thereupon,  within  10  days  from  the  date  of  such  refusal  and  return, 
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present  such  petition  to  said  Commissioners;  and  said  Commissioners  shall, 
if  upon  inquiry  and  hearing  of  the  petitioners  they  think  that  the  public 
good  demands  the  examination,  proceed  to  make  it  in  the  same  manner  as 
if  called  upon  by  the  mayor  and  council  of  any  city  or  the  trustee  of  any 
township.  Before  proceeding  to  make  such  examination  in  accordance 
with  such  application  or  petition,  said  Commissioners  shall  give  to  the  peti- 
tioners and  railroad  company  reasonable  notice,  in  writing,  of  the  time  and 
place  of  entering  upon  the  same.  If  upon  such  an  examination  it  shall  ap- 
pear to  said  Commissioners  that  the  complaint  alleged  by  the  applicants  or 
petitioners  be  well  founded,  they  shall  so  adjudge;  and  they  shall  then  and 
there  i^ecide  what  is  a  reasonable  charge  for  such  freights,  and  shall  inform 
the  corporation  operating  such  railroad  company  of  their  adjudication 
within  10  days,  and  shall  also  report  their  doings  to  the  governor,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  6  of  this  act,  and  shall  certify  to  such  complainants  the 
result  of  such  adjudication;  and  such  adjudication  shall  be  prima  facie  evi- 
dence of  what  is  a  reasonable  charge  in  all  actions  for  such  service. 

Sec.  19.  Any  railroad  company  which  shall  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  offense,  to  the  person,  company 
or  corporation  aggrieved  thereby,  three  times  the  actual  damages  sustained 
by  the  said  party  aggrieved,  together  with  costs  of  suit,  and  a  reasonable  at- 
torney's fee,  to  be  fixed  by  the  court;  and  if  an  appeal  be  taken  from  the 
judgment,  or  any  part  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  appellate  court  to 
iuclude  in  the  judgment  an  additional  reasonable  attorney's  fee  for  services 
in  appellate  court  or  courts. 

Sec.  20.    Any  railroad  company  or  individual  willfully  violating  or 
evading  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  not  otherwise  herein  provided  fort 
shall  for  each  offense  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  $100  nor 
more  than  $5,000.     All  penalties  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  recovered 
by  a  ciyil  action,  to  be  instituted  and  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  state 
by  the  county  attorney  of  the  county  in  which  the  offense  has  been  com- 
mitted, upon  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners.    If 
upon  the  trial  of  such  action  the  jury  shall  find  for  the  plaintiff,  they  shall 
issess  and  return  with  their  verdict  the  amount  of  the  fine  to  be  imposed 
ipon  the  defendant,  and  the  court  shall  render  judgment  accordingly.    All 
^uch  penalties  so  recovered  shall  be  paid  into  the  school  fund  of  the  county 
<n  which  such  offense  has  been  committed;  and  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com 
ioissioners  may  require  the  attorney  general  to  assist  such  county  attorney 
in  the  prosecution  of  such  action.     No  bpnd  for  costs  shall  be  required  of 
the  state  in  any  such  action. 

Sec.  21.  In  any  action  against  any  railroad  company  for  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  plaintiff  may  join  in  the  same  petition  as 
many  different  causes  of  action  as  he  may  have  against  such  company  aris- 
ing under  this  act. 

Sec.  22.   Any  person  who  shall  willfully  and  corruptly  swear,  testify  or 
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affirm  falsely  to  any  material  matter,  upon  any  oath,  or  affirmation,  or 
declaration,  legally  administered  in  any  cause,  matter  or  proceeding  before 
said  Board,  or  any  member  thereof,  or  in  any  return,  answer  or  report  re- 
quired by  this  act  to  be  made,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  willful  and  corrupt 
perjury,  and  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  the  Penitentiary  at  hard 
labor,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  seven  years. 

Sec.  23.  Said  Board  of  Ck)mmi88ioners  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of 
all  its  official  acts,  and  shall  also  provide  a  seal,  on  which  shall  be  the  im- 
pression, '*  Board  of  Railroad  Ck)mmis8iouer8,  State  of  Kansas.  Seal."  All 
process  or  certificates  issued  or  given  by  the  Board,  shall  be  attested  by  said 
seal.  Copies  of  the  record  of  the  Board,  certified  by  the  Secretary  and  at- 
tested with  the  seal  of  the  Board,  shall  be  received  in  evidence  with  the 
like  effect  as  copies  of  other  public  records. 

Sec.  24.  Any  member  of  said  Board  while  acting  in  the  performance  of 
his  duties  as  such,  together  with  such  clerk,  accountant,  expert  or  other 
agent  whose  services  he  deems  to  be  important  in  the  discharge  of  said  duties, 
shall  have  the  right  of  passing  at  all  times  over  all  railroads  and  on  all  rail- 
road trains,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  this  state,  free  of  charge. 

Sec.  25.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  estop  or  hinder  any 
person  or  corporation  from  bringing  suit  against  any  such  railroad  company 
for  any  violation  of  any  of  the  laws  of  this  state  for  the  government  of  rail- 
roads. 

Sec.  26.  In  construing  this  act,  unless  such  meaning  be  repugnant  to  the 
context,  or  to  the  manifest  intention  of  the  legislature,  the  term  "railroad 
company"  shall  include  to  be  construed  to  mean  any  incorporated  railroad 
company,  or  any  express  or  transportation  company,  or  any  railroad  bridge 
company,  or  any  person  or  persons,  lessee,  assignee,  trustee,  receiver,  pait- 
nersliip,  joint-stock  company,  or  corporation,  engaged  wholly,  partially, 
jointly  or  severally  in  laying  out,  coDstructing,  owning,  operating,  using  or 
maintaining  any  railroad  operated  by  steam,  or  any  portion  or  part  of  such 
railroad  line.  The  word  ''  person  "  shall  include  persons,  partnerships,  joint- 
stock  companies,  or  corporations. 

Sec.  27.  Sections  fifty-six,  fifty-seven,  fifty-eight  and  fifty-nine  of  chapter 
twenty-three  of  the  General  Statutes  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sbc.  28.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pub- 
lication in  the  official  state  paper.

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CHAPTER  CXXXIII. 

Ah  Act  belatino  to  Switch  Connections  at  the  Crossings  of  Bail- 
roads,  AND  PROVIDING  FOR  THEIR  CONSTRUCTION  AND  MAINTENANCE. 

Be  U  enaeUd  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners  it  is  necessary  to  the  convenience  or  accommodation  of  the 
public  that  two  or  more  railroads  that  cross  each  other  should  connect  at 
or  near  the  point  of  crossing,  for  the  transfer  of  cars  from  one  road  to 
another,  the  Board  may  require  the  construction  of  necessary  switch  con- 
nections between  such  railroads  at  the  points  where  deemed  necessary,  in 
the  following  manner :  Said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  serve 
upon  the  railroad  companies  whose  roads  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  connect 
a  certified  copy  of  their  finding  and  decision,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the 
character  of  connection  to  be  built,  whose  duty  it  shall  then  be  to  construct 
such  switch  connections  within  such  time  as  the  said  Board  shall  prescribe, 
and  the  expense  of  the  same  shall  be  borne  equally  by  the  companies  whose 
roads  so  connect  If  one  of  said  companies  shall  build  the  whole  of  such 
switch,  it  may  recover  one-half  the  cost  of  the  same  from  the  company 
whose  duty  it  was  to  construct  one-half  of  such  switch. 

Sec.  2.  Any  railroad  company  failing  or  refusing  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quirements of  the  said  Board  in  relation  to  such  switch,  shall  be  subject  to 
a  penalty  of  $500,  to  be  recovered  in  a  civil  action  in  the  name  of  the  state. 

Sec.  3.  The  companies  whose  roadd  thus  connect  may  operate  and  main- 
tain such  switch  jointly. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  date  of 
its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  CXCIII. 

An  Act  to  amend  Section  1  of  an  Act  entitled  "An  Act  relat- 
ing TO  Switch  Connections  at  the  Crossings  of  Railroads,  and 

PROVIDING  FOR  THEIR  CONSTRUCTION  AND  MAINTENANCE,"  THE  SAME 

BEING  Chapter  133,  Session  Laws  of  1886. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  section  1  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  switch 
connections  at  the  crossings  of  railroads,  and  providing  for  their  construc- 
tion and  maintenance,"  the  same  being  chapter  133,  Session  Laws  of  1886, 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  eo  as  to  read  as  follows:  Section  1. 
That  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  it 
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is  necessary  to  the  convenience  or  accommodation  of  the  public  that  two  or 
more  railroads  that  cross  or  run  parallel  with  each  other  should  connect  at 
or  near  the  point  of  crossing  or  places  of  business  along  such  railroad,  for 
the  transfer  of  cars  from  one  road  to  another,  the  Board  may  require  the 
<M)D8truction  of  necessary  switch  connection  between  such  railroads  at  the 
points  where  deemed  necessary,  in  the  following  manner:  Said  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  shall  serve  upon  the  railroad  companies  whose 
roads  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  connect,  a  certified  copy  of  their  finding  and 
decision,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the  character  of  connections  to  be  built, 
whose  duty  it  shall  then  be  to  construct  such  switch  connections  within  such 
time  as  the  said  Board  shall  prescribe;  and  the  expense  of  the  same  shall  be 
borne  equally  by  the  companies  whose  roads  so  connect  or  run  parallel.  It 
one  of  said  companies  shall  build  the  whole  of  such  switch,  it  may  recover 
one-half  of  the  cost  of  the  same  from  the  company  whose  duty  it  was  to  con- 
struct one-half  of  such  switch. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pub- 
lication in  the  official  state  paper. 

Approved  March  2,  1889. 


CHAPTER  CLXXXIV. 

An  Act  regulating  the  Crossing  and  Intersection  of 

Railroads. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  Any  railroad  company  authorized  to  operate  a  railroad  in 
this  state,  desiring  to  cross  or  unite  its  track  with  any  other  railroad  upon 
the  grounds  of  such  other  railway  corporation,  shall  make  application  in 
writing  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  stating  the  place  of  cross- 
ing or  intersection ;  whereupon  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall 
fix  a  day  for  the  hearing  of  such  application,  and  notify  the  railway  oorp<i- 
rations  interested,  at  which  time,  unless  further  time  be  granted  by  said 
Board,  the  corporations  interested  shall  be  heard  in  regard  to  the  necessity, 
place,  manner  and  times  of  such  crossing  or  connection;  and  upon  such 
hearing  either  party,  or  the  Board,  may  call  and  examine  witnesses  in  re- 
gard to  the  matter,  and  the  Board  shall,  after  such  hearings  and  a  personal 
examination  of  the  locality  where  a  crossing  or  connection  is  desired,  de- 
termine whether  there  is  a  necessity  for  such  crossing,  or  not,  and  if  so,  the 
place  thereof,  whether  it  shall  be  over  or  under  the  existing  railroad,  or  at 
grade,  and  in  other  respects  the  manner  of  such  crossing,  and  the  terms 
upon  which  the  same  shall  be  made  and  maintained:   Provided^  That  no 
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croseiDg  shall  be  made  through  the  yards  or  over  the  switches  or  side  track» 
of  any  existing  railroad,  if  a  crossiDg  can  be  effected  at  any  other  place  that 
is  practicable. 

Sec.  2.  If  either  party  shall  be  dissatisfied  with  the  terms  and  order 
made  by  said  Board,  of  Bailroad  Commissioners,  it  may  appeal  to  the  dis- 
trict court  of  the  county  wherein  such  crossing  or  connection  is  sought  to  be 
made,  in  the  same  manner  as  appeals  are  allowed  from  a  judgment  of  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  to  the  district  court;  and  said  appeal,  and  all  subsequent 
proceedings,  shall  only  affect  the  amount  of  compensation,  if  any,  and  other 
terms  of  crossing  fixed  by  said  Board,  but  shall  not  delay  the  making  of 
said  crossing  or  connection :  Provided,  The  corporation  desiring  such  cross- 
ing or  connection  shall  deposit  with  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  where 
crossing  or  connection  is  sought  to  be  made,  the  amount  of  compensation,  if 
any  is  fixed  by  said  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  shall  execute 
and  file  with  said  Board  a  bond  of  sufficient  security,  to  be  approved  by  any 
member  of  said  Board,  to  pay  all  damages  and  comply  with  all  terms  that 
may  be  adjudged  by  the  district  court. 

Sec.  3.  Any  railroad  company  which  shall  violate  or  evade  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  forfeit  for  every  such  offense  to  the  person,  com- 
pany or  corporation  refused  [injured]  thereby,  three  times  the  actual  dam- 
ages sustained  by  the  party  aggrieved. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pub- 
lication in  the  official  state  paper. 

Approved  March  5,  1887. 


CHAPTER  CLXXXV. 

An  Act  in  Relation  to  Railroad  Crossings  and  Junctions  at 

Grade. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  When  and  in  case  two  or  more  railroads  crossing  each  other 
at  a  common  grade  shall,  by  a  system  of  interlocking  or  automatic  signals,  or 
by  any  works  or  fixtures  to  be  erected  by  them,  render  it  safe  for  engines  to 
pass  over  such  crossings  without  stopping,  and  such  interlocking  or  auto- 
matic signals  or  works  or  fixtures  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Rail- 
road Commissioners,  then  and  in  that  case  it  is  hereby  made  lawful  for  the 
engines  and  trains  of  such  railroad  or  railroads  to  pass  over  such  crossings 
without  stopping,  any  law  or  the  provisions  of  any  law  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding ;  and  all  laws  or  provisions  are  hereby  declared  not  to  be  ap- 
plicable in  such  cases. 

Sec.  2.  When  two  or  more  railroads  cross  each  other  at  a  common  grade, 
either  of  such  railroads  may  apply  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commission- 
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ere  for  permission  to  introduce  upon  both  of  said  roads  some  system  of  in- 
terlocking or  automatic  signals  or  works  or  fixtures,  rendering  it  safe  for 
engines  and  trains  to  pass  -over  such  crossings  without  stopping;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  Board  of  Railroad  Gommissionere,  if  the  system  of  works 
and  fixtures  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  by  said  company  are  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Board  sufficient  and  proper,  to  grant  such  permission. 

Sec.  3.  Any  railroad  company  which  has  obtained  permission  to  intro- 
duce a  system  of  interlockiog  or  automatic  signals  at  its  crossing  at  a  com- 
mon grade  with  any  other  railroad  as  provided  in  the  last  section,  may, 
after  thirty  days'  notice  in  writing  to  such  other  railroad  company,  intro- 
duce and  erect  such  interlocking  or  automatic  signals  or  fixtures;  and  if 
such  railroad  after  such  notification  refuses  to  join  with  the  railroad  com- 
pany giving  such  notice  in  the  construction  of  said  Works  or  fixtures,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  said  firet  company  to  enter  upon  the  right  of  way  and 
tracks  of  such  second  company,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  unnecessarily  im- 
pede the  operation  of  such  road,  and  erect  such  works  and  fixtures,  and  may 
recover  in  an  action  at  law  from  such  second  company  one-half  of  the  total 
cost  of  erectiog  and  maintaining  such  interlocking  or  automatic  signals  or 
works  or  fixtures  on  both  of  said  roads. 

Sec.  4.  This  act  shall  take  efiTect  and  be  and  remain  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper. 

Approved  March  5,  1887. 


CHAPTER  CXCII. 

An  Act  delating  to  Railway  Companies,  and  giving  Abbitional 
Powers  to  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  pbescbib- 
iNG  Certain  Duties  and  Liabilities  op  Railway  Companies. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commission- 
ers, upon  complaint  and  application  by  the  mayor  and  council  of  any  city, 
or  the  trustee  of  any  township  in  this  state,  requesting  an  order  of  said 
Board  to  require  any  railroad  company  in  this  state  to  construct  any  depots, 
side  tracks,  switches,  or  other  facilities  at  any  point  on  the  line  of  such  rail- 
road, for  the  convenience  and  safety  of  the  public  in  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness with  such  railroad,  and  the  interchange  of  business  between  connecting 
or  parallel  railroads  at  any  station,  town  or  city  in  this  state,  to  investigate 
such  complaint  after  giving  proper  notice  to  the  railroad  companies  inter- 
ested; and  said  Commissioners  after  such  examination  shall  make  such 
orders  as  they  deem  necessary  and  proper  in  relation  to  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  such  depots,  connections,  switches,  or  side  tracks,  as  in  the 
judgment  of  said  Board  shall  be  necessary. 
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Sec.  2.  If  complaint  shall  be  made  by  any  railroad  company  in  this  state 
against  any  other  railroad  company  in  this  state  on  account  of  failnre,  neg- 
lect or  refusal  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  section  nine  of  an  act  en- 
titled "An  act  concerning  railroads  and  other  common  carriers/'  approved 
March  6,  1883,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  shall  upon  notice  to 
said  railroad  company  investigate  such  complaint,  and  thereupon  make 
such  order  as  in  the  opinion  of  said  Board  shall  be  just  and  reasonable  for 
the  public  interest,  amd  may  fix  in  such  order  a  reasonable  switching  charge 
for  any  service  required  by  such  order,  which  switching  charge  shall  be 
paid  by  the  railroad  company  receiving  the  service,  and  shall  not  be  added 
to  the  rate  paid  by  any  consignor  or  consignee  interested  in  such  shipment. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  may  enforce  its  orders 
for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  depots,  the  construction  of  connections  i 
side  tracks,  and  switches,  and  charges  for  switching  between  connecting  or 
parallel  lines  of  railroad  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  as  provided  in  the 
next  section. 

Sec.  4.  For  every  neglect  or  refusal  of  any  railroad  company,  corpora- 
tion, receiver  or  person  operating  any  railroad  in  this  state  to  comply  with 
any  order  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  of  this  state  made  in 
pursuance  of  the  foregoing  provisions,  the  person  or  corporation  so  neglect- 
ing or  refusing  shall  forfeit  to  the  state  of  Kansas  the  sum  of  SI 00  for  each 
and  every  day  that  any  such  order  is  neglected  or  disobeyed  after  the  ex- 
piration of  30  days  from  the  date  of  service  of  notice  on  the  president,, 
managing  o£Scer,  superintendent,  any  member  of  the  board  of  directors,  or 
aoy  station  agent  or  person  in  charge  of  any  office  or  station  of  such  com- 
pany, by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  or  [of]  the  making  of  such 
order,  to  be  recovered  by  civil  action  in  the  name  of  the  state,  which  action 
shall  be  prosecuted  by  the  attorney  general  in  any  county  having  jurisdiction  : 
Provided^  That  upon  good  cause  shown,  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commission- 
ers may  extend  the  time  within  which  such  order  shall  be  complied  with,  to 
such  an  extent  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board,  under  the  circumstances  of 
the  particular  case,  may  be  necessary  or  desirable. 

Sec.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  and  remain  in  force  from  and 
after  its  publication  in  the  official  state  paper.

CHAPTER  C. 

shippers  of  grain. 
An  Act  for  the  Protection  of  Shippers  op  Grain,  Seeds,  and  Hay. 
Be  ii  enaeted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  each  and  every  railway  company  operating  a  railway 
wholly  or  partly  within  this  state  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July* 
A.  D.  1893,  construct  and  provide,  and  thereafter  keep  and  maintain  in  good 
order,  a  track  or  car  scale  of  sufficient  capacity  and  suitable  for  weighing 
grain  in  car-load  lots  and  in  the  car,  at  each  and  every  town  or  station 
upon  its  line  of  railway,  or  the  line  of  railway  operated  by  it,  from  which 
the  aggregate  of  grain  shipments  on  all  railways  shall  be  100  cars  or  more 
of  grain  and  seeds  during  the  year  1892. 

Sec.  2.  Any  town  or  station  not  now  entitled  to  track  scales  under  this 
act,  but  from  which  there  shall  hereafter  be  shipped  in  any  calendar  year 
100  cars  or  more  of  grain,  seeds  or  hay,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of 
this  act;  and  any  railway  company  operating  a  railway  upon  which  such 
town  or  station  is  located,  shall  construct,  provide,  keep  and  maintain  a 
track  or  car  scale  at  such  town  or  station,  as  provided  by  section  1,  within 
six  months  after  the  expiration  of  such  calendar  year:  Providedy  however^ 
That  any  railway  company  may  elect  to  accept  the  weights  of  any  public 
weigher,  or  the  weights  of  the  shipper,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  demand 
that  the  weights  of  such  shipper  shall  be  verified  by  affidavit  And  in  case 
they  so  elect,  shall  not  be  required  to  put  in  scales,  and  shall  not  be  liable 
to  the  penalties  prescribed  in  this  act  for  failure  to  put  in  scales. 

Sec.  3.  At  stations  not  entitled  to  car  scales,  by  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  ^such  railway  company  to  weigh,  at  one  of  the 
stations  nearest  to  such  station  having  no  such  scales,  and  such  cars  before 
and  after  loading,  and  to  give  such  shipper  a  like  receipt  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion six  (6)  of  this  act:  Provided,  That  such  weighing  before  loading  may 
,  be  on  one  side  of  the  point  of  shipment,  and  after  loading  on  the  other  side 
of  the  point  of  shipment. 

Sec.  4.  Each  railway  company  operating  a  railway  at  any  station  or 
town  in  this  state  entitled  to  track  scales  under  this  act  shall  correctly 
weigh  all  cars,  immediately  before  and  immediately  after  being  loaded  with 
grain,  seeds,  or  hay,  said  cars  to  be  detached  from  engine  and  other  cars 
when  weighed,  and  such  weighing  to  be  done  in  the  presence  of  the  shipper 
of  such  grain  or  seed,  if  so  demanded  by  him. 

Sec.  5.  Such  railway  company  shall  be  entitled  to  collect  and  receive 
from  the  person  shipping  such  grain,  seed  or  hay,  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
(25)  cents  for  each  car  of  such  grain  or  seed  so  weighed,  as  compensation 
for  such  weighing. 

Sec.  6.    Each  railway  company,  operating  a  railway  wholly  or  partly 
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with  the  state,  shall  be  required  to  give  to  any  person  delivering  grain,  seed 
or  hay  in  bulk  or  in  sacks  to  such  company,  for  transportation,  at  any  sta- 
tion entitled  to  track  scales  under  this  act,  a  bill  of  lading,  in  duplicate, 
which  bill  of  lading  shall  state  the  exact  number  of  bushels  or  pounds  of 
grain,  seed  or  hay  so  delivered  to  such  railway  company,  by  whom  deliv- 
ered and  to  whom  consigned;  and  thereafter  such  railway  company  shall 
be  responsible  to  the  consignee  named  in  said  bill  of  lading,  or  to  his  heirs 
or  assigns,  for  the  full  amount  of  such  grain,  seed  or  hay  so  delivered  to  such 
railway  company,  until  it  shall  show  that  it  has  delivered  the  whole  amount 
of  such  grain,  seed  or  hay  to  such  consignee  or  to  his  heirs  or  assigns: 
Provided,  however.  That  if  the  shortage  on  any  car  of  grain,  seed  or  hay 
shall  not  exceed  one-fourth  of  1  per  cent,  of  the  amount  of  grain,  seed  or  hay 
put  in  the  car,  then  the  railway  company  shall  be  deemed  to  have  delivered 
the  whole  amount  of  grain,  seed  or  hay  in*  the  car.  And  in  any  action 
hereafter  brought  against  any  railway  company,  for  or  on  account  of  any 
failure  or  neglect  to  deliver  any  such  grain,  seed  or  hay  to  the  consignee,  or 
his  heirs  or  assigns,  either  duplicate  of  such  bill  of  lading  shall  be  conclu- 
sive proof  of  the  amount  of  such  grain,  seed  or  hay  so  received  by  such 
railway  company. 

Sec.  7.  No  defense  to  an  action  for  the  recovery  of  such  loss  or  shortage 
on  grain,  seeds  or  hay  so  weighed,  by  reason  of  the  same  having  occurred 
on  the  line  of  some  other  company,  to  which  it  may  have  been  transferred 
or  which  may  have  received  it  for  shipment,  shall  be  admitted  to  be  made 
unless  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  such  loss  or  shortage  so  occurring 
on  such  other  line  shall  be  fully  set  forth  in  written  pleadings  filed  by  the 
shipping  company,  and  affirmatively  and  fully  proved  by  it. 

Sec.  8.  Any  railway  company  failing,  neglecting  or  refusing  to  provide 
and  maintain  track  scales,  as  required  by  section  1  of  this  act,  shall  state, 
in  its  bills  of  lading  given  for  grain  or  seed  delivered  to  it  for  transporta- 
tion at  any  station  or  town  entitled  to  track  scales  under  the  provisions  o 
this  act,  the  number  of  bushels  or  pounds  of  such  grain,  seed,  or  hay,  and 
as  stated  by  the  person  or  persons  delivering  such  grain,  seed  or  hay  to  such 
railway  company,  and  the  amount  so  stated  shall  be  conclusive  and  binding 
upon  such  railway  company,  as  provided  in  section  6  of  this  act :  Provided, 
however,  That  the  person  so  delivering  such  grain,  seed  or  hay  to  such  rail- 
way company  shall,  if  required  by  the  railway  company,  make  an  affidavit 
that  the  amount  of  such  grain,  seed  or  hay  as  stated  by  him  is  true  and 
correct. 

Sec.  9.  Any  railway  company  neglecting  for  six  months  after  the  taking 
effect  of  this  act  to  put  in  the  car  scales,  heretofore  provided  for,  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  per  day  for  each  station 
at  which  such  neglect  occurs,  until  the  same  is  put  in,  as  herein  provided. 

Sec.  10.  Any  railway  company  neglecting  or  refusing  to  give  any  person 
entitled  thereto  a  bill  of  lading,  as  required  by  either  sections  6  or  8  of  this 
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act,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for  each  and 
every  refusal,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  brought  in  the  name  of  the  state, 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  party 
injured  by  such  refusal  for  all  damages  sustained  thereby,  together  with  a 
reasonable  attorney's  fee,  to  be  recovered  by  an  action  in  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction;  and  in  all  cases  in  which  judgment  shall  be  rendered 
against  a  railway  company  for  loss  or  shortage  on  grain,  seed  or  hay  shipped, 
the  magistrate  or  court  shall  also  render  judgment  for  a  reasonable  attor 
ney's  fee  for  the  plaintiff's  attorney:  Provided^  That  such  attorney's  fee 
shall  not  be  allowed  unless  written  demand  be  made  upon  the  agent  of  the 
station  at  which  grain  was  shipped  for  payment  of  such  loss  or  shortage 
thirty  (30)  days  before  the  beginning  of  such  suit 

8ec.  11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pub- 
lication in  the  statute  book. 

Approved  March  10, 1893. 


CHAPTER  CXI. 

Repealing  Excess  in  Railroad  Fabe. 
An  Act  to  repeal  paragraph  1325  of  the  Laws  of  1889. 
Be  U  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kansas: 

Section  1.  That  paragraph  1325  of  the  Laws  of  1889  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  repealed. 

8ec.  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pob- 
lication  in  the  official  state  paper.

PUBLIC. 

This  Board  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  the  general  public  to  the  fact 
that  a  great  many  complaints  and  grievances  against  the  respective  railways 
operating  in  this  state  are  brought  before  this  Board  without  evet  having 
been  presented  to  the  company  against  which  complaint  is  made.  This  is 
perhaps  largely  due  to  the  fact  that,  as.  a  rule,  the  party  making  complaint 
does  not  know  to  what  officer  or  address  his  complaint  should  be  sent,  and 
therefore  sends  it  to  the  Board. 

We  would  respectfully  recommend  that  all  parties  who  feel  themselves 
aggrieved,  or  have  a  complaint  to  make,  should  first  present  the  same  toihe 
railroad  company's  officer  for  adjustment,  and  thereby  save  time  and  neces- 
sary delay,  from  the  fact  that  it  requires  time  for  this  Board  to  get  these 
cases  before  the  respondent  companies,  which  often  causes  unsatisfactory 
delay  to  the  complainant.  If  the  respondent  company  should  fail  or  refuse 
to  make  any  settlement  of  the  controversy,  then  the  case  can  be  properly 
brought  before  this  Board. 

We  beg  to  submit  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  the  proper  officers 
for  the  respective  roads  in  Kansas,  to  whom  all  complaints  and  grievances 
should  be  addressed.     (See  next  page.) 

For  the  guidance  of  those  desiring  to  make  complaint  to  this  Board,  we 
would  respectfully  call  their  attention  to  sections  11,  14  and  18,  chapter 
124,  Session  Laws  of  1883,  as  contained  in  the  first  chapter  of  the  laws 
pertaining  to  railroads  in  this  report.

To  Hon,  L.  D.  Lewelling,  Oovemor  of  Kansas: 

Dear  Sir — I  herewith  transmit  to  you  my  report,  in  the  capacity  of 
Seed  Grain  Commissioner,  under  your  honorable  direction,  for  the  collection 
and  distribution  of  seed  grain  to  the  impoverished  farmers  of  western  Kan- 
sas. Upon  August  16  I  received  my  instructions  from  you,  and  proceeded 
to  ascertain,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the  exact  extent  of  the  destitution  and 
necessities  of  the  people ;  and  I  therefore  issued  the  following  circular,  un- 
der direction  of  the  Board,  under  date  of  August  17: 

"Circular  No.  1. 

"ToPEKA,  August  17, 1893. 
"County  Clerk  of County,  Kansas: 

"Dear  Sir — At  the  earnest  solicitation  of  several  of  the  we8tern  coun- 
ties, his  excellency  ihe  governor  has  called  upon  the  Board  of  Railroad 
Commissioners,  and  placed  in  their  hands  the  responsible  duty  of  soliciting 
and  distributing  any  contributions  that  may  be  made  for  the  relief  of  the 
western  farmers.  We  send  you  by  to-day's  mail  a  number  of  blanks,  to  be 
distributed  among  the  several  township  trustees  of  your  county,  to  be  filled 
out  by  them  and  returned  to  you  within  10  days  from  this  date,  showing 
those  that  are  in  actual  need  of  assistance  in  procuring  seed  grain  in  each 
township.  Please  have  this  done  and  return  the  blanks  to  this  office  at  the 
earliest  possible  date,  not  later  than  the  28th,  so  we  may  know  what  the 
actual  needs  of  the  people  are,  and  be  able  to  apportion  whatever  we  have 
accordingly. 

"The  Board  has  decided  to  call  upon  the  county  commissioners  in  the 
several  counties  to  act  as  distributing  agents  for  them,  and  they  will  for- 
ward to  them  a  series  of  numbered  receipts,  one  of  which  must  be  taken 
from  each  person  receiving  grain,  and  the  receipts  so  taken  must  be  for- 
warded to  this  office  each  day,  so  they  may  know  what  proportion  of  the 
grain  has  been  distributed,  and  enable  them  to  report  what  disposition  has- 
been  made  of  the  same.

In  response  to  this  circular  and  the  blanks  sent  out,  I  received  the  blanks 
returned  from  the  several  counties,  showing  that  in  twenty-five  (25)  ooun- 
ties  there  were  five  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-ooe  (5,891)  appli- 
cants, with  an  acreage  of  three  hundred  and  eighty-four  thousand  three 
hundred  and  ninety  (384,390)  acres,  requiring  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety  ( 294,690)  bushels  to  sow  it,  which 
the  following  table  will  show,  giving  the  name  of  the  county  and  the  num- 
ber of  applicants  in  each  county  who  were  not  able  to  provide  for  them- 
Belves  within  their  own  means;  giving  the  number  of  acres  they  desired  or 
had  ready  to  plant,  and  the  number  of  bushels  required  to  sow  the  same.

*^To  the  Honorable  Board  of  County  Commissioners, County,  Kansas: 

"Gentlemen — It  is  a  well-known  fact  that,  owing  to  a  failure  of  cr(>|>8 
in  western  Kansas,  a  number  of  the  farmers  in  many  counties  of  that  sec- 
tion are  without  seed  grain  and  have  no  means  with  which  to  purchase  the 
same.  In  view  of  this  tact,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  call  upon  the  people 
who  are  more  fortunate  for  donations,  to  be  used  in  relieving  this  distress. 
Governor  Lewelling  has  requested  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  to 
take  charge  of  the  collection  and  distribution  of  such  contributions  as  may 
be  prompted  by  the  generosity  of  the  good  people  of  our  state. 

*'This  Board  has  decided  to  request  the  prompt  and  hearty  cooperation 
of  the  board  of  county  commissioners,  together  with  the  county  clerk,  in  each 
county  whose  citizens  are  supposed  to  be  able  to  contribute  to  this  fund. 

*'You  are  therefore  earnestly  requested  to  call  a  muss  meeting  of  the 
j)eople  of  your  county,  to  be  held  at  the  county  seat  on  Saturday,  at  2 
o'clock  p.  M.  August  26,  for  the  purposes  herein  set  forth  It  is  suggested 
that  if,  from  any  reason,  the  county  officers  above  designated  cannot  or  will 
not  serve,  a  committee  be  appointed  by  this  mass  meeting  to  take  their 
places,  and  that  the  meeting  or  the  committee  appoint  one  man  in  each 
township  as  solicitor.  The  details  of  collecting  the  aid  can  be  arranged  at 
this  m&^s  meeting  or  by  the  committee. 

"Contributions  of  wheat  and  cash  will  be  acceptable.  These  donations 
will  be  kept  at  the  county-seat  towns  until  directions  are  given  by  the  Board 
of  Railroad  Commissioners  what  to  do  with  them.  The  distribution  of  the 
same  will  be  placed  with  the  county  commissioners  and  clerk  of  the  various 
counties  in  need.  Blank  receipts  will  be  provided,  so  that  every  person 
contributing  anything,  and  everyone  through  whose  hands  anything  passes 
will  get  a  receipt.  The  man  receiving  aid  will  be  required  to  sign  a  receipt 
for  the  amount.  This  receipt  will  ontain  a  statement  that  he  needs  it,  and 
is  unable  to  purchase  the  same  within  his  own  nxeans. 

"The  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners  will  use  every  effort  and  precau- 
tion to  see  that  each  dollar  and  each  bushel  of  wheat  is  properly  accounted 
for  and  equitably  distributed. 

"Some  of  the  railroads  of  this  state  have  kindly  offered  to  transport  all 
such  contributions  free  of  charge,  and  all  the  roads  will,  no  doubt, 'do  the 
same  thing  when  requested. 

"You  are  earnestly  urged  to  take  hold  *of  this  matter  at  once,  as  the 
lime  is  limited,  remembering  that  'He  gives  twice  who  gives  quickly.' 

"You  will  please  reply  to  this  at  your  earliest  convenience,  giving  the 
name  and  post-office  address  of  the  person  who  may  be  designated  to  corre- 
spond with  the  Board.

It  is 
suggested  by  those  in  charge  that  wheat  and  cash  donations  will  be  acceptable,  and 
that  the  railroads  have  generously  agveed  to  transport  all  donations  free  of  charge. 
It  is  hoped  that  our  citizens  will  take  an  interest  in  this  matter  and  respond  liber- 
ally, as  plans  have  been  made  by  which  all  donations  will  reach  worthy  persons.

Under  date  of  26th,  I  received  the  following  letter  from  Montgomery 
county,  to  which  I  replied,  giving  all  the  details  within  my  knowledge,  but 
have  received  no  further  response :

"To  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  Topeka,  Kas,: 

"Gentlemen — The  board  of  county  commissioners  requests  me  to  write 
you  for  more  information  in  regard  to  the  aid  called  for  in  vour  letter.  I 
inclose  yoji  a  call  for  a  public  meeting  for  that  purpose,  published  in  all  the 
city  papers.  There  was  a  small  attendance  and  no  action  taken  in  the  mat- 
ter. The  Board  asks  for  definite  information  and  reference  to  responsible 
parties,  living  in  that  part  of  the  state  needing  aid.  We  hear  that,  while 
there  has  been  a  failure  of  crops  this  year  in  western  Kansas,  the  people 
have  enough  of  last  year's  crop  to  tide  them  over.     You  ought  to  be  in 
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poflsession  of  all  the  facts.    If  the  people  are  in  actual  want,  oar  ooantj 
will  respond  liberally.

September  1, 1  received  the  following- letter,  which  will  explain  itself: 

''Junction  Citt,  Kab.,  August  31, 1893. 

**M.  D.  Henderson^  Secretary  Board  of  RaUroad  CommiseumerB^  Topeka^  Kom.  : 

'*  Dear  Sir — Yours  of  the  17th  inst,  to  the  board  of  county  commia- 
sioners  of  G^ary  county,  was  received  in  due  time,  and  laid  before  the  Ixiard 
at  a  special  meeting  held  August  22.  The  letter  was  read,  but  the  meon- 
bers  declined  to  take  any  action,  giving  it  as  a  reason  that  times  are  too 
hard  in  this  couitty,  and  the  prospect  for  a  heavy  drain  for  the  poor  this 
coming  winter  would  be  all  the  county  could  attend  to.  I  regret  that  nuit- 
ters  took  this  turn,  but,  between  you  and  me,  a  scheme  of  this  kind  is  very 
hard  to  work  up,  especially  when  times  are  so  close,  and  so  many  conflict- 
ing reports  about  plenty  and  destitution  in  the  western  counties.

''Dear  Sir — Your  circular  referring  to  distribution  of  seeds  has  been 
received  and  referred  to  county  commissioners,  who  instruct  me  to  say  that 
we  must  decline,  for  the  present,  to  follow  the  suggestions  made.

I  also  deaire  to  submit  herewith  a  copy  of  one  of  a  great  many  letters  of 
similar  character,  received  by  this  office,  showing  the  actual  condition  of 
the  people  of  western  Kansas,  requiring  the  effort  put  forth  in  their  behalf: 

"HuQOTON,  Kas.,  September  11, 1893. 

**  Board  of  RaUroad  CommissionerSf  Topeka,  Kas.: 

"Gents — I  am,  by  authority  of  Woodsdale  Lodge  No.  334, 1.  O.  O.  F., 
requested  to  ascertain  through  your  honorable  body  if  free  transportation 
can  be  had  from  the  C.  R.  I.  A  P.  railway  or  the  Santa  F6  railroad  for 
subsistence  collected  for  our  destitute  brethren  here,  and  also  if  either  road 
would  issue  a  pass  for  some  one  to  go  east  to  solicit  food  for  the  destitute. 
The  past  three  weeks  of  dry  weather  has  destroyed  all  hopes  of  raising  any- 
thing here;  in  fact,  there  is  nothing  on  hand  and  nothing  growing.  I  can- 
not describe  the  desolation.  People  cannot  leave,  as  their  teams  and  stock 
are  mortgaged,  and  if  they  could  there  is  no  place  for  them  to  get  work. 
It  is  bielp  or  starvation.  Our  county  is  in  debt  and  without  funds,  and  it  is 
not  probable  that  taxes  will  be  paid  promptly,  and  many  must  have  help 
at  once.  I  do  not  think  we  can  get  sufficient  aid  in  Kansas,  and  it  would 
be  better  to  get  some  from  northwest  Missouri,  where  they  have  plenty. 
Please  let  me  hear  from  you  as  soon  as  possible.

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Hie  great  demand  for  relief,  and  personal  deeire  of  everyone  interested, 
•caused  this  department  to  be  flooded]  with  requests,  making  our  mails  so 
voluminous  that,  at  times,  it  required  almost  night  and  day  work  to  keep 
pace  with  it.  Our  correspondence  on  this  subject  alone,  for  the  month  of 
September,  was  over  700  letters. 

Upon  the  18th  day  of  August  the  Board  appointed  the  Hon.  Walter  N. 
Allen  as  special  agent,  to  go  to  the  several  counties  in  the  eastern  portion 
of  the  state,  to  assist  in  organizing  them,  for  the  purpose  as  set  forth  in  cir- 
•cular  No.  2.  He  took  up  the  work  at  once,  and,  afb^r  making  a  vigorous 
•effiirt  for  some  '20  days,  reported  that  he  was  wholly  unable  to  arouse  the 
general  public  to  a  sense  of  action  sufficient  to  get  them,  to  make  any  con- 
tributions whatever. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Hon.  Martin  Mohler,  secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Agriculture,  very  generously  offered  his  assbtance  in  the  work. 
He  devoted  quite  a  considerable  time  in  preparing  several  articles  upon  this 
subject  for  the  public  press,  in  which  he  earnestly  urged  the  importance  of 
keeping  the  western  settlers  on  their  homes,  and  providing  them  with  the 
necessary  seed  grain  for  putting  in  a  crop  that  would  enable  them  to  remain 
in  the  state  for  another  year. 

On  August  21, 1  called  in  person  upon  Mr.  J.  J.  Frey,  general  manager 
Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  F4  Railway  Company,  and  made  an  application 
for  free  transportation  on  all  shipments  of  seed  grain  that  might  be  obtained 
for  the  relief  of  the  farmers  in  western  Kansas,  which  he  most  willingly 
granted,  referring  me  to  Mr.  Frost,  their  land  commissioner,  for  details 
-which  were  speedily  arranged. 

And  on  the  following  day  I  made  a  similar  application  to  Mr.  M.  A. 
Xiow,  general  attorney  for  the  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific  Railway 
Company,  to  which  he  replied  that  anything  that  they  could  do  in  this  di- 
rection would  be  most  cheerfully  granted,  and  that  my  orders  for  free  bill- 
ing on  seed  grain  would  be  accepted. 

Mr.  J.  O.  Brinkerhoff,  general  superintendent  of  the  Union  Pacific  sys- 
tem, also  reported  that  his  company  would  grant  free  billing  on  seed  grain 
for  western  Kansads. 

On  August  24, 1  wrote  to  Mr.  C.  A.  Parker,  general  traffic  manager, 
Missouri  Pacific  system,  as  follows : 

*'Deab  Sir — At  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  governor,  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  have  taken  upon  themselves  the  responsible  duty 
of  collecting  and  distributing  aid  in  the  shape  of  seed  grain  for  the  relief 
of  farmers  in  western  Kansas.  A  copy  of  our  call  for  aid  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  state  is  herewith  inclosed,  snowing  the  plan  by  which  we  desire 
to  collect  the  aid  through  the  county  commissioners.  We  also  propose  to 
have  the  county  commissioners  of  the  western  counties  act  as  the  distrib- 
uting agents  for  their  respective  counties,  and  all  consignments  of  grain 
must  be  made  to  the  county  commissioners.  As  yet,  we  have  no  definite 
information  that  your  company  will  forward  seed  grain  free  of  charge,  more 
than  newspaper  rumor.    The  Atchison,  Topeka  &  ^anta  F4,  Chicago,  Rock 
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Island  &  Pacific  and  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  CompanieB  have  agreed 
to  forward  all  seed  grain  free  of  charge,  upon  an  order  si^ed  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  this  Board.  That  is  to  say,  when  a  car  of  grain  is  reported  to  me 
as  ready  to  ship,  I  then  write  an  order  to  the  general  freight  agent  of  the 
road  the  grain  is  to  go  over,  which  will  be  as  follows :    . 

"'Please  ship  car  of  wheat  No. from station  to  station, 

consigned  to  the  board  of  county  commissioners  of county.

**  I  desire  to  know  if  this  plan  will  be  acceptable  to  your  company,  as  we 
already  have  request  for  movement  of  some  cars  of  wheat  that  will  necessa- 
rily have  to  go  over  your  line.  We  have  two  cars  at  Frederick,  in  Rice 
county,  to  be  shipped  to  La  Crosse,  Rush  county,  which  I  desire  your  road 
to  take,  if  you  will.  Please  let  me  hear  from  you  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment  what  is  your  desire  in  this  matter.

Dear  Sib — Confirming  my  wire  of  this  date,  as  follows:  'Our  com- 
pany will  transport  seed  grain  free,  under  the  terms  of  your  letter  of  August 
24.'  It  is  presumed  that  careful  inquiry  will  be  made  as  to  the  quantity  of 
wheat  required  in  each  district,  proportionate  to  the  acreage  to  be  planted ; 
that  every  safeguard  will  be  taken  to  prevent  misuse  of  the  privilege ;  and 
that  due  report  will  be  made  to  the  railroad  company  of  the  disposition 
made  of  shipments  transported  under  this  arrangement.  Please  direct  your 
requests  for  free  transportation  to  the  undersigned,  and  oblige

In  making  up  this  report,  I  desire  to  say  that  g-^t  credit  is  due  to  all 
the  railway  companies,  who  so  generously  assisted  in  making  it  possible  for 
these  people  to  obtain  relief  that  otherwise  could  not  have  been  secured,  had  it 
not  been  for  the  free  transportation  of  all  seed  grain  consigned  to  the  county 
commissioners  of  the  several  western  counties.  Especially  is  this  true  of 
the  Missouri  Pacific  and  the  Santa  F6  systems,  they  having  carried  the  major 
portion  of  the  shipments,  as  will  be  shown  by  tables  hereafter.  The  follow- 
ing table  shows  the  amount  of  seed  grain  for  which  free  billing  was  ob- 
tained through  this  office,  upon  requests  from  the  county  commissioners  of 
the  respective  counties,  and  from  what  point  the  grain  was  shipped,  and  to 
what  point  consigned ;  also,  by  what  road  carried.  The  number  of  bushels 
is  estimated  upon  a  basis  of  six  hundred  (600)  bushels  to  the  car,  where  defi- 
nite figures  were  not  given.

In  the  above  figures,  3,050  bushels  of  this  grain  was  handled  by  two 
lines  of  road,  each  road  being  credited  with  full  amount  handled. 

This  table  does  not  do  the  Union  Pacific  and  Santa  F4  Railway  Companies 
Justice  from  a  standpoint  of  real  service,  for  both  these  companies  received  a 
great  many  requests  direct  from  the  county  commissioners  along  their  re- 
spective lines,  for  which  they  furnished  free  billing,  and  should  be  entitled 
to  credit  for  a  large  quantity  of  grain  handled,  the  amount  of  which  thi:» 
Board  has  no  definite  knowledge,  as  it  did  not  pass  through  our  hands. 

The  foregoing  table  exhibits  the  fact  that  42,330  bushels  of  seed  wheat 
was  transported  free  into  the  needy  western  counties.  Yet  it  is  with  sincere 
regret  that  we  have  to  state  that  not  a  single  bushel  of  this  wheat  was  con- 
tributed as  donations  to  this  Board,  the  entire  amount  being  either  donated 
by  individuals  to  individuals,  by  churches  to  churches  of  like  faith  and  or- 
der, by  fraternal  associations  of  one  kind  or  another  to  associations  of  the 
same  kind,  or  purchased  by  individuals  who  were  able  to  do  so,  or  purchased 
by  the  county  commissioners  of  the  respective  counties  needing  the  same. 
We  think  the  larger  amount  was  secured  through  the  last-named  channel, 
and  while  this  Board  used  every  legitimate  means  to  secure  donations  of 
seed  wheat  or  anything  else  for  the  western  needy,  it  was  without  success. 

The  strained  financial  condition  of  the  people  generally,  and  the  ex- 
tremely low  price  of  products,  drove  the  people  to  more  rigid  efibrts  to 
economize,  and  all  seemed  to  feel  that  they  had  nothing  to  spare,  but  would 
fall  short  in  meeting  their  own  personal  demands,  and  the  door  of  charity 
seemed  thus  to  be  closed. 
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While  this  Board  has  not  been  able  to  furnish  the  relief  desired,  and 
has  not  met  with  the  hearty  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  people,  ifre  are 
pleased  to  submit  to  your  honor  a  detailed  report  of  our  action,  with  the 
bare  statement  that  we  have  done  what  we  could.  Believing  that  we  have 
fulfilled  the  full  mission  of  the  trust  imposed  in  us,  we  respectfully  requeet 
that  we  be  released  from  further  duty  in  this  capacity.
